The Brodak family has a long history of being in the retail food business of which 
the following is a brief description. 

Joseph Brodak’s father. John Brodak, owned and operated a small grocery store 
gas Station in Mt. Pleasant in the 1930's. Joseph at age 11 in 1918 went to work ina 
slaughter house in Mt. Pleasant and for the next 22 years of his life worked in 
slaughter houses in Mt Pleasant. Masontown and Fairmont. W.Va. 

While working in Masontown he met and married Valeria Batis, whose father, 
Edward Batts, operated a grocery store near Uniontown. Taking his wife and young 
son to Fairmont, W Va. In the late 1930’s, he continued to work the slaughter houses 
In 1939 a third son was born to the couple whom they named for Joseph's lather, John 

In 1940, the family moved from Fairmont to Carmichaels, Pa.. where they bought 
a 12 acre farm. and Joseph went to work for the Buckeye Coal Co. With a good 
knowledge of butchering procedures and the ingrown sense of business of both Joseph 
and Valeria the small farm seemed bound to lead to the sale of their products 

While working in the coal mines to supplement the family, Joseph's true love was 
his farm and tngether he and his wife worked long, hard hours to raise cattic, pigs, 
chickens and to plant huge gardens In 1942 they raised a tent near the front of the 
farm which bordered on Route 88 While Joseph worked in the mine and cared for the 
animals, Valeria raised vegetables and baked fresh bread to selt 

By 1944. the little produce stand was doing well and Joseph found a barn for sale in 
Carmichaels that he decided to buy and tear down. He needed the lumber to build a 
gas station. His family was going to be a business family. It only took his wile six 
months to convince him that they should use the building to start a grocery store 
They contacted a supplier for the canned goods and the two of them furnished the rest 

Competition grew in the town and 1n 1962 a decision had to be made Should they 
close up the business or enlarge tt to meet the changing times. Their son, John. now 


married and working in a machine shop in Washington, Pa 


. was offered the 


opportunity to carry the family business on. John needed little prompting. He and his 
wife moved back to Carmichaels and began the remodeling of the building. With his 
father teaching him the skills of butchering and his mother guiding him in the 
technicalities of purchasing and merchandising John took over the reins 

Under the watchtul eyes of his parents, John guiacd the store thru the next six 
years when once again it was in need of enlargement This time the store was to grow 


to $,000 square feet 


At about the same time, John’s younger brother. George, struck out on his own 
and opened a grocery store in Oakland. Maryland, adding to the family’s pride 


A piece of property became available in Millsboro.

purchased and built a 10,000 square foot building which was to house one of the finest 


grocery stores in the area 


Three years later the family finally closed the circle when their oldest son, 
Joseph.

Marviand luan rates for 1981 
grams have been annuunced by 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service. The 
rates were increused across- 
the-board in amuunts equal to 
the recently announced national 
average loan rate increases, 
according to Stuart C. Peterson, 
Acting Chairperson of the State 
ASC Committee. 

The rates are: Wheat, 
per bushel; Curn, $2.61; 
$1.37; Sorghum, $411; 
Burley, $1.93 per bushel. 

These rates vary from State 
to State to reflect differences in 
the value of the crop, pro 
duction trends, and for some 
commodities, transportation 
costs to terminal points,” 
Peterson said. The loan rate for 
Soybeans will increase from 
last year’s $3.0 per bushel to 
$5.02 per bushel. This rate 1s 
based on a $5.02 per bushel 
national averaze loan rate. he 
said. 

The ASCS official said prain 
loans are available fur approx- 
imately ten nmionths following 
harvest and mature within nine 
months. Producers muy satisfy 
the loun by repaying it or, in 
cases where the market value 1s 
below the loan rate. forfeiting 
the commodity. Grain under 
luan inasy be stured of the farm 
or In approved warehouses 

The ASCS gratin loan program 
provides operating cash and 
allows farmers to hold their 
crop off the market and benefit 
from price increases that often 
come later in the seasun after

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Small Grain 
Harvest Yields 
Report Issued 


The harvest of small grains 
Increased as Marvland had five 
days suitable for field work and 
Delaware averaged 6 days. The 
Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service shows barley 
acreage nearly all turned with 
30 percent harvested in Mary- 
land and 60 percent cut tn 
Delaware. Both states were be- 
hind last year's harvest of 50 
percent and 70 percent in Mary- 
land and Delaware, re- 
spectively. Wheat with 90 per- 
cent of the acreage turned in 
Marvland was nearly the same 
us a vear ago. Deluware’s 
wheut was 79 percent turned be 
hind 100 percent last year. 
Wheat harvested tn both states 
was nearly the same as 1980, 
with Maryland at 5 percent and 
Delaware at 1 percent. Rye was 
% percent turned compared 
with 100 percent last vear, but 
the harvest, at 35 percent com- 
pleted, was well ahead of the 5 
percent cut a year earlier. Oats 
were about 95 percent turned 
compared with 75 percent in 
1980. All small grains were 
repurted to be mostly in goud to 
excellent condition with light in- 
festation of army worms 
seattered through beth states. 

Corn is growing rapidly and 
looks #ood in all areas. Soy bean 
plantings made good progress, 
with plantings above a year ago 
In both states. Maryiands 
amount completed was 80 per- 
cent, uhead of last years 75 per- 
cent and the five year average 
of 70 percent. Delaware's acre- 
aye was 0 percent planted, well 
ahead of 70 percent a year ago 
and the five year average of 75 
percent. Most sovbeans plant- 
ings will be completed after 
barley and wheat are harvest- 
ed 

Hay making progressed well, 
us the first cutting of alfalfa 
was %5 percent complete in 
Marsland compared with 86 
percent last vear. Delaware 
farmers completed their first 
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cutting Other hay cuttings 
were 70 percent completed in 
Maryland and 100 percent in 
Delaware 

Tubacco plantings reached 90 
percent completed, the same as 
a year earlier and well ahead of 
the 70 percent five year 
average 

Veyvetable plantings were 
nearly complete in all areas. 
The pea harvest reached the 
half way mark in Maryland and 
was 70 percent complete in 
Delaware. 

Scattered showers miade 
moisture supplies generally 
adequate fur both topsoil and 
subsoil. Continued growth of 
feed supplies, provided 
adequate feed in most areas. 
The continued hot humid 
weather caused sume stress of 
poultry und swine. 


Park Launches 
Turf Mowing 
Zone Program 


Park Manager Gerry Sword 
and his staff this spring started 
a turf mowing zone program, 
initiating new grass cutting 
efforts at Swallow Falls and 
Herrington Manor State Parks. 
According to Sword, the park Is 
conservug gasoline, labor and 
extending the life of its mowing 
equipment and at the same time 
Is finding wildflowers and small 
animal populations enhanced. 

In the past, a high percentage 
of time and money has been 
spent keeping grass mowed in 
stute parks, according to the 
Maryland Forest & Park 
Services. Visitors have grown 
accustomed to seeing mani- 
cured roadways as well as 
mowed open expanses. 

Today, according to the 
Forest & Park Services, 
environmental factors, inflation 
und the resultant budget re- 
ductions have caused state park 
managers to look for in- 
novutive, resourceful ways to 
maintain levels of service to the 
park user, while conservmg 
yasoline and energy. 

The turf mowing zone pro- 
gram was developed using 
visible site characteristics. Ball 
fields, open play areas, trails, 
walks and other high use areas 
will continue to be mowed as be- 
fore. Other large expanses will 
not be mowed, or will be mowed 
less often, with no adverse 
effect un usage, according to 
Sword.

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Is D.C.L. Affected By Acid Rain?

Researchers Reveal Startling Data, ~~ 
Cite Potential For Lake’s ‘‘Death’’ 


By Kathy Railey 


What is acid rain and where 
does it come from? How can the 
rain be so dangerous as to 
someday be a contributing 
factor in wiping out the natural 
processes of a lake? 

Deep Creek Lake, Maryland's 
recreational playground and 
“Best Kept Secret” is not 
hidden from the toxic dangers 
of acid rainfall, a prowing 
threat to lakes throughout the 
world, particularly in the north- 
eastern United States and 
Canada. Environinentalists 
clan the cause ts sulphate and 
nitrate rising from smoke 
stacks, nuxing with water and 
collecting in cloud formations, 
then falling to earth in another 
territory as acid. The effects 
are totally destructive. 

team oof researchers at 
Garrett Community College has 
determined through data 
collected since September, 1980, 
that “there is a significant 
amount” of acid comune into 
Deep Creek Lake “from direct 
precipitation,”” according to 
Drew Ferrier, assistant pro- 
fessor of biology. GCC. one of 
the researchers Other 
members of the team ure Dave 
Slagle, assistant professor of 
chemistry. GCC, and Michael 
Risoldi, environmental lab 
technician, 

GCC entered into a contract 
last year with the Department 
of Natural Resources to 
determine amounts and sources 
of acid in Decp Creek Lake. The 
study was put tozether by the 
Deep Creck Lake Management 
Office, and quality assurance ts 
being provided by Martin - 
Marietta Laboratories in Balti- 
more. The survey began 
September 1 to monitor acid 
precipitation, acid mine dram 
age, naturally yroduced acids 
and acidic streams feeding into 
the lake from bogs. In January 
the team began taking monthly 
samples from six major coves, 
the main body of the lake and 12 
tributaries, for testing On June 
15 the team released its third 
quarterly report with some 
alarming results. 

pH is determined by how 
many hydrogen tons are 
present. The number reading 
lowers as acid increases. One 
finding of the survey Is that the 
rain water coming into Deep 
Creek Lake has an average pH 
of 4.0 A reading of 7.0 1s 
neutral, and 9.6 1s considered 
normal for rain water, which is 
shghty acidic to begin: with. 
Measured on the logorhythnuc 
pHi scale the difference between 


0.6 and 4.0 Is great, indicating 
that rain water here is more 
than 30 tunes more acidic than 
normal. 

The long term purpose of the 
survey Is to figure the impact of 
acid precipitation on the lake, 
Maryland's largest freshwater 
body, which hes within the 
boundries of 4 charted aeid 
rainfall belt, according to 
Ferrier. Acid rainfall is 
traditionally linked with in- 
dustrialization. When nitrates 
and sulphates rise into the air 
ithe largest concentrations 
from power plants and 
factories), they mix with 
oxygen and water to forn 
sulfuric acid and nitric acid. 
Clouds of acidic concentration 
could travel for mules before 
dropping to earth and running 
off into bodies of water. 

Ferricr sald the team has 
found that rain water ptl read- 
Ings vary slightly with the 
direction of the storm. He noted 
that storms from the northwest 
lias ve a suplitly luwer vil than 
those from the southwest. add- 
ing that “Garrett County re- 
ceives much of its weather from 
the northwest. particularly the 
heavily-industrialized Ohio 
valley.” 

In the winter months of 
December through February, 
Garrett County received very 
little rain, Ferrier stated, 12.5 
Inches, with an average pH of 
4.09. In the spring months of 
March through May, however, 
the county received 39.6 inches, 
and It Was More acidic, with an 
averave pH of 3.90 

In the first quarterls report of 
the survey, issued December 
12, 1980, the team constructed a 
curve which measures how 
much acid the lake can absorb, 
according to the results of 
experimentation. The team 
collected several samples of 
lake water and gradually added 
small amounts of acid to it. 
deternuning that “Deep Creek 
Lake water has very httle 
ability to buffer or neutralize 
acid when it comes into the 
lake. When you add small 
amounts of acid, the pH drops 
very rupidly beyond SO." said 
Ferrier. “The luke could be 
affected to a greater degree be- 
cause if the rock basin was 
limestone, the lakes’ alkalinity 
would be much better. Many 
hydreyven ions are coming anto 
the lake Other sources besides 
acid rainfall include acid mine 
drainage and organic acids 
from bogs or swamps. 

According to the survey data 
collected, the pH of the lake is 
goiny up and down. In January 


it was about neutral (6.97), In 
February, however, the 
average pH reading was 6.07. 
As the team used surface water 
samples, Ferrier explained that 
February's increase in acid 
could be due to ice melting, 
which had collected hydrogen 
ions, making the most acidic 
water on the lake right at the 
surface. March's averape read- 
Ing was 6.42, April's average 
was 6.73, and May's averave 
Was 6.68. 

The Garrett County Health 
Department has been taking 
water samples from the lake's 
surface and testing those 
samples for the past six vears. 
According to Wendell Beitzel, 
“pH readings, averaged after 
the spring season. used to be 
consistently 7.0 :neutral or 
normal), however, ‘during 
the pust three to four vears the 
lake's surface water pil has 
dropped down toa 6.6 average,” 
indicating slight acidity. “A pH 
of 5.5 is the real danyer level, 
when fish begin tu dic.” ie add- 
ed. 

Edgar Harman stated that 
the lake water could have been 
slightly acidic even before, and 
that readings have stayed 
basically the same in the past 
few years. “The Cherry Creek 
arm, along Rock Lodpe Road, 
Where the department received 
Its lowest reading of 6.0, 1s 
noticeably more acidic than 
other parts of the luke,” said 
Harman. ‘'The Health Depart- 
ment is concerned about the 
Cherry Creek cove. but feels it 
Is J localized situation becouse 
of the water that comes into 
that portion of the luke. Water 
from Cherry Creek is acidic, 
probably due to a combination 
of acid mine drainage from 
strip mines in that area, and 
drainage from a number of 
swaps which produce natural 
acid,” Harman stated. The 
department takes about 60 or 70 
samples in one summer on pH, 
from about 10 different sites on 
the lake. 

According to Ferricr acidic 
lukes, which are sometimes 
called “dead lakes.” become 
very clear, and therefore lead 
to an Increased growth of plants 
and niosses on the lake bottom. 
Acid reduces the rate at which 
materials decompose, and all of 
the lake's processes slow down 
considerably , he said 

The inhabitants in the lake 
are usually replaced by other 
Inhabitants that can stand 
acidic conditions, and different 
species are knocked out at 
different pH levels. An acidic 
lake does not support fish life.

It vull not support 
fish or bird life. and could have the same pH value as vinegar. The GCC survey indicates that Deep 
Creek Lake could someday suffer this fate, although researchers are hesitant to make any definite 
predictions. The data collected so far, however. is quite alarming. revealing that a “significant 
amount” of acid 1s coming into the lake “through direct precipitation.” Throughout the research, at 
this point, the lake’s pH readings have remained constant, and Yoder points out that the lake right 
now 1S In excelient shape. It’s potential ‘‘death,”” however, does exist 


According to a report publist- 
ed by the Environmental Pro 
tection Agency and Fish and 
Wildlife Services in October, 
1980, “‘reproductive failure 
appears to be the major 
mechanism mfluencing: the ex- 
tinction of fish populations in 
acid-stressed water bodies." In 
addition, “decreased pH could 
Increase susceptibility to 
disease and physiolopical stress 
in fish.” 

The report reveals that the 
“pH oat which reproduction 
ceases Is between 6.0 and 5.5 in 
Smallmouth Bass and 
Walleve “ Ferner stated that 
fish “don't spawn as well in acid 
water, due to a chemical im- 
balance, and the eggs never 
mature completely.” Increased 
acid causes the young to die off, 
while the older fish remain, 
very large and very old, said 
Ferrier. Acid seems to affect 
the fish's abiltiy to control its 
body's water and chemical con- 
tent. he added. and the species 
dies from the bottom up... 
when the old fish die, the 
species Is finally eliminated

Is there a solution to save 
Deep Creek Lake from death by 
acids? 

According to Ferrier, the 
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team cannot begin to speculate 
at this point when the rapid 
drop in pH, as indicated 
possible by the team’s experi- 
ments, could occur. In addition, 
the only indication the team has 
ax to where the acid rain 1s 
coming from is the differences 
in storm directions, charted by 
local wind speed direction in- 
struments and daily weather 
maps from the National 
Weather Service. 

Members of the GCC 
research team attended a 
symposiuin at Michivan State 
College in April, where they 
heard a speech dealing with 
liming of lakes to correct the 
acid problem. iFernmer noted 
that lakes typically will not re- 
tain nutrients in them, if they 
are not continually replaced:

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WVU Researchers Study Acid Rain 


Acid-rain — how much is 
falling and where? Where does 
it come from, is the problem 
vetting worse, are its effects 
cumulative? 

These are some of the 
questions two West Virginia 
University researchers are 
attempting to answer in 
separate research projects on 
this problem that is causing 
worldwide concern. 

Anthony C. Tomkowski, 
assistant professor of forestry, 
is investigating the long-term 
effects of acid rain on forest 
soil pH at the U.S. Forest 
Service's Fernow Forest near 
Parsons, Tucker County, W. 
Va. 

Gerald E. Lang, associate 
professor of biology, monitored 
acid rain in Coopers Rock 
State Forest near Moryantown 
Jast sununer and found that pH 
of the rain averaged 3.9,Lang’s 
work is an extension of his re- 
search on acid rain in the 
subalpine, balsam-fir forests of 
New Hampshire. pH is the 
measure of a solution's acidity 
or alkalinity. A solution that 
has a pH of 7.0 is neutral, 
under 7.0 it is acidic and more 
than 7.0 it is basic. A solution 
with a pH of 6.9 would be 
shghtly acidic; 3.0 would equal 
high acidity — that’s the pH of 
household vinegar.) 

We don’t know what effect 
acid rain is having on forests, 
but we do know where some of 
it is coming from and why it is 
so widespread," Tomkowski 
said. 

Years ago acid rain occurred 
mostly near smelters of fossil 
fuel-burning power plants. 
“Today, however, the stacks at 
such installations are so tall 
(up to 1,200 feet) that they 
send acidic material into the 
upper atmosphere where it can 
travel for hundreds of miles,” 
he explained. 

Tomkowsk: is conducting his 
research on a 90-acre, un- 
disturbed watershed. The soil 
is very sensitive to acid and at 
present has a pH of 4.5, which 
is moderately acidic. Every 
six months he tests the soil pH 
at various dept'’s at 25 sites. 

In a companion project, the 
Forest Service is monitoring 
the wet-and-dry acid pre- 
cipitation at another site in the 
Fernow Forest. Tomkowski 
will use this date to form a 
baseline for his study. 

“As acid rain continues to 
fall in the forest, one would 
expect the pH of the soil to de- 
crease,"’ Tomkowski said. 
“But. it is possible that leaf 
and timber falls and certain 
processes in the soil will cause 
the pH to increase. 

“Both of these processes are 
slow; thus it’s going to take 
some time to determine exact- 
ly what is going on in the 
forest,’’ Tomkowski em- 
phasized. He expects to con- 
tinue this study for the next 10 
years. 

Dr. Lang's research in New 
Hampshire was conducted on 
the side of Mt. Moosilauke in 
the White Mountains. He and 
his colleagues determined the 
percentage of acidity con- 
tributed by sulfur, nitrogen 
and various organic acids to 
rain water and liquid water in 
the soil. 


The balsam-fir zone on the 
mountain extends from an 
elevation of 3,660 to 4,350 feet. 


The area never has been 
logged and there are no coal 
mines ( a source of acid mine 
drainage) in the area. There is 
little heavy industry there; 
however, the area is downwind 
from the industrial complexes 
of the U.S. and Canada. 

Soils at the test site are 
frozen and snow-covered from 
six to seven months of the 
year. It is estimated that the 
area receives from 60 to 70 
inches of precipitation a year, 
however, Lang thinks that it 
receives much more from 
large quantities of fog drip and 
rime ice that are undetected 
by rain gauges. 

It is estimated that clouds 
cover the area from 30 to 90 
percent of the time. Lang 
reports that the fog is just as 
acidic as the rain and snow. 

“The pH of rain in any area 
is not constant,” Lang said. 
“The first rain after a dry 
spell will tend to be very 
acidic. If the next rain comes a 
few hours later, it will be more 
basic (less acidid). The theory 
is that the first rain washed 
the air of sulfuric and nitric 
acid.” 

The pH of the samples taken 
in New Hampshire ranged 
from 4.77 to 3.54. 

“Our results show that from 
75 percent to 85 percent of the 
acidity of the rain water comes 
from sulfur and 7 to 21 percent 
from nitrogen. At the low pHs 
of our water samples, carbonic 
acid doesn't play a significant 
role in the acidity of the 
solution,”’ Lang Observed. 

‘Thus about 80 percent of 
the acidity of the water in this 
forest floor is brought in 
through air pollution. At 
present, it is difficult to assess 
what the consequences of this 
will be for eastern soils,” Lang 
said.

Outlets Offered 


Increased sales ot diesel 
powered automobiles have 
prompted an increase in the 
number of service stations 
offering diesel fuel and in the 
state motor fuel tax revenue 
collected from sales of the 
product, according to Maryland 
State Comptroller Louis L. 
Goldstein. 

“Asa result, our office is issu- 
ing an updated directory of out- 
lets selling diesel fuel to passen- 
ger veclucles,” Goldstein said. 
“The directorv is free and Lists 
381 outlets, with several located 
in each Maryland county. The 
directory is being issued as a 
public service in time for the 
summer driving season.” 

According to the National 
Automobile Trade Association, 
the number of diesel powered 
automobiles sold nationwide 
during i980 totaled 387,000, or 
approxunately 4.3% of all sales 
for the year. That's nearly 
triple the 135,000 diesel powered 
cars sold in 1978, accounting for 
just 1.2% of the total sales that 
year 

The Maryland Motor Vehicle 
Administration projects that, 
by 1985, as many as 15% of all 
passenger vehicles registered 
in Maryland will be diesel 
powered. 

The importance of diese! fuel 
as a revenue source has also 
grown substantially since 1974, 
when the unpredictable energy 
situation sent shock waves 
through the fuel industry, Gold- 
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Anthony C. Tomkowski, WVU assistant professor of forestry, extracts a soil sample from Fernow

stein said. During Fiscal Year 
1974, motor fuel tax collections 
on diesel fuel amounted to $8.8 
million. By Fiscal Year 1980, 
the revenues from diesel fuel 
sales had grown by more than 
2U% to $13.4 million. The sales 
of diesel fuel have shown steady 
increases, even while gasoline 
consumption declined over the 
past two years. 

Diesel fuel is tested at the 
State Comptroller's Office 
Motor Fuel Testing Laboratory 
in Jessup to ensure that the fuel 
meets minimum State quality 
specifications. Some of the tests 
which are conducted include 
measurements of the centane 
index, relating to the ignition or 
“startability” of the fuel, in 
addition to test for con- 
tamination with gasoline, water 
and sediment.

As inflation takes its toll on 
the average consumer's buying 
power, the ability to purchase 
expensive goods by using lay- 
away plans becomes in- 
creasingly important. 

Layaway plans permit a 
merchant to hold a piece of 
merchandise while a customer 
pays for it in installments. Once 
the payments are completed, 
the customer gets the item 
originally selected, or an 
identical one. Furniture, appli- 
ances and clothing frequently 
are bought on lawaway. 

A recent inquiry by our Con- 
sumer Protection Division dis- 
covered that many of the 
businesses surveyed were not 
complying with Maryland's lav- 
away sales law. Apparently, 
most of the merchants were un- 
aware of the law's provisions, 
and unfortunately, most of the 
consumers buying goods on liay- 
away knew even less about 
their rights. 

Under Maryland law, when 
you buy an item on layaway, 
you are entitled to a written 
agreetuent speliiag, Gui tae 
following key points: 

1) The name and address of 
the store; your name and 
address; the date of the sule 
and a description of the 
merchantise.

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2, The price of the item; the 
amount you've deposited; how 
much you owe; how many pay- 
ments you must make and the 
date each payment is due. 

3) What you will be charged 
for delivery or installation, 
repairs and service. Service 
charges may not exceed $1 for 
items costing under $900, nor $5 
for items costing more than 
$500. 

If you decide to cancel a lay- 
away ugeement within seven 
days, the business must give 
back all the money you already 
have paid. But 1f you cancel the 
apreement eiht or more days 
later, or fail to make a layaway 
payment within 15 days of a due 
date, the seller has the right to 
keep 10% of the full price of the 
item, or 10%. of the money you 
have already paid, whichever ts 
less. 

Under the law, a merchant 
must’ 

1, Hold the goods you have 
selected, or identical goods, and 
deliver them to you ona specific 
date. 

2) Give you a receipt each 
time you make a payment. 

the itemi at the 
price stated in the agreement, 
even if the price goes up. If the 
price on the item goes down 
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within 10 days of the agree 
ment, you must receive a credit 
for the difference. 

4) If you ask for it within 10 
days of the azreement, the 
merchant must give you a 
written statement showing you 
the price of the item on lay- 
away, how much you have paid 
and how much you still owe. 

If the merchant violates his 
legal obligations, you may 
cancel the agreement and ob- 
tain a full refund. The merchant 
also may be liable to you for a 
penalty equal to three times the 
amount you have paid so far for 
the item, plus attorney’s fees, 
unless it can be shown that the 
stlier did not violate the lay- 
away Jaw willfully. 

The Consumer Protection 
Division now is dealing with the 
businesses it has surveyed so 
far to make sure they comply 
with the lavuway law. We have 
fyund that once the merchants 
understand the statute, they are 
perfectly willing to follow its 
rules.

*Notify companies where the

*Contact the local Social 
Security office to determine 
eligibility for survivor benefits.

Cancer Patients 
Respond Slowly 
lo THE 1 sage 


There has been no great rush 
among cancer chemotherapy 
patients to enroll in the chnical 
trials of THC, the active in- 
gredient in marijuana, since the 
drug recently became available 
at the West Virginia University 
Medical Center Morgantown, 
W.Va 

Peter Raich, professor of 
medicine and chief of the 
section of hematology/oncolozy 
in the WVU School of Medicine, 
said that from five to ten 
patients continue to express 
interest in taking THC, or delta- 
nine-tetrahydrocannabinol. The 
drug is being tested for its 
effectiveness in controlling 
nausea and vomiting, common 
side effects of some cancer 
chemotherapy agents. 

“Interest has waned because 
of the long interval between 
announcement of the avail- 
ability of the drug and its 
arrival here.” Dr. Raich said. 

‘If the treatment is successful 
in our first patients, however, 
word of mouth will increase 
interest among others.” 

From 950 to 100 patients are 
expected to be involved in the 
trials during the first year, 
Raich said. 

Patients are adnutted to the 
THC program, funded by the 
National Cancer Institute, only 
after conventional therapy for 
nausea and vomiting has failed. 
Enrollment is voluntary. 

The initial dosage planned for 
participants at the WVU 
Medical Center 1s two capsules 
of five milligrams each follow- 
ing chemotherapy and every 
four to six hours thereafter. 

This dosage may be iner. -sed 
or decreased depending on 
need, Raich said. The druy 

usually is given only on the day 
chemotherapy 1s administered, 
but is available for the day 
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following if required. 

Not only is patient interest 
less than eapected, private 
physicians who may prescribe 
THC for their patients under 
certain guidehnes have not 
hurried to have their appli- 
cations approved, Raich said. 

The applications must be 
approved beth by the Qualifi- 
cation Review Board and the 
National Cancer Institute 

The board, headed by Raich, 
was set up by the State Depart- 
ment of Health following the 
passage of 1979 legislation 
permitting use of marijuana in 
West Virginia for treatment of 
#laucoma and the side effects of 
cancer chemotherapy. 

Private physicians wishing to 
prescribe THC for patients 
must be experienced in drug 
therapy of cancer, although not 
necessarily specialists in 
oncology. Each must have a 
registered number for the drug 
and be officially registered with 
a participating pharmacy. 

The physician must affirm 
that the patient has signed the 
consent form and that the drug 
will be prescribed only for 
treatment of cancer chemo- 
therapy-associated reactions. 
Each also must report any ad- 
verse THC reactions to the 
board and the National Cancer 
Institute

Ferrier said he feels that once 
the industries are convinced 
thev play a contributing role in 
acidic lakes, “the solution must 
be political, rather than a tech- 
nical answer,” meaning in- 
creased emission restrictions 
on industries. 

A prant was awarded to the 
college to conduct this survey, 
through the Marvland Power 
Plant Siting Program, a sub- 
division of DNR under Impact 
Assessment. The team is now in 
the process of completing an 
application for contract re- 
newal, in hopes of continuing 
the survey another vear 
Ferrier said the group hopes to 
be able to predict chemical 
effects the rain has upon the 
lake, while cons'4ering the lake 
to be a “biz reaction taking 
place in a container.” 

If the contract is continued, 
the team will begin looking at 
biological as well as chemical 
processes, to determine effects 
of acid rain. Specific goals in- 
clude looking at how much 
living material is produced per 
quantity of lake water. and the 
lake's rate of decomposition. 
Ferrier said the team should 
receive word of contract ex- 
tension the last of July or the 
middle of Auyzust. 

The team will begin sendimy 
some samples to the Baltimore- 
based Martin-Marietta lLab- 
oratories, which acts as con- 





sultants as part of the contract. 
Ferrier said that facility has the 
ability to pertorm many 
different chemical analyses 
with a small amount uf semple. 

The group will issue its final 
report about the end of 


September. The survey has 
taken a good bit of the two in- 
structors’ time, and Risoldi has 
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worked full-time with the 
project. The group carefully 
runs extra, duplicate and spik- 
ed samples tu assure accuracy, 
and it “sometimes takes the 
better part of a day just to pre 
pare’ for certain procedures. 

Gary Yoder, Administrator of 
the Lake Management Office, 
explained that the survey was 
initiated so that the office could 
be better informed and make 
better quality decisions. Yoder 
emphasized the fact that “the 
lake mgt now is in excellent 
shape . . . itis so sound, and we 
are addressing the sewerage 
problem,” which he said is very 
slight. He added, however, that 
according to the curve done by 
the research team, ‘‘the 
potential is obviously there” for 
the lake to become more acidic. 

“Here we sit in thus beautiful, 
pristine environment, unaware 
that environmental problems 
do exist, transported long range 
through the air,” he said. Yoder 
stated that Garrett County is 
within 140 air miles of 43 major 
industrial plants. He added that 
a 1,000-meyawatt plant burns 
approximately 400 tons of coal 
per hour and that each ton pro- 
duces approximately 83 pounds 
of sulphur or nitrate oxide. 
What it comes down to is that 
33.200 pounds of these 
chemicals are coming out of the 
smokestack each hour. That 
figure is reduced to 4.800 pounds 
in cases of smokestack 
scrubbers, he added. 

Going back to the curve which 
indicates Deep Creek Lakes 
ability to buffer arid, Yoder 
stated that, in the unitial stayes, 
between 6 and 5, the decrease in 
pH is very slow, and is then 
followed by a very rapid de- 
crease which levels off at a pH 
of about 3 or 2. “Once it starts 
on a downward slide, you can't 
reverse it,” Yoder stated. The 
Lake Management Office hopes 
to first get a handle on the state 
of the lake before making any 
predictions, and Yoder said the 
survey would probably have to 
go into a second year. 

He noted that the lakes are 
simply an indicator of the 
problem, marked by beautiful, 
crystal clear water, but having 
a sterile basin and beiny totally 
devoid of life. Branches which 
fall into a dead lake are pickled, 
and do not decompose, he said. 
Yoder added that one notice- 
able characteristic is that there 
are no birds, because the birds 
have nothing to feed on, as 
normal activities in the food 
chain are broken. 

In addition, acidity mobilizes 
earth metals, including lead, he 
stated. Heavy metals in the soil 
will break down with increased 
acidity, and would eventually 
get into the fuod chain. 
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Yoder stated he feels the law 
basically encourages one state 
to lodge its garbage into 
another state, as the Clean Air 
Act deals only with ground air 
quality. The smokestacks get 
higher, but the problem only 
travels to another region and 
eventually comes to earth. 
Yoder stated that “there is 
presently the technology to 
burn these products more 
efficiently,"’ but older plants do 
not have these capabilities. 
When the older methods are 
eventully eliminated ‘‘the 
problem will decrease,”” he 
said. ‘But in the meantime, the 
lakes are falling through the 
crack.” Yoder may be faced 
with the problem sumeday, as 
he put it, of ‘how to give the 
lake a Rolaid.. . how to spell re- 
lief.**

Doubtless you've heard the expression “his bark 1s worse than 
his bite."’ For someone spending a sleepless night listening to his 
neighbor's dog howling, I’m sure nothing could be truer 

Barking is a dog’s normal response to a variety of cir- 
cumstances. How long or how vigorously a particular dog will 
bark depends on the situation and the dog's breeding. 

Terriers or crossbred terriers, for example, are generally 
nervous, rather high strung and full of energy. They may work off 
excess energy by harking, especially if they don’t receive enough 
exercise. Other breeds like the Norwegian elkhound, bred years 
ago to protect herds and property, bark to defend their homes 
from intruders, including birds, squirrels and the hike. 

Boredom 1s the main reason for long periods of senseless 
barking. A dog left alone indoors for hours at a tune has little to do 
and will bark in the hope of attracting attention and companion- 
ship. It can respond to the telephone or the sound of people in an 
apartment hallway with an hour or more of nonstop noise. 

Even more annoying 1s the mght barker. This dog ususally 
has slept all day and has excessive energy left over at bedtime. In 
such cases, a hard run at nightfall may help the dog become tired 
enough to sleep. 

Anything you can do to provide some distraction while you're 
away for long periods can help control a barking dog. Some pets 
respond toa. 4 new tuys. Others are comforted by the sound of 
the television. 

A major part of the solution 1s to let your dog know that he 
cannot bark indiserinunately and 2:t away with it. “Informing” 
your dog will require time and etrort on your part. 

The next time your doy begin: > bark at the wrong time, rep- 
runand him with a firm, loud’ ~ + - lap a folded newspaper 
against his hind quarters to impress your order upon him. 

Then leave the area so that the pet cannot see you. Stay within 
earshot, nd return quickly witha sharp reprimand if he begins to 
bark. Each time stay away for a longer period of time, but always 
return to scold him at the sound of barking. You may have to en- 
list the help of several friends. but the idea that you are unhappy 
with the barking must be reinforced for several days. If you stop 
too soon, your dog will re.ume the old habit 

For additional ideas on what to do about a stubborn barking 
provlem, discuss the situation with vou veterinarian. Neutering 
an adult male dog will reduce his barking. The veterinarian can 
also discuss other alternatives, such as a muzzle for the dog, with

Byron Opposes 
Purchase Of 
Foreign Autos 


Rep. Beverly B. Byron 
{D.-Md.) recently announced 
she is supporting an amend- 
ment prohibiting the Depurt- 
ment of Defense from buying 
foreign-made vehicles in FY 
‘82 

“In recent years, the Penta- 
gon has been purchasing trucks 
which are built in England and 
Germany,’ Mrs. Byron ex- 
plained. ‘The Army and the Air 
Force have bought substantial 
numbers of buses, vans and 
similar vehicles under the 
auspices of ‘cooperation’ with 
our European allies, but this 
practice only results in lowered 
productivity, a worsening of our 
trade deficit and an ongoing 
loss of U.S. dollars sent over- 
seas in exchange for parts and 
maintenance. 

“This policy, established 
during the Carter ad- 
ministration, is one which 
demonstrates American co- 
operation and foreign assist- 
ance. but we need to evaluate 
the real effect of such action.” 
Rep. Byron said. 

“We are, in effect. sub- 
sidizing English and German 
industries while we neglect our 
own auto industry and our 
workers. In addition, this 
pattern destroys our credibility. 
It Is unrealistic to assume that 
others will ‘buy American’ 
when our defense department 
does not do so." she said. 

The amendment would pro- 
hibit the defense department 
from purchasing foreign-made 
vehicles when suitable 
American vehicles are avail- 
able. 

House consideration of the 
amendment, to be added to the 
FY ‘82 appropriations bill, is 
expected in the near tuture.

Bear Sightings In Western Md.

In the past few years Western 
Maryland's two westernmost 
counties (Allegany and Gar- 
rett) have experienced an 
increasing number of black 
bear sightings. This is due to 
migration from Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, plus an in- 
crease in the Maryland bear 
population. These sightings, 
while alarming to some people, 
should be of minimal concern. 
Black bear are normally very 
secretive and fear humans 
much more than humans fear 

them. 

Many people have a tendancy 
to over-react when they see a 
bear. They either scream and 
run, or go for a gun to protect 
the family in a true frontier tra- 
dition. If a person claps his 
hands, bangs on pans, yells, or 
produces a sharp noise the bear 
will run away. When a bear and 
human first see one another, the 
bear will stand up on its hind 
legs. A bear does this because it 
aids their very poor eyesight, 
and allows them to check the 
wind for scent and sound. This 
helps the bear locate the in- 
truder on their activity, and to 
determine the quickest escape 
route for themselves.

Black bear sightings are most 
common in late spring and 
early susuner, during their 
breeding season. The male bear 
beyins to increase its range at 
this time of year, and becomes 
less secretive and, therefore, is 
seen rmore often. The female 
bear breeds every two years, 
raises her cubs for a year, until 
they reach a size and age to 
fend for themselves. Sightings 
of many young bears have been 
experienced this year. In 1980 
quite a few cubs were produced 
in Western Maryland and 
Pennsylvania. These cubs have 
now reached the size and age 
when the female bear leaves 
them go on their own. These 
young bear must establish their 
own home range. When this 
occurs (in June or July) the 
cubs are somewhat confused 
and inexperienced. If cubs are 
sighted, don’t become alarmed, 
please contact your nearest 
Wildlife Administration District 
Office at: Mt. Nebo—( 534-4299), 
Billmeyer—(478-2525), the 
Regional Office at Cumber- 
land—(777-2134) or contact the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources Police for your area. 

There is black bear habitat in 
Western Maryland and, with 
the public's cooperation 
and patience, we can add 
another interesting species tu 
Maryland's woodlands.

Surrogate Parents 
Being Sought By 
Education Dept. 


The Maryland State Depart- 
ment of Educalion needs 
volunteer surrogate parents for 
certain handicapped children 
throughout the state who are 
living away from their natural 
home, according to G.A. 
Crenson, department official. 

Volunteers are needed for 
cases in which, for one reason 
or another, parents are not able 
to act on their children’s behalf. 
Surrogate parents, appointed 
by the State 2uard of Edu- 
cation, are required to act only 
in decisions related to the 
child's education. 

When a parent cannot be 
identified, or the whereabouts 
of a parent is unknown, or a 
child is a “ward” of the state, 
federal and state law require 
that a surrogate parent be 
appointed to represent these 
handicapped children in edu- 
cational decision making. The 
surrogate parent performs the 
parent’s role in all matters 
relating to evaluation, place- 
ment and the provision of free, 
appropriate education. No 
employee of the avencies in- 
volved in the education or care 
of the child may act as a surro- 
gate parent 

Specifically, surrogate 
parents come in contact with 
the school svstem :1) when the 
child 1s evaluated, :2) when the 
individual education program is 
developed, (3) when a change in 
placement 1s being considered, 
or (4) in a Due Process Hear- 
ing.

Bradley Manor 
Housing Units 
Deteriorating 


Several county officials are 
planning a trip to Washington, 
D.C., Monday and Tuesday to 
find out what they can do about 
Bradley Manor, a federally- 
funded housing project which is 
becoming uninhabitable. 

At a meeting with the com- 
missioners Tuesday, Tim 
Dugan, county planning 
director, and Diana Wawzinsk1, 
county housing corrdinator, 
described the deteriorating 
conditions of the housing umts 
and showed pictures of a 
crumbling foundation, 
extensive water damaye, and 
cracking walls. 

One unit has been abandotied 
because the foundation gave 
way under it, they noted. 

They also stated that in some 
of the apartments, particularly 
on the top floor of the two-story 
buildings, some rooms cannot 
be used due to considerable 
water damage. 

They pointed out that before 
construction of the project had 
been completed in 1971, prob- 
lerns were apparent. The com- 
plex was not in compliance with 
the standard building code nor 
did it meet soil erosion stan- 
dards.

Glendale Bridge Declared Unsafe 


The condition of the 57-year- 
old Glendale Bridge is “unsafe, 
inconvenient, and intolerable” 
says a Baltimore consulting 
firm which had been hired by 
Garrett County to inspect the 
bridge. 

Duffy. Montgomery & Associ- 
ates recommended in its final 
report that the bridge be closed 
to all traffic unless some 
immediate repairs were con- 
ducted. 

The 500-foot bridge could 
possibly fall in the water if re- 
pairs are not made tummedi- 
ately, said Herb McCrobie, 
county roads engineer. 

The major repair work 
needed is the replacement of 
the truss expansion bearings 
which support the bridge. The 
consultant described the bear- 
ings to be in critical condition. 
McCrobie says they are worn 
out. 

McCrobie noted if the bear- 
INKS gave way, the bridge would 
probably drop onto the support- 
Ing concrete piers. 

A heavy vehicle crossing the 
bridge at the time the bearings 
gave way, conceivably, could 
be enough to alter the bridge 


weight distribution, sending the 
bridge on down into the water. 

The county commissioners, 
discussed the matter Tuesday, 
decided to leave the bridge open 
to traffic for a little while longer 
and to advertise for a firm to 
design repair work unmedi- 
ately. 

The consultants estimated 
that 1500 vehicles cross the 
bridge every day during the 
summer months. 

Other recommendations, be- 
sides replacing the bearings 
and closing the bridge to traffic, 
made by the consultants were: 


1) Repair deteriorated con 
crete at pier and abutment; 

2) Clean and paint all metal; 

3) Repair damaged bridge 
railing; and 

4) Widen or replace the 
bridge. 


McCrobie said the deterior- 
ating concrete was only on the 
surface of the piers and abut- 
ments. 

The consultant stated the 
weight rating of the bridge 
might be increased from 11 tons 
to 12 after all repairs have been 
made.

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The ERA 


For It, But Against It 


Freedom, liberty, independence, rights... all 
are words associated with the anniversary of our 
nation's birth, an event we celebrate this Saturday, 
July 4. They are far more than just words, however, 
for they <omipose the very cornerstone of our 
country, a stone which we often, sadly, take for 
granted. 

Individuals who are not taking such things as 
rights for granted are the supporters of the I.qual 
Rights Amendment .ERAi, who just yesterday, 
perhaps in an attempt to cash in on the 
Independence Day attitude, conducted rallies 
nationwide hoping to gain strength for their cause. 
The tnust outspoken leaders in the effort are 
members of the National Organization for Women. 

Equal rights for women, particularly in the area 
of employment and salaries, 1s the central theme of 
the ERA, which will cease to exist next June unless 
it is ratified by three more states. 

There is no question that women are entitled to 
all those rights listed im the ERA. Women compose 
better than half of the nation’s working force 
anyway and we see no valid reasoning behind the 
argument which says that a woman should not be 
eligible for the same salaries and benefits 
associated with a particular job, provided she is 
competent to handle that job. In this respect, we are 
for the ERA. 

However, we. like President Reagan, do not 
believe that a constitutional amendment is the best 
way to guarantee these rights. In fact, it seems 
absurd that. in a nation based on a constitution 
which already zuarantees freedom and equality, it 
is necessary to tuve such an issue put in the form of 
an amendment. The Civil Rights movement in the 
early sixties, for example. resulted in the creation of 
numerous federal laws banning various forms of 
segregation. These laws were written according toa 
strict adherence of what was already guaranteed by 
the constitution. 

President Reagan believes that the problem of 
inequality can be better handled with similar laws 
und enforcement of those laws than with a blanket 
amendment. We tend to agree with him.

American Dream Could Come True 
For Garrett’s ‘“‘Not-So-Wealthy”’ 


by Beverly J. Sincell 


Duayne Yoder. director of 
Community Action Conunittee, 
Inc., in Garrett County en- 
visions bringing the American 
dream of home ownership with- 
in the reach of low to moderate 
income families. 

His idea is to make quahty 
housing affordable for low to 
moderate income famibes by 
helping them to become eligible 
for federal home = loan 
assistance administered 
through the Farmer's tome 
Adnumstration and other state 
and federal loan programs. 

Because of the high costs of 
develuping land and construct- 
ing homes, few contractors 
have been uble to sell homes for 
prices within the $44.900 loan 
limit of state and federal pro- 
grams 

Yoder's plan involves a non- 
profit organization which 
borruws money to purchase 
property and develop it by in- 
stalung plumbing, sewerage, 
electricity, roads, sidewalks 
and storm-drainage. The 
organization works with pros- 
pective home buyers and con- 
tractors in construction of 
homes wluch are then sold to 
the home buyers. 

The contractor receives pay- 
ment for his costs and the re- 
maining money is used to pay 
off the uriginal loan and to re- 
evele for purchase of more 
property. 

This process. says Yoder, 
brings the total purchase price 
within state or federal loan re- 
quirements. 

CAC 1s a natural to organize 
this type of program, says 
Yoder, because it has the staff 
to provide technical assistance 
to the non-profit organization, 
called a local housing develop- 
ment corporation, and the pros- 
pective home buyer. 

Yoder knows his concept will 
work because it worked in three 
counties in southern Maryland 
where he worked before coming 
to Garrett County. 

Some who have heard his idea 
do not believe it to be needed in 
the county, saying no one seenis 
tu be pitching tents 

Yet. there ure overcrowded 
homes and substandard homes 
here. 

A Garrett County housing 
study, conducted in 1976, pre- 
sented several statistics to 
depict the county housing situ- 
ation. 

The 1970 census showed there 
were 2,000 less available units 
than famhes in the county. Of 
the existing year-round housing 
units, 38 percent were sub- 
standard. The rate of vacant 
units was 2.2 percent when the 
national standard was 3.9 per- 
cent. Of the existuig house- 
holds. one-fourth were in need 
of housing assistance, piar- 
ticularly those inhabited by the 
elderly and female-headed 
families. 

Diana 
housing 


Wawzinski. county 
coordinator whose 
office is working with CAC to 
organize the program, notes 
that even though there is a 
definite need for decent housing 
affordable to low to moderate 
Income fanules private con- 
tractors have not been attract- 
ed to this kind of market 

She noted the main reasun ts 
that it is not profitable for con- 
tractors, especially since they 


could not develop sites and sell 
homes at a rate low enough for 
prospective home owners to 
qualify fur a state or federal 
loan. 

The CAC and county housing 
office are in the initial stages in 
developing the program. 

To date. Yoder and 
Wawaziiski have a site mn the 
county under option and are in- 
vestizating loan possibilities for 
the purchase and development 
of the land 

They also have received a 
loan to finance a study on the 
feasibility of developing the 
potential site. They have con- 
tracted the engineering finn 
Patton, Harris, Rust & Guy of 
Rockville tv conduct the study 

Yoder and Wewzinski have 
discussed the program with the 
Garrett County conunissioners 
and the planning commission, 
but although both groups were 
interested in the concept, 
neither has formally endorsed 
it.

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Commissioner Gregg Responds To 


Commissioner Tlanter’s Comments 


County Commissioner Friue 
Gregg this week released a 
statement to The Republican in 
response to Commissioner Les 
Hunter's statement which 
appeared in last week's edition. 
Hunter had responded to an 
editorial whuch appeared in the 
June 10 issue suggesting in part 
that the commissioners may 
have been guilty of carelessness 
as one reason for the county's 
financial probems. Hunter stat- 
ed in his response that careless- 
ness was not the case and that 
he believed much of the 
probleins were a result of 
actions taken by Commissioner 
Gregg and Del. DeCorsey 
Bolden. 

Gregg stated that he felt he 
had won the electiun for county 
cummissioner because ‘the 
public rejected the policies of 
the previous adnunistration.” 
He said he believed the county 
wanted a change and that he 
and the other two new com- 
missioners would institute that 
change 

“Shortly after our victory,” 
he said, *] was made painfully 
a vare that these changes were 
no‘ to be. Beginning with the re- 
employment of the county 
clerk, time and again I was 
voted down two to one on each 
proposal. At the end of our first 
six monihs in office, the only 
thing that had changed were the 
names of the commissioners. 

“Foolishly, I made an effort 
to ‘go alony to get along’, with 
the exception of my joining the 
suit against the Commissioners 
Office for violation of the Con- 
stant Yield Tax Law 

“But, Mr. Hunter's ‘letter to 
the news media’ releases me 
from any further effort toward 
equanimity! 

In his letter, Mr Hunter 
says, ‘This is the same gentle- 
man (Delegate DeCorsey 
Bolden) who brought suit 
against the County Com- 
hussioners on @ technical vie 
lation in the Constant Yield Law 
and cost the county § 706,000 in 
revenue. Garrett County has 
not recovered from this yet’ 


“Well, Mr. Hunter, we were 
in Violation of the Jaw! The local 
court told us that. But instead of 
accepting that decision and re- 
drawing a budget usiny the low- 
er rate, you insisted on filing a 
costly appeal that drayzged out a 
ruling until the following 
spring. Not only did you lose the 
appeal, but we, the com- 
missioners continued to spend 
money without ever setting a 
budget for fiscal year 1979-80 
That’s what cost the county 
$ 706,000, and that is why I, as 
a commissioner, had to support 
tax rate of $ 3.31 the next year. 

“Now, ubout this year’s 
budget. You complain that 
‘some clarification of House Bill 
1213 would help and some study 
on the fiscal impact on local 
government.’ If, as vou state, 
you need some clarification, 
then how could you send a letter 
to Annapolis endorsing the bill? 
I adinit, I did not understand 
that any property used in sur- 
face nuning was not subject to 
taxation even though it was to 
be included in the Assessuble 
Base of the county.

application is due by July 10, 
Wagoner emphasized the neces- 
sity of immediately obtaining 
appraisals for the property so 
that AAA can proceed with the 
grant application.

With Passing Of State Laws 


by Kathy Railey 

The snowmobile issue in Gar- 
rett County has come alive 
again, even with summer upon 
us, due to the passing of two 
legislative bills this year which 
will affect this area's winter 
sport. The snowmobile 
problems in Garrett County 
arose a few years ago when the 
county experienced an influx of 
out-of-county snowmobilers 
during one winter season. It 
appears the problems have not 
yet been resolved. 

Senate Bill 1085, introduced 
by Senator Edward J. Mason 
(R-Allegany-Garrett), was 
enacted into law, designating 
snowmobiles as ‘‘off-road 
vehicles” subject to certain

operating restrictions. The 
passing of this legislation has 
caused concern among snow- 
mobilers and private land- 
owners, who have been on op- 
posite sides of the fence in 
respect to the winter sport for 
the past few years. The other 
bill passed is House Bill 1277, 
introduced by Delegate 
DeCorsey Bolden (R-Allegany- 
Garrett), which is for the 
purpose of permitting snow- 
mobiles to be operated on 
certain portions of Maryland's 
highways under certain 
circumstances, to be desig- 
nated by local authorities. 
Registration is not required for 
snowmobile travel on certain 
designated roads, according to 
this law 

The designation of snow- 
mobiles as “off-road vehicles” 
is an act which was opposed by 
a task force to study snow- 
inobiling in Garrett and Alle- 
gany counties. The task force 
was appointed by Mason, 
Bolden and H. Lester Hunter, 
Garrett County Commissioner, 
to study problems of snow- 
mobiling and to make recom- 
mendations and suggestions to 
deal with those problems. Local 
snowmobile clubs, the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 
private landowners and area 
businessmen were represented 
on the eight-man committee. 

Gene Smith, chairman of the 
committee and president of the 
Deep Creek Lake Snowdrifters, 
Inc., stated that snowmobilers 
“are asking for equal rights” 
and ‘'we feel we should have our 
own set of laws.” He stated that 
he feels “ORV regulations are 
unfair to snowmobilers, and 
many things in ORV laws don’t 
pertain to snowmobiles." Smith 
added that the issue of having 
snowmobiles designated as off- 
road vehicles was put to a vote 
within the task force, with 
seven votes against and one 
vote for. 

John Reckner, of the Garrett 
County Soil Conservation 
District, who represented 
private landowners on the task 
force, stated that he feels the 
“request for written permission 
(to ride on private property) is 
probably good,” but he said he 
feels the exemption which al- 
lows off-road vehicles to travel 
on private driveways should 
have been deleted. The law 
reads, “no person may operate 
or use an off-road vehicle on 
private property. except when 
traveling on clearly designated 
private driveways, without 
written pernussion of the owner 
or tenant of the property.” 
Convicted violators of this law 
are ‘guilty of a misdemeanor 
and subject to a fine of no more 
than $250."

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Reckner stated that he ap- 
proached the Garrett County 
and Maryland State Farm 
Bureaus and the Garrett 
County and Maryland State Soil 
Conservation Districts, which 
all took action in support of 
designating snowmobiles as off- 
road vehicles. He added that the 
appointed task force was 
charged with having a report 
prepared and back to the 
legislators by a certain date. 
This was not done by the ap- 
pointed date and the task force 
apparently met sparsely during 
the planning period. The sup- 
port of SB 1085 was forwarded 
to Annapolis prior to the release 
of the task force report, 
Reckner stated. He added that 
many area landowners had 
expressed support for the ORV 
designation, and that, when 
ORV laws originated, snow- 
mobiles were included as off- 
road veliicles. They were later 
deleted from those laws. 

Reckner said he has no 
problem with separate 
legislation for snowmobiles, 
however he said he wonders 
how that legislation would be 
enforced. Regarding travel on 
private driveways, Reckner 
stated that it “would be much 
simpler for the individual to 
post his driveway.” Reckner 
also said he feels ‘*snow- 
mobilers should obtain per- 
mission to ride on private land 
prior to the snow season, not 
after.” Reckner added that 
better representation could 
have been brought to the task 
force, as the majority of its 
members were ‘snowmobile 
enthusiasts.” 

The issues addressed by the 
task force included proposed 
registration of snowmobiles for 
easy identification, the possi- 
bility of crossing state and 
county highways at a 90-degree 
angle and the marking of 
designated crossings, snow- 
mobile inspection and safety, 
lability protection for property 
owners, problems with tres- 
passing, snowmobile exemption 
from off-road vehicle laws, and 
granting authority to county 
commissioners to designate 
certain county roads for snow- 
mobile use to connect parts of 
an expanded trail system. The 
committee supported regis- 
tration and marking of snow- 
mobiles through the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, 
with a portion of the fee going to 
DNR for use in improving the 
sport of snowmobiling. Since 
snowmobiles are now included 
in off-road vehicle laws, the 
problem of riding on private 
property will have to be 
addressed by the obtaining of 
written permission. 

A group of affected individ- 
uals met Friday with members 
of the Department of Natural 
Resources to examine revisions 
concerning off-road vehicles. 
According to Jim Wilburn, 
Assistant Park superintendant, 
Deep Creek Lake State Park, 
the preliminary meeting was 
called to work up revision of 
laws not adaptable to snow- 
mobiles or those which do not 
necessarily pertain to them. 
The meeting was attended by 
Robert Konkel, Supervisor of 
Law Enforcement, DNR, Mary- 
land Forest and Park Services; 
Wilburn, Mike Gregory, Forest 
Naturalist with the Maryland 
Forest Services; area 
snowmobile dealers, including 
a representative from Bill's 
Marine, Bowman's Equipment 
and Cecil Jackson; Gene Smith. 
president of Deep Creek Lake 
Snowdrifters, Inc., Garrett 
County, and the president of the 
Appalachian Snow Seekers, 
Allegany County. Wilburn 
stated that there will be addi- 
tional meetings in the future 
regarding ORV regulations 
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with respect to snowmobiles. 


Copies of ORV regulations, 
which currently deal with regis- 
tration and licensing require- 
ments, areas of operation, 
vehicle standards, operating 
regulations on department 
lands, noise level limits, 
enforcement and other items 
are available at area state 
parks. As noted previously, 
some of the laws do not nec es- 
sarily pertain to snowmobiles, 
including licensing and 
registration. Wilburn stated 
that any revisions in the laws 
will have to come before public 
hearing, and he added that ORV 
regulations pertain only to DNR 
property. 

Barbara Wilkins, Ad- 
ministrative Assistant to the 
Senate Minority, stated yester- 
day that snowmobilers express- 
ed concern last year in regard 
to their coming under Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicle regu- 
lations, should snowmobiles be 
declared as off-road vehicles. 
Ms. Wilkins emphasized the 
fact that this legislation was 
passed “purely to require per- 
mission to travel on private 
lands,” and that snowmobiles 
will not come under DMV regu- 
lations concerning registration 
and licensing.

Interferon Tests Can Be Given 
To Permit Cancer Research 


BALTIMORE i(UPI) — A 
National Cancer Institute re- 
search team has found that 
synthetic interferon can be 
safely administered in massive 
doses, a finding that will allow 
scientists to determuie whether 
the drug is a viable anti-cancer 
tpeatment, the head of the team 
said Tuesday. 

Dr. Richard D. Leavitt, 
principal investigator of the 
testing at NCI’s Baltimore 
Cancer Research Institute, said 
the development paves the way 
for broadened testing of syn- 
thetic interferon. 

“What it means is that we 
can now proceed to the key 
question of whether it (inter- 
feron) can be an_ effective 
treatment,” he said. “Now that 
we've cleared this hurdle, we 
can go ahead and find out 
whether it has a beneficial 
effect on the disease.” 

The man-made substance, a 
pure form of interferon, was 
developed through genetic engi- 
neering processes conducted by 
Hoffman-LaRouche Co., one of 
5he nation's largest phar- 
maceutical firms. 

Previous forms of interferon 
were produced from human 
white blood cells and were 
much less concentrated, Leavitt 
said. 


MCEA Will Consider 
Alternative Plan 
To Avoid Layoffs 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — The 
Maryland Classified Employees 
Assoviation said Tuesday it is 
considering backing a plan to 
shut down state services during 
non-peak hours as an alterna- 
tive to layoffs of state 
employees.

Hughes Elected 
Chairman Of 


Education Board 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Gov. 
Harry Hughes was elected 
chairman Tuesday of the 
Southern Regional Education 
Board, an information and 
research arm serving the 14 
states in the Southern Gover- 
nor’s Conference. 

Hughes, the first Maryland 
governor ever elected to head 
the board that was founded in 
1948, received the honor during 
a two-day meeting of the board 
in Boca Raton, Fla. 

Hughes’ office said the 
principal function of the board 


Leavitt said he has talked 
with researchers at other 
locations in the United States 
that are testing synthetic 
interferon and said they are 
reporting sunilar results. 
The Baltimore study is using 
the most intensive schedule of 
administering the drug, howe- 
ver, he said. 

While previous studies of 
synthetic interferon revealed 
only that the drug could be 
administered safely in suigle 
dnses, the average patient in 
the Baltimore test group starts 
out receiving two injections 
daily for a month and the 
dosage 1s gradually increased 
until it reaches the toxic level. 
The Baltimore study is 
testing the drug's safety on 20 
patients with a variety of 
cancers, ranging from common 
types affecting the lungs or 
breasts to rare forms such as 
synobial sarcoma. 

Leavitt said the side effects 
of the drug on the group have 
been “less severe” than those 
associated with traditional 
chemotherapy. 

In the past. with traditional 
chemotherapy, the most effec- 
tive dose has usually been the 
maximum dose the patient can 
safely tolerate,” he said. “That 
need not be true with a drug 
hike interferon.” 


“The (board) studies and

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Tough Drunk Driving Penalty, Credit, 
Among New Laws Signed By Hughes 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — 
Drunks detter watch out, 
elderly apartment dwellers can 
live in peace, credit card 
customers may avoid a new 
charge and unemployment 
recipients will get a raise — all 
under new laws that go into 
effect Wednesday. 

Most 3of the more than 900 
bills passed by the 1981 General 
Assembly and signed into law 
by Gov. Harry Hughes become 
effective July 1 and, as usual, 
will affect nearly every aspect 
of life in Maryland. 

For motorists who insist on 
drinking and driving, a series 
of tough new laws will make it 


harder for them by making tt 
easier for Maryland police to 
arrest them and te t them for 
alcohol consumption. 

Under another new law, 
elderly and handicapped apart- 
ment dwellers will receive 
increased protection from 
having their apartments con- 
verted into condominiums they 
cannot afford or do not wish to 
buy. 

Credit card customers, who 
in other states are being socked 
with annual fees of $15 to $20, 
will not have to pay such fees 
in Maryland because of a new 
law that prohibits banks from 
assessing such fees. 


Court Says 0.K. To Ward’s Appeal 
To Permit Gas Sales In Maryland 


ANNAPOLIS (UPI) — Mary- 
Jand's highest court cleared the 
way Tuesday for the Montgom- 
ery Ward Co. to continue to sell 
gasoline at its Maryland stores 
despite a lower court ruling 
that had nullified a special 
exemption for the department 
store. 

The unanimous Court of 
Appeals’ ruling also once again 
reaffirmed the constitutionality 
of Maryland's often challenged 
#as station divestiture law, 
which prohibits o1! companies 
from directly running the 
service stations they own in the 
state. 

The ruling may #!so mean 
that 28 gas stations owned and 
operated by the Cities Service 
Co., and possibly another seven 
owned and operated by Amara- 
da Hess, will finally either have 
to be converted to lease 
arrangements or be closed, 
consistent with the divestiture 
law. 

The two oil companies had 
been temporarily exempted by 
court restraining orders and 
Marvin Bond, a spokesman for 
Comptroller Louis 1. Goldstein, 
said, “We're getting in touch 
with their lawyers this after- 
noon.”’ 

The 1974 divestiture law was 
aimed at oil companies that 
had helped supply their own 
stations with gas durmg the 
shortages of 1972-73 to the 
detriment of independently run 
Stations. Montgomery Ward 
became involved because it 1s a 
wholly owned subsidiary of the 
Mobil Oil Corp. 

After the Supreme Court 
upheld the law as constitutional 
in July 1978 and just before it 
went into effect a year later, 
the 1979 General Assembly 
decided to enact amendments 
exempting both Montgomery 
Ward and Southern States, the 
agricultural cooperative, saying 
the gas operations of the two 
concerns were never intended 
to be covered by the law. 
Cities Service Co. challenged 
the exemptions as unconstitu- 
tional, and a court in Baltimore 
in 1979 agreed, threw them out, 
but upheld the rest of the 
divestiture law. Cities Service 
and other parties in the dispute 
appealed. 

In the meantime, the 1980 
General Assembly enacted a 
new amendment that took care 
of the constitutional problems 
with the Southern States 
exemption, but the Montgomery 
Ward exemption was _ still 
contested.

The high court decided 
Tuesday the Montgomery Ward 
exemption was, in fact, uncon- 
shitutional because it applied 
only to Montgomery Ward even 
though the company was never 
mentioned by name in the 
exemption. 

But in an opinion written by 
Associate Judge John C. 
Eldridge, the court said what 
made the exemption unconstitu- 
tional was the inclusion of a 
January 1, 1979 “grandfather” 
date that made it impossible 
for any other mass merchandis- 
er - such us Sears, Roebuck 
and Co. — to ever qualify for 
the exemption, even if such a 
company became the subsidi- 
ary of an oil company. 

Eldridge’s opinion said the 
problem could be resolved by 
simply ordermg the lower court 
to rule the portion of the law 
referring to the January 1979 
date as unconstitutional, leav- 
ing the rest of the exemption 
intact 


Labor Officials Issue 


New Safety Guides 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — Em- 
ployers who hire people to work 
in confined areas such as grain 
bins or sewer lines will have to 
take extra precautions starting 
July 1. 

Harvey Epstem, conunission- 
er of labor and industry, said 
the two new provisions added to 
the Maryland Occupational and 
Safety Law “protect the safety 
and health of employees who 
would not be familiar with the 
hazards of performing work in 
confined areas.” 

Epstein said the legislation is 
designed to lessen the chance of 
accidents in confined spaces.

Unemployment recipients, 
who have been receiving a 
maximum of $120 per month in 
benefits, will see the maximum 
benefits increase to $140. 

Broadcast reporters who 
cover trials might as well leave 
their tape recorders and 
cameras at home because of 
another new law that prohibits 
such. devices in Maryland 
courtrooms during criminal 
trials. That law actually went 
into effect June 1. 

Drivers can expect several 
changes in Motor Vehicle 
Administration fees. Duplicate 
registration cards or validation 
stickers will cost $2 instead of 
$1, and a learner's permit will 
cost $20 instead of $15, an 
increase designed to make the 
state’s driver education pro- 
gram self-sufficient. 

In an attempt to prevent 
secondhand dealers in precious 
metals from being a conduit for 
stolen merchandise, the dealers 
will, for the first time, become 
subject to a new statewide law 
that will require them to keep 
certain detailed records of their 
transactions. The law will also 
require such dealers to hold 
items they have purchased for 
a specified amount of time 
before melting them down or 
otherwise disposing of them. 

Elderly and disabled renters 
will also have a better chance 
to recoup some of their rent 
payments under a modification 
in the state’s Elderly and 
Disabled Renters Tax Relief 
Proxram. 

The change permits renters 
who qualify for the program to 
receive credit for 15 percent of 
their rent, instead of 10 
percent, as money assumed to 
vo toward paying real property 
taxes. 

Homeowners or businessmen 
interested in installing energy 
conservation apparatus will be 
able to obtain more financial 
assistance through the Mary- 
land Energy Financmy Ad- 
ministration, which will be 
created as the result of another 
new law. 

In an energy-related field, a 
separate new law permits 
Maryland to enter into com- 
pacts with other states for the 
disposal of low-level nuclear 
waste by amending state law to 
allow disposal of such waste 
within the state. 

Also on July 1, Marylund’s 
Jast-in-the-country Motion Pic- 
ture Board of Censors goes out 
of existence — not because of a 
new law, but because no law 
was passed to extend the 69- 
year-old board's life beyond 
June 30.

Most of us remember only the 
second address in which he sets 
torth lor them once again the 
Ten Commandments, But in or- 
der to rightly understand the 
Ten Commandments and all the 
rules and regulations that fol- 
low, we must see them in the 
contest. oF the Hirst: address in 
which he gives them the reason 
WHY behind the WHAT of the 
commandments, lnettect Mos- 
es is explaimng why they should 
obey the commandments wiiich 
he brings to them. 

We cin see this WHY even in 
the statement which introduces 
the lirst commandment: Tam 
the Lord your God, who brought 
you out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage” 
(Deut. §:6). Thus, before he 
commands them to "have no 
other gods before me,”* he tells 
them the reason, Which is: what 
he has done for them again 
and again throughout their his- 
lors. Actnally, the whole first 
address of Moses which consti- 
tutes the first lour chapters of 
Deuteronomy (throngh 4:40) is 
a detailed recitation of all the 
things God has done for them, 
It is only in the context of what 
he has done, theretore, that he 
asks them to do certain things, 
Thal It May Go Well 

Tvcn so, God days down the 
commandments, not as payment 
tor what he has done, but for 
the sake of the peopre. Pach one 
of the commandments repre- 
sents, not an arbitrary whim of 
a capricious Giod, but behaviour 
that inthe long run will provide 
lor the weitie OF the people in 
general, and each person in par- 
ticular. The commandments of 
God, like everything else in this 
world, are intended, not for the 
satistagtion of the Creator, but 
the wellare of his Creation.

It took less than a second 
to change mv hfe.” says Jach 
Wills of the vecident that par- 
alyzed fim shortly before his 
planned marriage 

That time ol trial for him 
and Mary, then his fiancee is 
the subject of “Some Kind of 
Miracle. a dramatic motion 
meture for television starring 
Duvid Dukes and Andrea 
Marcovices, to be rebroadcast 
Tuesday, July 7 on CBS 

The moving drama begins 
with the dey when Jow, (the 
fictional Jack Wallis) while 
surfing at a Calitornia beach 
with his fiancee. is caught: by 
gu wave and slammed down 
hard on the sand. Injury to his 
spinal cord leaves him unable 
to move from the chest down 

The test of their love begins 
as doctors assess the extent ot 
the damage and does chances 
of recovery There are hard 
questions to answer as to their 
personal relationship when 
they realize he may never 
walk again However, at a 
rehahilitation hospital, other 
patients help the couple in 
their determination to fight 
for what us still a good life 
together. 

Mary and Jack Willis wrote 
the script for the film. which 
dramatizes their own real 
story.

Is Explained 


Many people think of ‘‘dis- 
ability’? and ‘*physical dis- 
ability’ as synonymous terms, 
Valerie J. Loughran, District 
Manaver of social security in 
Cumberland said recently. Yet, 
mental retardation can also 
constitute a disability, a fact 
recognized by the supplemental 
security income (SSI) program. 
Under SSI, a mentally retarded 
person, regaidless of how 
young he or she may be, may be 
elivible for monthly cash pay- 
ments. 

The SSI definition of dis- 
ability based on mental re- 
tardation is different for 
children and adults. A child 
under 18 years of aye, or under 
21 if in school, is considered dis- 
abled if his or her 1.Q. is 59 or 
less; or 60 through 69 if there is 
marked dependence on others 
for meeting the individual's 
basic personal needs and the 
person has a physical or other 
mental impairment that 
restricts function and develop- 
ment; or if the individual has 
developed at a pace considered 
no greater than what would be 
expected of someone half the 
applicant's aye. 

On the other hand, an adult is 
considered disabled if his or her 
1.Q. 1s 49 or less; or 50 through 
69 if the individual is unable to 
perform routine, repevitive 
tasks and has a physical or 
other mental impuirment that 
restricts function; or if there Is 
severe mental and social in- 
capacity that creates a marked 
dependence on others for mect- 
ing personal needs. 

The law also differentiates 
between children and adults in 
the way financial eligibility is 
deternuned. If a retarded child 
under 18 years of age lives at 
home, a portion of the parents’ 
income and assets is considered 
to be the child's. However, the 
parents are permitted 
allowances for work and living 
expenses, as well as for the 
support of anv other ctuldren 
living at home. in the case of a 
retarded adult, however, only 
his or her income and assets 
and the income and assets of a 
spouse, if any, are considered in 
deternuning ehyibility for SSI 
payments. 

In peneral, people who live in 
public institutions are not 
eligible for SSI. However, those 
who live in publicly operated 
community residences serving 
no more than 16 people may 
qualify for payments. In 
addition, if the state's Medicaid 
program pays more than half 
the cost of an individual's care 
in an institution, he or she may 
be eligible for a payment of up 
to $25 a month. This payment is 
for individual's personal use 
and may not be used by the 1n- 
stitution to cover the cost of 
care. 

If it appears that a retarded 
person who is living in a public 
institution would be able to live 
in the community if he or she 
had a continuing source of 
income, an application for SSI 
payments could be processed 


even before the person is dis- 
charged from the facility. Some 
public institutions have a policy 
of notifying social security in 
such cases; if the institution 
does not have such an arrange- 
ment, someone can apply on be- 
half of the retarded person 
when it appears that he or she is 
prepared to leave the facility. 

Persons seeking additional 
information may telephone the 
Cumberland social security 
office, 724-0970, for free infor- 
mation and pamphlets. The 
office is located at 316 Paca 
Street and is open Monday 
through Friday, except national 
holidays, from 8:45 a.m. to 4:30 
p.m.

New Velricle Laws 


Siened by Tughes 


“If you drive a car or truck, if 
you're a farmer or a sport 
fisherman, new laws going into 
effect Wednesday, July 1, 1981. 
will have an effect on you.” 
Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein advises. 

Among the new laws enacted 
by the 1981 session of the 
General Assembly and signed 
by Governor Hughes is an tn- 
crease in the sales and use tax 
to 8%, on the rental of passsen- 
ger cars for less than 180 days 
where a driver ts not provided 
and where the vehicle will not 
be used to transport cither 


passenyers or property for hire. 
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The tax had previously been 
ow. 

The motor fuel tax on pasvhol 
will increase to 9¢ per gallon on 
July 1st, up from its previous 8, 
per gallon level. In addition, 
small volume service stations, 
those selling less than 126,000 
gallons of fuel per year, will be 
allowed to continue to display 
prices per half-pallon. Most 
stations are now required to 
show the price per whole unit of 
measure on the face of the 
pump. 

Motor carriers will have to 
pay $3 per vehicle to rezister for 
their annual decals, up from the 
former $1 fee. Flat fleet regis- 
tration fees will no longer be 
permitted, Goldstein continued. 

Farmers hauling less than 300 
gallons of motor fuel for use in 
farming will no longer be 
required to register their 
vehicles as petroleum trans- 
porters. 

Charter fishing boats will no 
longer be required to collect ad- 
mussions or amusement taxes 
us part of their fees. 

The period of abandomnent 
on all unclaimed property 
except traveler's checks has 
been reduced to five years. 
Previously, property such as 
wages, bank accounts, security 
deposits, insurance proceeds 
and other items could remain 
unclaimed for periods ranging 
from seven to 15 years before 
being reported to the state. The 
law does not apply to real 
property. 

State income tax law will pro- 
vide a tax break for businesses 
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which locate in areas designat- 
ed us urban enterprise zones 
and another break for in- 
dividuals who use their 
personal vehicles to provide 
assistance to handicapped 
students in the state's 


community colleges. The tax 
break does not apply to trans- 
portation assistance and 1s for 
calendar year 1981 only.

State Police in Maryland 
have been waiting for July 1 for 
some special help in their cam- 
paign to remove drunk drivers 
from the state's hiphways. 

This help comes in the form of 
the tightening of Maryland's 
drunk driving laws. A package 
of six new laws, which was 
developed by the Governor's 
Task Force on the Drinking 
Driver, was passed by the last 
session of the General 
Assembly and was signed into 
law by Governor Harry Hughes 
effective July 1, 1981. 

According to State Police 
Superintendent Colonel Thomas 
S. Smith, “The new laws pri- 
marily give police officers more 
tools to better deal with the 
drunk drivers.” 

One law allows police to con- 
duct a roadside preliminary 
breath test of persons suspected 
of driving drunk. This pre- 
arrest screening device can be 
used to help determine if the 
driver should be arrested 

Another law mandates a 
minimum license suspension of 
two months for a driver who 
refuses to take an evidentiary 
cheiucal test for alcohol once 
he has been charged by a police 
officer with driving under the 
influence. However. the new 
law now provides for up to six- 
month maximum suspension. 

Maryland had the highest test 
refusal rate in the nation 
Statistics show that 38 percent 
of the drunk drivers arrested 
last year refused to take the 
test and were only given an 
average of 12 days license sus 
pension by Motor Vehicle Ad- 
ministration hearing officers 

Police officials believe this 
new law, by doing away with 
token license suspensions by 
MV A, will result in a dramatic 
lowering of test refusals. 

Another new law authorizes 
the arresting police officer to 
determine the type of test to be 
administered when a motorist 
inititally selected one test but 
later decides to change to 
another test which 1s unavail- 
able within specified time 
limits 

Professional drivers will no 
longer be able to pet an ex- 
tension of points in licensing 
actions where the subsequent 
points result from an alcohol 
conviction. The previous law 
allowed certain professional 
drivers to accumulate 16 points 
before license suspension, even 
if they had an aicohol con- 
viction.

Driving under the influence 
has been lowered from .10 per- 
cent BAC to .08 percent BAC 
and driving while intoxicated 
has been lewered from .15 per- 
cent BAC to 13 percent BAC. 

Experts agree that even 
small amounts of alcohol can 
impair driving ability. In- 
creased consumption of alcohol 
by drivers causes a progressive 
deterioration of driving per- 
formance and greatly increases 
the likelihood of their being in- 
volved in a traffic accident. 

Alcohol is absorbed into the 
bloodstream through the walls 
of the stomach and small in- 
testine.

When people cal! the 
Consumer Protection Division 
of the Attorney General's 
Office, the thing they complain 
about most are auto repairs 

Last year, 1,331 complaints 
were lodged against automobile 
repair facilities. Another 1,153 
complaints were received on 
cases involving new car sales, 
making gripes about the auto- 
motive industry far and away 
the champion beef of 
consumers. 

And no wonder. Next to a 
house, an automobile 1s the 
largest purchase most people 
ever make. The Federal 
government estimates that a 
typical standard size American 
car will cost the consumer 
$25.00 to buy, run, repair and 
insure over the next ten vears. 
That includes operating costs 
such as gasoline, oil, tires, 
parking. tolls, taxes and 
unscheduled repairs, as well as 
costs you encounter even If you 
don't drive your car at all, like 
insurance, finance charges, 
registration and titling fees. 
scheduled maintenance and 
depreciation. 

So it's not surprising that con- 
sumers feel an extra measure 
of indignation if thes think 
they've been ripped off by auto 
repair people. 

There's a law in Maryland de- 
signed to protect consumers 
against shady practices in the 
auto repair business. It contains 
some important rights. If your 
repair bill will be over $29, the 
repair shop's invoice must state 
in writing that: 

1. You have the right to ask 
for a written estimate (for 
which you may be charged a 
reasonable fee); 

2. You may not be charged 
more than 10% over the amount 
of the written estimate without 
your consent, 

3. You can't be charged for 
repairs you didn't originally 
authorize unless you are asked 
about them beforehand and 
give your consent: 

4. The repair facility must 
offer to return any replaced 
parts unless they have to be 
sent hack to the manufacturer 
under a warranty agreement 

Last spring, the Consumer 
Protection Division conducted 
public hearings in Baltimore on 
auto repair facilities in the 
metropolitan area. We dis- 
covered that a number of repair 
shops were not complying with 
the law requiring them to print 
the consumer rights on their in- 
voices. They were brought into 
compliance with the law. and 
many of them also agreed to 
submit to binding arbitration all 
complaints made by individual 
customers in the future. 

While the Automotive Repair 
Facilities Act is designed to pre 
tect you, it does require a little 
exercise of self-preservation on

School System 


Richard N. (Dick) Travis, 
who spent 32 years of his life in 
public education worked nis last 
day as supervisor of health. 
physical education and 
athletics yesterday for the 
Garrett County Board of FEdu- 
cation. 

Travis retired from the 
county school system two years 
before he planned, because his 
position was abolished by the 
schoul board as part of its 
budget cutting measures 

The school board did not fire 
Travis, but gave him the option 
of returning to the classroom as 
a teacher. 

Travis decided to retire be- 
cause he would receive more 
money under the state’s retire 
ment plan for teachers than on 
a county teacher's salary. He 
pointed out that if he had be 
come a teacher. his social 
security benefits could have 
been reduced. 

‘l am bitter,” Travis said 
about the turn of events. He was 
appointed to the supervisory 
position nine years ago after 
serving 12 years as athletic 
director at Southern High 
School. 

During Travis's time at 
southern, he started wrestling 
and junior high football pro- 
grams and expanded the 
basketball program to include 
seventh grade and junior high 
teams. 

Also, while he was at 
Southern the football field was 
lighted and fenced, seating 
capacity was increaed from 400 
to 2,000. a pressbox was con- 
structed and a digital score-

A modern scoreboard was 
purchased for haskethall, home 
wuimes were videotaped for the 
henefit of the coaching staff and 
glass backboards replaced the 
old metal boards. 

Travis left Potomac State 
College to enter military 
Service during World War II.

Conimerctal red meat pro 
duction for May in Maryland 
and Delaware totaled 94 
million pounds, announced the 
Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service. Production

Cattle slaughter in Mav total- 
ed 4,000 head compared with

Total 
liveweight, at 5.14 million

Wheat Exports Hit 
All-Time Hlieh 


Wheat exports between Janu- 
ary and March totaled 400 
million bushels — an all-time 
high for that period, according 
to a report from the US. 
Department of Agriculture. 
Early season projections that 
1980/81 wheat exports could 
reach a record 15 billion 
bushels appears to be firnung 
up. USDA officials say this 
means that wheat trade has in- 
creased each year since 
1976/77, with the last two 
seasons reaching record size. 

The wheat marketing year is 
winding down with record highs 
for production, supply, total dis- 
appearance and exports. Based 
on May conditions, winter 
wheat production is forecast to 
be the first 2-billion-bushel crop 
in history. This record crop 
mainly reflects growers plant- 
ing the largest area ever to 
winter wheat — 63.9 million 
acres. “Maryland's share of 
this total is 129,99 acres,” 
according to Stuart C. Peterson, 
Acting Chairperson of the 
Maryland State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Committee. 

Increased precipitation in the 
last few months has brightened 
prospects for the total 1981 
wheat crop. Because of the 
record seeded area of 87 million 
acres, total 1981 production 
could reach 2.7 billion bushels, 
up nearly 15 percent from last 
year's 2.4 billion. 

Wheat stocks gomy into the 
181/82 crop year total %4 
milion bushels. As a result, the 
total wheat supply could be 
another record high, topping 3 
billion bushels for the third time 
in the last 4 years. According to 
the report, the Commodity 
Credit Corporation now owns 
192 million bushels of wheat. Of 
this, 147 million bushels are ear- 
marked for the Food Security 
Reserve. Since January, 
farmers have placed over 130 
mullion bushels of wheat in the 
#rain reserve, bringing the total 
to about 360 million in early 
May. 

The season's farm price for 
wheat will average around $4.00 
per bushel, compared with $3.78 
a year ayo. As the new harvest 
develops, the leading question 
concerns the level of farm 


~ wa 
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prices. The ending of the grain 
embargo could encourage pro 
ducers to hold wheat in antict- 
pation of USSR purchases. If 
this marketing strategy 
develops, it could he another 
price strengthening factor. 


Corn, Soybean, 
Oat Stocks Up; 
Wheat, Barley Down 


Stocks of grain on Maryland 
farms, June 1 were generally 
mixed, announced the Mary- 
land-Delaware Crop Reporting 
Service. Corn, soybeans and vat 
stocks were above year earlier 
levels, but wheat and barley 
stocks were lower than the 
previous year. Rye stocks on 
June 1 remained at 1,000 
bushels 

Corn stocks on Maryland's 
farms totalled 6.91 million 
bushels, 17 percent above year 
earlier levels. Corn stored in 
non-farm facilities amounted to 
14.2 million bushels, 39 percent 
more than the amount stored 
June 1, 1980. Total stocks of 
corn were 21.1 million bushets 

Soybeans on farms accounted 
for 749,000 bushels, a 54 percent 
increase over last year's 
486 000. 

Wheat stocks declined to 
22,000 bushels, the lowest level 
on record. Off-farm stocks of 
wheat were 172,000 bushels 17 
percent under last year’s 
28,00 bushels 

Oats held on farms amcunted 
to 224,000 bushels, a 20 percent 
increase from last year's level 
and 71 percent of all oats stored 
in Marvland. Off-farm storage 
of oats was 92,000 bushiels. the 
lowest level since 1944. and 34 
percent lower than last year 

Barley stocks stored on the 
farm at 146,000 bushels was five 
percent below stocks held last 
vear and at the lowest level 
since 1953. Stocks of barley held 
off farms at 174.000 bushels was 
31 percent more than that held 
last year 

Rye stored on farms was 1,000 
bushels unchanged from 1980 
stocks.

The life-saving crew. which 
reported Stanton’, safe arrival 
at the hospital to the awaiting 
crowd, consisted of Hilda 
Wilburn emergency medical 
technician; Jim Wilbarn.

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State Committee To Reconsider 
Use Of Sludge At Brawal Site 


The State Land Reclamation 
Committee will meet Monday at 
10 ain. at the Bureau of Mine 
Offices, Frostburg. to re- 
consider a proposed amend- 
ment to a reclamation plan by 
Brawal Mining. Ine.. which 
would allow the application of 
city sludge to a strip mine site 
neur Grantsville. 

The Committee rejected the 
amendment at a hearing on 
June 18, but, by iaw, must grant 
the applicant another hearing if 
requested. 

Brawal asked the Commiittee 
to reconsider the project partly 
because the full committee 
membership had not attended 
the earlier hearing, several 
sources reported. 

The conunittee voted five to 
three for the amendment, but 
because of a rule mandating a 
majenty vote of the entire 
13-meniber committee, the 
amendment failed. a vote of 
seven in support would have 
passed the amendment. 

The proposed amendment 


would replace the use of ferti- 
lizer in the reclamation process 
with Baltimore City Sludge, as 
a demonstration project. at the 
application rate of 40 dry tons 
per acre on 20 acres of a strip 
mine site, called the Brawal 
Site. 

The amendment also would 
change the seed mixture and 
the rate of application to be 
more compatible with the 
sludge. 

The Committee scheduled the 
public hearing for July 8 in 
order to allow time to prepare 
for appheation of the sludge be 
fore July 20, the date set by the 
committee as the last day to 
bewin the project, if the com- 
nuttee approves the amend- 
ment. 

Meanwlite, Modern [atthe 
line Compames, a Philadelphia- 
based land reclamation firm 
which would apply the sludge 
and seed mixture, has not yet 
received a permit: from the 
state health department to use 
the sludge.

Bond For Oakland Lumber Company 


The Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners, after a public 
hearing Tuesday. has passed a 
resolution for the issuance of an 
industrial development revenue 
bond on behalf of Wood 
Products, Inc., Oakland. 

The bond. apparently to be 
purchased in total by the First 
National Bank of Oakland, will 
finance a $700,000 expansion tu 
the sawmill operation. 

Issuing the bond through the 
county will not place any 
financial responsibility on the 
county, said Tom Jones, county 
development director. He pott- 
ed out that Wood Products 
backs up the loan with its own 
assets. 

The expansion project. pri- 
Inarily involves the installation 
of an energy efficient rotary 
furnace which will provide 
necessary heat to operate kilns 
to dry wood 

John El, general manager 
for the company, prediets the 
42-foot lon, 10-foot in diameter 
furnace will save $150,000 a 
year In energy costs. 

The company closed down its 
dry kilns two veurs ago due to 
soaring costs of fuel ol, which 
was used to run the kilns. 

Hill explained that the new 
turnace would burn waste wooed 
tsoon to be an obsulete term) 
such as bark, sawdust, and tree 
limbs, and would produce 
enough heat for the kilns, the

It calls for a lot of hard work by 
clearsichted people. Finally, it 
calls for more intensive inter- 
play between parents and the 
school than any other program I 
can think of. 

All these things have come to- 
gether in Marvland because, for 
one thing, we have taken 
seriously our obligation to 
handicapped children. The 
state record is one of the best in 
the nation. While we continue to 
face many problems, several 
important factors support our 
leadership position. An 
example: Maryland is one of 
only five or so states which 
guarantee free and appropriate 
education for the handicapped 
from birth. Most programs be- 
pin at age 3. Maryland's effort 
ls very significant since the 
earlier a handicapping 
condition 1s identifiied, the 
more likely it can be dealt with 
positively.

Representatives of the health 
spa industry have complained 
that the proposed rule is un- 
neressam and overboard, and 
so far it has not been adopted. 
The yovernment’s 213-paze 
report noted that there are, in- 
deed, muiny satisfied customers 
of health spas. despite some of 
the abuses it found in the in- 
dustry. 

As with so many other con- 
sumer mutters, the best way to 
protect yourself ayzainst fraud is 
to use caution and common 
sense. 

Iiven before you begin an 
exercise routine, it would be 
smart to have a complete 
physical exarmunation. Get your 
doctor's advice on what kind of 
exercise programs are good for 
you und what kind are not. 

Once vou get your doctor's 
OK.. you may want to check 
the facilities available at the 
local Y's, community centers or 
community colleges. The Y's in 
particular have many pro- 
rams with trained instructors, 
often offering you the same kind 
of exercise opportunities as a 
health spa but for a lot less 
money and with a lot less 
hassle.

Our handicapped 
population ranges from = very 
mildly handicapped students 
who are appropriately and well 
served in the regular classroom 
to students who are multiply 
and very severely handicapped 
and require twenty-four hour a 
day, seven day a week care. All 
have a right now to a free and 
appropriate educaton. 

Problems with which we con- 
tinue to grapple include our 
effort to make appropriate 
services available to handi- 
capped children as close to their 
homes and families as possible 
and not to have to send them to 
out-of-state facilities. We need 
to continue to improve. 

There are other tasks as well, 
and there are some things we do 


ood and inexpensive ways to 
exercise.

Just how dangerous that at- 
titude is can often be realized 
too late — when the non-work- 
ing wife becomes the non-work- 
ing widow, and when Social 
Security's “perplexities” sud- 
denly become the keys to life’s 
necessities 

What follows. in admittedly 
broadly-brushed strokes, is a 
widow's guide to Social Security 

subject to certain activity in 
Washington, of course 

First of all, be aware of the 
fact that if you are caring fur a 
child who is under 18, or dis- 
abled, you are entitled to a 
widow s benefits regardless. of 
your own age. Furthermore, if 
sour child is unmarried, under 
2. and a full-time student, you 
can also claim survivor's bene- 


PET POINTERS 


a disabled child or one under 18 
in your care. Usually they will 
also stop if you remarry before 
you reach age 60. Benefits to 
your children, however, will 
continue as long as they them- 
selves remain eligible 

Now then, suppose you do not 
have dependent children when 
your husband dies. In such a 
case, you can get widow's bene- 
fits if you are 60 or over. 

The exact amount of your 
monthly payments will depend 
on two things: vour age when 
you start receiving them, and 
the amount your dereased hus- 
band would have been entitled 
to (or was actually getting) at 
the time of his death. 

Considering those two fac- 
tors. your benefits could range 
from 71'z percent of your hus- 
band’s benefit amount if you 
start receiving payments at age 
60, to 100 percent if you do not 
start receiving payments until 
age 69. 

Your age limitation is low- 
ered to 00 if you are disabled — 
but your payments will be low- 
ered as well. 

Here's another point to keep 
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in mind: If you are entitled to 
retirement benefits on the basis 
of your own work record, but 
have received widow's benefits 
bestween 50 and 62, your per- 
sonal retirement benefit at 65 
will be reduced 

In most cases, a woman loses 
the widow's rights based on her 
deceased husband's record if 
she remarries However, if the 
remarriage occurs after her 
sixtieth birthday, she can 
usually continue to receive 
widow s benefits, and without 
any reduction in the amount. 

(If, of course, the new hus- 
hand gets Soctal Security 
checks of lus own, his new wife 
can take a wife's benefit on his 
record if that amount Is greater 
than the amount she has been 
receiving as a widow.) 

As a special case: lf you are 
50 or older, are receiving 
checks because you have young 
children ui your cure, and have 
become disabled, contact your 
Social Security office to see 
whether you may be eligible for 
Medicare. If you have been dis- 
abled for two years or more, 
you may 

In the meantime, it’s a good 
idea to call that office and re- 
quest whatever materials they 
have on Social Security and 
women. Then sit down and do 
some reading, This is one thing 
you should do ‘‘yourself™. Don’t 
leave it to “George.”

Some forty years ago, in an age when printing a newspaper 
required the work of huge, clanking dinosaurs of the mechanical 
age called Linutypes, John O'Hara wrote that “hot lead can be 
almost as effective coming from a Linotype as from the barrel of 
a gun."

A recent editorial in this newspaper became the catalyst for a 
series of charges and counter-charges among several local public 
officials. The following weeks saw the flow of opinion move quite 
far astray from the original thought of the writer. As it looked to 
those commented on, they had become grist for the mill, and they 
responded vigorously. Their weapons— the written word. 

Nothing is more desirable or stimulating than the outpouring 
of public opinion on a controversial issue. Particularly in small 
communities, the views expressed in the ‘letters’ section of the 
local newspaper are often the finest available forum for public 
expression. The ideas found there are not of equal merit. They 
range from the sublime to the ridiculuusly absurd. To be sure. 
some may write with the selfish intent of airing a prudge or 
damaging another person. 

Political and public debate can all too easily focus on the 
personalities involved instead of the issues. When tht happens 
the people who really count, the citizens, suffer the most. 

Must letters to the editor, like an editorial, come from persons 
with an opinion to share. All of us form opinions from many 


personal and shared experiences that shape what we believe to be 
true. The editor of a newspaper or those who write professionally 
may be more adept at expressing themselves, and may be able to 
get information more easily that the average reader. That dues 
not change the bottom line. Opinion 1s personal, analysis often 
biased. and onlv the facts speak fur themselves.

But ears are a source of frequent 
trouble for these pets. and tt is important tu take special care 
while gruonung to keep their ears as clean as possible. 

Dog and cat ears are very sensitive: in fact, many pets resist 
having their ears touched at all. Normally, however, if you speak 
ina calm reassuring Voice, your pet will accept ear cleaning as 
part of its normal groumuiny routine. 

Never poke or probe at your pet’s ears, and never wash the 
ears gut with soap and water Instead. apply a smal! amount of 
baby oil or peroxide on cotton and wipe only as far 4s you can 
without stretching the tissue. |ong-haired and floppy-eared dogs 
will need more attention more frequently. because there 1s little 
air circulating in their ears. 

If the surface of your pet’s ears appears dry, you might wipe 
it gently with a muld vintment to lubricate slightly. If the surface 
seems too moist. a dusting with boric acid powder nught be 
helpful But you should go no further. If ether condition persists. 
further treatment is a matter for your veterinarian. 

If you suspect that your pet has any kind of ear trouble, the best 
thing to do ts leave the ear alone and call your veterinarian, Many 
overanxious owners probe too far into their pet's ears and may 
permanently damage the ear canal 

Some of the more obvious symptoms that indicate infection 
black caking around the canal just inside the ear: frequent 
shaking of the head and pawing at the ear: holding the head at 4

Pamela Harden, a imulti- 
talented actress. singer and 
dancer from Chicago, Hl., and 
student at the University of 
New Mexico, Albuquerque, 
will spend the summer in 
Garrett County as part of the 
regular cast of the Garrett 
County Playhouse performers. 
Vivacious and industrious, this 
pretty blonde theatrical student 
has had expertence in per- 
forming since she was in the 
first grade. 

Miss Hurden, 19, has appeur- 
ed in at least {1 productions, 
five of which involved singing 
and dancing, and she played the 
leading role in at least three of 
those plays. She has danced 
ballet and jazz about 13 years 
and has had voice training for 
the past five years. 

Pamela has taken part in 
three voice recitals and she 
played the lead in a small 
operetta. Throughout her high 
school years she performed in 
three choral concerts a year, 
and she was a member of two 
ballet companies for about six 
years. In addition, Pamela 
starred ,1n a nationwide tele- 
vision commercial for a singing 
telegram service. 

The daughter of Stanley H. 
and Patricia G. Murphy, Miss 
Harden said she feels her 
mother was an_ influencing 
factor in her involvement with 
the performing arts, as Mrs. 
Murphy, a journalist by pro- 
fession, was once very active in 
the field of music and still sings 
today. 

Pamela began her training 
with formal ballet lessons in the 
first grade. She was a member 
of the Evanston Concert Ballet 
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Company in middle school, and 
a member of the Esand Dance 
Company through the Evanston 
Township High School. The high 
school company presented a 
show each year, involving 
ensemble and solo work. In her 
first year at the College of Fine 
Arts, University of New 
Mexico, Pamela took the high- 
est level ballet class offered, 
and she studied under Prima 
Ballerina Kirsten Simone of the 
Royal Ballet, Denmark, lust 
summer 

Miss Harden became in- 
volved in acting the summer 
prior to fer freshman year of 
high school through a summer 
theatre workshop class which 
she took “for fun and to get 
aquainted with the new school.” 
Through that workshop Pamela 
said she found that she really 
enjoyed acting. During that 
first summer Pamela played 
the part of Essie in ‘You Can't 
Take It With You,” the work- 
shop group production. The 
following summer Pamela was 
Lillibelle in *‘The Curious 
Savage,” put on by the same 
proup. 

In her sophomore year of high 
school, amid dance productions 
and choral concerts, Miss 
Harden played the part of 
Chava, one of the three 
daughters in ‘Fiddler on the 
Roof.” 

In the fall of 1978 Pamela took 
part in a student production, 
written and directed by high 
school students in ‘Youth of 
America Marches On” 
(YAMO). The variety show 
involved the chorus. dancing 
and acting, and was presented 
to the public for 10 weekends, 
with proceeds going to the 
student group and the theatre 
department at the high school. 

That spring Miss Harden was 
principal dancer in another 
YAMO production, the musical 
“Carousel,” highlighted by a 
duet which she danced with a 
sailor. Pamela suffered her 
first dancing casualty in that 
production, when she developed 
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shin splints from dancing on a 
tile floor. During a recent inter- 
view she noted various in- 
cidents which exemplify the 
yreat amount of energy expend- 
ed by those in the field of per- 
forming arts, and the sacrifices 
one must make to perform well. 

Following ‘*Carousel”’ 
Pamela jumped into her third 
major production in the year 
1978-79, playing the part if Liesl 
in “The Sound of Music,” pre 
sented that summer by the high 
school theatre group. In that 
production she sang the piece 
“Sixteen Going on Seventeen,” 
and danced a duet with Liesl’s 
first sweetheart, a telegram 
delivery boy. Throughout her 
many activities in high school 
Pamela said her grades suffer- 
ed initially, but after develop- 
ing a rigid schedule she pulled 
her scholastic performance 
back up to a remarkable 
A-student status. 

In the fall of her junior year 
Pamela had to be pulled froma 
YAMO production, having 
suffered a severe back injury 
Just prior to rehearsal for the 
production she had fallen and 
wrenched her back, yet she im- 
mediately went into rehearsing. 
Working on a jazz dance solo, 
Pamela cound be found in be- 
tween rehearsals on the floor of 
the dressing room lying on a 
heating pad, until she could no 
longer move and was pulled 
from the production by her 
mother. Miss Harden has 
persisted in dancing however, 
and she exercises regularly to 
improve the condition of her 
back. 

In 1989 Miss Harden played 
the leading role of Eliza Doo- 
little in ‘My Fair Lady,” the 
part which she says is her 
favorite. “It was fun, because 
you could make so much noise 
and be obnoxivus and you're 
supposed to be!,"’ she said. The 
character Eliza transforms 
from a lowly flower girl to a 
British lady in that musical, 
and Pamela seemed to enjoy 
enacting that transition The 
part involved six solos, and the 
actress Wain required to learn 
the Cockney and High British 
accents. Having done some 
accents prior to that, Pamela 
said she had no trouble in learn- 
ing these different styles of 
speaking, and that it was 
basically a matter of studying 
vowel substitutions and listen- 
ing to linguistic recordings. 
“The hardest thing,” she said, 
“is to make it flow and sound 
natural.” 

The part of Eliza was for 
Pamela a refreshing change, as 
she had primarily played 
characters which she felt were 
‘too dull.”

The wish of a father was ful- 
filled by his son throuzh the 
establishment of an educational 
award grant last month at the 
Friendsville Elementary

Willam Herring, a resident of 
Friendsville. is among thuse 
curious Americans who took the 
time to research his family 
history. travelling back through 
time and record books to 
develop a clear picture of his 
ancestry, and to keep a 
promise to his father, Hobert 
Herring, to continue making 
contributions to the conununity, 
and the history of the Herring 
family by encouraping the edu- 
cation of children. 

Herring. along with his wife. 
Mona. and children. Connie and 
Mark. presented the first 
Herring, Heritage Awards to a 
primary and secondary school 


According to discoveries made 
thruuzl fanaiy records, ce rian 
members did much to extend 
the name, including significant 
contributions to American 
culture as artists. inventors, 
politicians, and lawyers. One 
family member, Augustus 
Herring, was one of the first 
Americans to experiment with 
powered designs for airplanes, 
and was dened a patent on a 
powered flying machine before 
the Wright brothers applied for 
theirs. He was eventually sued 
for dumaves by Onrnille and 
Wilbur Wright in) connection 
with his plans for flying 
machines. 

Silas Herring designed an um- 
proved, fire-proof safe which 
wus superior to most American 
and European safes of the 
times. and won first prize in the 
1853 World's Fair. while an

Summer is a great time for 
parents to help young children 
to become better readers, say 
reading specialists of the Mary- 
land State Department of Edu- 
cation. 

To help parents work with 
their children during the 
summer months the specialists 
offer the following tips: 

1. A parent should encouraye 
a child to start a summer read- 
ing club, with tee = shirts, 
membership cards, and bouk 
exchange rules. 

2. A parent should resolve to 
listen to his child read for fif- 
teen minutes every day. To 
shure the task, or if there conies 
a time when a parent simply 
can't do tt, he should find a 
surrogate — a prandparent, a 
neighbor, a sibling. A child 
should understand that his 
parents consider this an inr 
portant activity. And, of course, 
a parent should always praise 
good work 

3. A parent should be sure 
children have a brary card. 
That sunimer afternoon when 
the complaint is that “I have 
nothing to do!” is just the time 
to visit the hbrary. 

4. Parents should not pass up 
those vacation-related reading 
opportunities: maps, guide 
books. historical markers, 
beach and swimming pool

Read 
together on these occasions. 

5. A parent should try to help 
a child understand, without be- 
ing stuffy about it, that as higha 
standard of performance in the 
summer as during the school 
year is expected. That's par- 
ticularly true of children with 
high potential, but all children 
should feel thut their best is 
expected of them. 

6. Rainy day zames should be 
on hand that encourage vo- 
cabulary building, like word 
banks, scrabble, and password. 

7. If the family is planning a 
trip, parents should visit the li- 
brary with children to find out 
as much as possible about the 
place to be visited. That not 
only makes the trip more 
pleasant, but shows effectively 
how useful reading can be in 
dav-lo~day activities. 

8. In some homes, summer is 
the time for building or canning 
or clothes-making. These are 
also times a parent should try to 
Interest a child in reading and 
understanding the plans, the 
recipes, and the patterns. That 
kind of reading is usually not 
difficult, but it shows as almost 
nothing else can, that readiny is 
a tool one must have in the 
world. 

9. Lots of local libraries have 
storytime hours. Parents 
slivuld find out when they are 
offered and take advantage of 
them. It's a wood idea, too. to 
encourage a child to keep a 
simple diary of stories heard 
and read during the summer 
months, That's a book which 
nay become a treasure in the 
yeurs ahead 

10. List. a parent should be a 
good role model. A dictionary, 
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encyclopedia. maps, 
mapazines, and books should be 
used freely this summer.

Carter. Marion Payne. and 
Frances Vernosky, say the 
opportunity to keep a youngster 
developing during the summer 
months is a golden one for 
parents. “We know that 
children tend to regress during 
the summer,” says Ms. Carter,

Joint Hearing Today Will Review 
Reagan’s New Trade Policy Paper 


WASHINGTN (UPI) — The 
Reagan administration's long- 
awaited “white paper” on trade 
is venerating many questions in 
Congress. 

The 15-paze document, ap- 
proved by President Reagan 
and his top advisers, was to be 
made public today by Special 
Trade Representative Bill 
Brock at a joint hearing by two 
Senate subconunittees. 

The three days of hearings 
now planned by panels of the 
Senate Banking and Finance 
committees are expected to 
provide the most extensive 
congressional review of trade 
policy on several years. 

Conzressional sources made 
the white paper available to 
reporters Tuesday on the 
cendition it could only be 
paraphrased until released by 
Brock. 

The paper attempts to state 
an overall administration trade 
policy, which some in Congress 
sav has appeared up to now 
only as a series of isolated 
CasSes 
The administration supported 
voluntary limits by Japan on its 
auto exports to this country. It 
allowed shoe import relief to 
lapse. It stepped up policing of 
steel unport prices. 

The paper reiterates the 
administration's belief in free 
trade and its intention to avoid 
import restrictions or subsidies 
to help specific U.S. industries. 
It says U.S. industries should 
adjust to the competitive world 
primarily through free market 
forces. 

At the same = time, it 
expresses concern that other 
governments are helping their 
industries gain  compctitive 
edges and stresses free trade 
must be a two-way street. 

It pledges strict enforcement 
of international rules of fair 
trade and calls for a reduction 
af regulatory barriers to U-S. 
exports.

Annual Contest— 
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NTSB Rules Driver's Failures 
Caused Frostburg Accident 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
truck crash in Frostburg, Md. 
that killed three persons and 
injured 33 was caused by the 
driver's failure to ftop at 
brake-checking points and use 
low gears to reduce his speed, 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board ruled Tuesday. 


The truck went out of control 
the mght of Feb. 18 as it rolled 
down Big Savage Mountain. 
The truck careened through 
Frostburg, rammed into a row 
of parked cars and then 
crashed into a _ restaurant, 
where it tipped over and 
exploded. 

The safety board also ruled 
that driver Robert Keyser, 37, 
of Angola, Ind., failed to 
properly use his service brakes 
to reduce his speed, thereby 


allowing the tractor-trailer to 
attain speeds of up to 75 mph. 
State police earlier had 
attributed the accident to bad 
breaks and other mechanical 
failure. 

The safety board did say the 
“improper adjustment of the 
trailer’s service brakes due to 
inadequate maintenance” con- 
tributed to the accident. Truck 
owner M$rvin Deur, of White 
Cloud, Mich., was responsible 
for maintaining the brakes, 
said board spokesman Brad 
Dunbar. 

The board ruled that Keyser 
passed two brake checking 
stations where stopping is 
mandatory and several signs 
warning drivers to use low 
gears along a 27-mile stretch 
of eastbound U.S. Route 40 
leading into Frostburg. That 
stretch of roadway down Big 


Savage has a vertical drop of 

1,700 feet, Dunbar said. 

The board, which is an arm 
of the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, rendered its 
finding without testimony from 
Keyser, Dunbar said. Keyser, 
Deur and Direct Transit Lines, 
Inc. of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
the truck lessee, are awaiting 
trial in Allegany County on 
three counts each of auto 
manslaughter.

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New Class Of Plebes Adapts 
To Naval Academy Life, Discipline 


ANNAPOLIS, Md. (UPI) — 
More than 1,320 plebes were 
given their first taste of Navy 
life Tuesday. getting close 
cropped haircuts, being fitted 
for uniforms and saying good- 
bye to their families. 

It was the first day of Plebe 
Summer at the U.S. Naval 
Academy. The Class of 1985 
arrived from 50 states and 
seven foreign countries with the 
best academic credentials in 
five years and bewildered 
albeit patriotic outlooks. 
David Moeller, of Redding, 
Calif., got a shock when head 
Navy barber Warren Taylor 
asked, “What kind of haircut 
would you like?” 

Moeller looked at the barber 
and said, “Do I have a 
choice?”’ 


The reply from Taylor was a 
large grin and time-worn joke. 
“Sure, short or shortest.” He 
then took the shears and gave 
Moeller a five-minute haircut 
that left the plebe with a 
stunned expression. 


The men and women were 
ulso given physical examuina- 
tions, preliminary instructions 
in the fine art of saluting and 
stuffing a duffle bag and were 
greeted by Vice Admiral 
William Lawrence, superintend- 
ent of the academy. 

The new class was selected 
from 11,897 young men and 
women who applied for admis- 
sion. It included 60 people who 
previously served in the enlist- 
ed ranks and 169 plebes who 
attended the Navy's preparato- 
ry school in Newport, R.I. 

They face four years of 
academy classes and the 
prospect of changing from 
civilians to military men and 
women. Transition was thick in 
the humid air. 

Midway through the day, 
laura Lawrence of [ithicum, 


Md., stood near her future 
home, the sprawling Bancroft 
Hall. 

She wore the traditionai 
‘dixie cup"’ white hat, a Navy 
issue T-shirt, a pair of tennis 
shoes that looked three sizes 
too large and a white dress, 
complete with lace frills 
Despite the confusion, Navy 
spokesman Dennis Boxx, who 
spent the morning with the 
newcomers, said students who 
entered the academy came with 
a very serious attitude. 
“They want the guarantee of 
a career because of the 
economy. They know graduates 
who leave this school are very 
marketable,” he said. 

“And there is a definite 
resurgence of patriotism in this 
class, especially when you 
compare the feeling to the 
Vietnam era. 

“This is very good class 
academically, with test scores 
well above the national avera-

Weaver's not-so-secret — for- 
mula “Four cow flops and 
encugh water to fill a 30-yallon 
trash can“ 

Since 1969, Weaver and 
Santarone have each pampered 
four tomato plunts in an 
enclesed area near the left field 
line. Santurone sets all the 
plants. but cach man works 
alone to grow the julciest fruit 
und earn a dinner from the 
OlLner 

Two years ago, a fan who 
had consumed zomething 


stronger than tomato juice 
during one hot afternoon game 
climbed from the left field 
seats into the tomato patch and 
uprooted several vines. 

One proposed penalty was to

Ms Takei calls her work “a 
spiritual diarv.” Like other 
artists whose dances are seen 
in the program — Steve 
Paxton, Trisha Brown, David 
Gordon. Yvonne Rainer and 
Laura Dean — Ms. Takeis 
current work began as part of 
a widespread reaction, in the 
‘60s and early ‘70s. to the 
boundaries, restrictions and 
conventions of modern dance 


They joined forces with vis- 
ual artists hike Claes Olden- 
burg and Robert Rauschen 
berg. as well as musicians like 
John Cage. to create happen 
ings” and other “non-pertorm- 
ance events” that challenged 
the rigidity and artifice of 
dance as it was conventional- 
ly performed The impact of 
their revolutionary work is 
still being felt

Brown and Gordon were 
members. in the ‘70s, of the 
lroupe Grand Casi.” iaipio 
visation was an essential part 
of their approach.

The program, originally 
aired in May 1980, also pre- 
sents the choreographers’ 
more recent works. Paxton’s 
improvised “contact 
movement,’ which he 
describes as “communication 
through the skin.” puts danc- 
ers through a series of rolling. 
sinuous motions in which con- 
tact between two or more 
dancers is maintained at all 
times Ms. Brown, who earned 
fame by walking her dancers 
on the walls of the Whitney 
Museum 1n 1971, offers sever- 
al recent dances, including 
“Glacial Decoy." the cos- 
tumes and set for “Decoy” 
were designed by Rauschen- 
berg 

Gordon's “Chair” features 
two dancers, a set of blue 
folding chairs and no music as 
the dance explores the abso- 
lute limitations of an object 
most of us use every day with- 
out ever stopping to consider 
it. 

“IT think I am a re- 
inventor,” Gordon says. “I 
don't think there is anything 
left to invent. There are only 
new combinations of things 
and a new way of looking at 
something. and a new way of 
showing somebody else how to 
look at something That's a 
kind of re-invention.”

The lure of the greasepaint 
and dreams of rousing 
applause annually lure dozens 
of Hollywood's movie and 
television personalities to live 
theater. Why? 

Are they risking their estab- 
lished reputations? For most, 
no. They were trained in the 
theater. get their starts there 
and don't want their well- 
developed vocal projection to 
diminish Two who did gam- 
ble big. however, and came 
out winners, are Rock Hudson 
and Elizabeth Taylor whose 
careers both developed entire- 
ly on-camera. 

It was Carol Burnett who 
persuaded Rock Hudson to co- 
star with her six or so years 
ago in a West Coast stage 
show that ran for six weeks. 
Since then, he has become a 
major box office draw around 
the country as the star of such 
demanding acting-singing 
roles as King Arthur in 
“Camelot.” (Now that he’s 

roven he can do it, however, 
Hudson returns to television 
this fall starring as a sleuth 
for NBC) 

The betting was ag.unst 
Elizabeth Tay or making good 
on stage when she headed for 
Broadway as the manipula- 
tive Regina in a revival of Lil- 
han Hellmans ‘The Little 
Foxes." Rut as viewers of the 
recent Tony Awards’ telecast 
discovered. the lady who has 
been called the last of the 
great movie stars was nomi- 
nated, in her first Broadway 
play ever, as one the five best

Because of their superstar 
brackets, though, it's suspect 
ed that their stage triumphs 
cost both Hudson and Taylor 
some income.

Every 11 
years, a fast current begins at 
the solar pole and over 22 years 
it migrates to the solar equator 
A slow current is associated 
with the fast one. Between the 
currents, the region of heaviest 
sunspot activity has been ob- 
served. It migrates with the 
currents toward the solar 
equator.

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Grantsville Library Provides “Down 


Home” Service To Community 





by Kathy Railey 


“We accept packages for the 
neighbors,” said Maxine Broud- 
water, librarian, “the heaviest 
one being a grave stone for the 
funeral home. We avreed to 
accept yraciously, as lony as 
the body wasn't with it. We also 
babysit ‘Johnny’ wlule mother 
Loes up the street.” 

Workers at the Grantsville 
Branch of the Ruth Enlow 
Library go beyond the realm of 
hbrary patron service and 
strive to meet special needs of 
town citizens by providing a 
service to the public.” as Mrs. 
Broadwater states. That branch 
library ts the focus of a window 
exhibit currently on display at 
the Ruth Enlow Library main 
office in Oakland. 

The Oakland hbrary will fea- 
ture each of tts branch libraries 
in window displays throughout 
the summer months. Points of 
Interest’ and special summer 
activities of each branch's 
home town will also be 
featured 

The Grantsville Branch was 
established April 19, 1959, 
through federal funds, aceord- 
ing to Mrs Broadwater. The 
branch first opened in part of 
the Broadwater Store Building, 
with the other p..-t serving as a 
restaurant and lounee. 

In 1947 the Grantsville library 
relocated in the former Liberty 
Trust Bank, once the First State 
Bank founded in 1910. That 
building, located on Main Street 
below the Newman Funeral 
Home, 3s still used by the 
hbrary today. The building was 
donated for library use by 


Denton Fuller and the bank's 
Board of Directors. 

As the building was desizned 
for bank use, Mrs. Broadwater 
noted that “I imapine we are 
the only library in the state with 
a bullet-proof glass drive-up 
window.’ She said the 
building's design has some 
advantages, however, 
commenting that the maga- 
zines are kept in the old bank 
vault. 

Through the assistance of the 
Garrett Ceunty Commussioners, 
contributions from _ the 
surrounding area and ‘Benny 
the Bookworm of WEKB 
radio, the Grantsville branch 
acquired the funds needed to 
develop the library, growing 
from a yearly circulation in 
1959-60 of 9,653, to 21.215 in 
1977-78. 

Tuday the Grantville library 
offers magazines, records, cas- 
sette tapes and audiovisual 
equipment such as 16mm and 
8mn1 shde and film projectors 
plus materials to be used with 
the equipment. The branch 
participates in an inter-hbrary 
loan program and can obtain 
additional materials upon re 
quest from the main library in 
Oakland. 

In providing ‘‘a service to the 
public’' Mrs. Broadwater stated 
that she and her co-worker Mrs. 
Neva Georg have received calls 
from people wanting to know if 
the town beauty shop 1s open, if 
the lights are on in the laundro- 
mat, and inquiring as to the 
hours of operation of the barber 
shop across the street. One cus- 
tomer called and requested that 
a hbrary staff member go to 
Yoder's Locker Plant, purchase

some homemade bread and put 
it on the bus to the Hayerstown 
Library, she added. 

The librarians at the Grants- 
ville branch aid patrons in find- 
ing specialized reading 
materials.

Hearing Set kor Creation Of 


Deep Creek Sanitation District 


There will be a public hearing 
on Tuesday, August 4, at 8 p.m. 
at the Garrett Community 
College auditorium for the 
purpose of creating boundaries 
of the Deep Creek Seweraze 
Sanitation District No. 1. Tom 
Lash and Roy Whitely. rep- 
resentatives of Rummel, 
Klepper and Kahl, a Baltimore 
enyineering firm, presented a 
map indicating what they term 
appropriate boundaries fur the 
Deep Creek Sanitation District 
at a meeting of the Garrett 
County Sanitary Cotumission 
last Tuesday. 

The proposed boundaries in- 
clude nearly the entire drainage 
basin of Deep Creek Lake. en- 
compassing some areas which 
will not be served by the Deep 
Creck Sewerage System, which 
is still in the study and design 
stages. According to Harry 
Filemyr, commission chatr- 
man, “the boundaries define a 
district that potentially ha 
sewer service within it.” 

The commission has not vet 
determined what method will 
be used to retire grant ineligible 
construction costs of the sewer- 
age project. If an ad valorem 
tax 1s imposed, all residents in 
the district will pay. An alter- 
native to that, brought out at the 
meeting, is to retire the debt 
through user costs. Robert 
Fousek. county clerk, stated 
that ‘all residents tin the pro- 
posed district) should benefit. 
however, because the lake will 
be cleaner.’ Robert 
Blasingane, a resident of Deep 
Creek Lake, attended the meet- 
ing on behalf of the Deep Creek 
Property Owners’ Association, 
through which he has been 
appointed haison between that 
association and the Sanitary 
Conimission 

R.K&K informed the com-

Department have approved a 
report prepared by that firm for 
the expanded portion of the 
Deep Creek Sewerage Project, 
with the exception of the upper 
portion of Gravely Kun Road 
and State Park Road, which are 
the areas to be deleted.

Potomac Edison 
Applies To PSC 
For Rate Hike 


The Potomac Edison Com- 
pany applied last week to the 
Marviand Public Service Com- 
mission for an increase tn the 
fuel rate on electric bills for tts 
135.000 customers in| Western 
Maryland 

In testimony filed with the 
PSC, the company says the cust 
of coal, on which it rehes for 
more that 95 percent of its 
generation, has been increasing 
since the present fuel rate went 
into effect in Noverneber, 1980, 
based on cost data ending 
August, 1980. In addition, PE: 
says it incurred significantly 
hither purchased power costs 
during May as a result of the 
United Mine Workers’ strike, 
which began March 27. The 
strike virtually halted de- 
liveries of fuel to the comnpany’s 
venerating stations. 

If the request is approved by 
the PSC, the electric bill for an 
averape PE residential 
customer using 1.000 kilowatt- 
hours a month would increase 
$1.23 or 2.35 percent.

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County's Crime 
Rate Jumps 13% 
In First Quarter 


Crime in Garrett County, as 
measured by the Crime Index 
Offenses of the Maryland State 
Police, increased 13% during 
the first three months of 1981 
compared to figures for the 
same period last year. The 
overall rate of crime in the state 
of Maryland increased 14% in 
that same period. 

There was a total of 146 inci- 
dents in Garrett County 
compared to 129 for the same 
period in 1980. The number of 
breakings and/or enterings 
took the greatest jump, from 34 
cases in the 1980 three-month 
period, to 65 1n 1981. During the 
first three months of this year, 
there have been no recorded 
murders, forcible rapes or 
robberies, aS was the case for 
these three categories in 1980's 
first quarter There were three 
cases of aypravated assault 
noted, the same as the 1980 
figure. There was a decrease in 
the number of larceny/theft 
cases, frum 83 to 74; In motor 
vehicle theft cases, from nine to 
four; and in arson cases, from 
five to four. 

A total of 67.595 serious 
crimes were reported te the 135 
police departments in the State 
during the first quarter. 

Preliminary figures released 
by the State Police show that 
the violent crimes of murder, 
forcible rape. robbery and 
aypravated assault as a group 


increased 31%. The property 


offenses of breaking and enter- 
ing, larceny and motur vehicle 
theft increased 124%, as a group. 

Crime increased tn all regions 
of Maryland this quarter. The 
Baltimore Metropolitan Region 
recorded a 19%, increase, the 
Western Maryland Regton 
showed g 12) merease, the 
astern Shore Region was up 
by 10%. the Wastungton Metro- 
politan Region increased by 9's, 
and the Southern Maryland 
Region showed a 7% gain. 

The two crime categories 
showing significant increases 
were robberies which jumped 
51% and murder which in- 
creased 32%). 

According to State Pohce 
Superintendent Thomas 58. 
Smith, ~The significant in- 
crease in robberies can most 
probably be attributed to our 
continual high unemployment 
rate coupled with the economic 
Situation we are experiencing.” 

Smith predicted that crime 
will continue to rise until the 
economic condition improves. 

Smith said that citizens of 
Maryland should be aware of 
the various crime prevention 
materials and programs avuail- 
able free of charge from both 
local and State police. Mury- 
landers can call or visit their 
local police station or State 
Police barrack for further infor- 
mation, he said.

Board Claims Final Authority 


While the State Land Recla- 
mation Conunittee has post- 
poned its decision on whether to 
approve the use of city sludge at 
a strip mine site near Grants- 
ville and the State Department 
of Health and Menta! Hygiene is 
preparing to issue its permit, 
the Garrett County Conimus- 
sioners have announced they 
still have the final word in the 
matter. 

The conunissioners mailed 
a letter last night to 
Modern Earthline Companies, 
the Philadelphia-based land 
reclamation firm proposing to 
apply the sludge, to inform the 
firm that even if the two state 
organizations approve the 
proposal, no sludge can be 
brought into the county without 
the commissioners’ author- 
ization. 

The letter was drafted upon 
advice of legal counsel and is 
based on authority piven the 
commissioners in their 
capacity as the local Board of 
Health in Article 43, Section 45 
of the Annotated Code of Mary- 
land. 

The letter. signed by county 
attorney Jack Turney, points 
out the commissioners. acting 
as the local Board of Health, 
“will not allow sludge appli- 
cation until all permits on the 
local, state and federal level 
have been approved and they 
tthe commissioners) have held 
a public hearing on the 
matter.” 

The only stipulation which 
will be changed, which has local 
officials upset, is the loading 
limit of sludge on the soil. 
County officials want the Limit 
set at 11 dry tons per acre, but 
state officials might set it at 30 
dry tons. 

Rodney Glotfelty, a sant 
tartan with the county health 
department, said the local de- 
partment “strenuously objects 
to a loading rate over 11 dry 
tons per acre which we have set 
based on samples we have 
taken at the site and the results 
of analysis done on the samples 
at the University of Maryland.” 

Cable reports that the state 
department has decided to base 
its loading limit recommen- 
dation on test results on soil 
samples performed at Pennsy}- 
vania State University. He ex- 
plained that the method used at 
Penn State, which differs from 
the method at the University of 
Maryland, has been endorsed 
by the Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency, but to his knowl- 
edge no federal agency has sup- 
ported the University of Mary- 
land method. 

Local officials behheve the 
state should base its decision on 
University of Maryland data be- 
cause its method has been 
unofficially endorsed by United 
States Department of Agri- 
culture personnel and because 
Penn State has a contract with 
Modern Earthline, and there- 
fore, is not an independent 
agency. 

The independence of infor- 
mation was also a concern of 
the Land Reclamation Com- 
mittee members who delayed a 
decision on whether to approve 
the use of sludge until after tney 
have heard testimony from 
experts who have conducted re- 
search on sludge, but who have 
nv, assuciation with Modern 
Earthline. 

The committee set the meet- 
ing for July 20 at 1 p.m. at the 
Bureau of Mines office in Frost- 
bury. During that meeting, it 
plans to hear opinions and

results of research by Dr. Rufus 
Chaney, a reseurcher for the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture, 
and Dr. V. Allan Bandel, a re- 
searcher at the University of 
Maryland. Chaney, reportedly, 
has conducted research usiny 
sludge from the Back River 
Treatment Plant, which 1s the 
source of the sludge proposed 
for use at the Grantsville site. 

During the Monday meeting, 
the committee noted a differ- 
ence in test data from [Penn 
State and University of Mary- 
land concerning the level of 
heavy metals the soil at the pro- 
posed demonstration site could 
hold. The point was noted that 
the two universities use differ- 
ent testing metheds. 

The conunittee also pointed 
out that the latest tests on soil 
samples, taken by Modern 
Earthline consultant Dr. Wil- 
liam Sopper and sent to both 
universities, were in from Penn 
State but not from University of 
Marvland. The committee also 
wanted to wait for University of 
Marviand test results before 
reaching a decision on the load- 
ing limit to be set. {Even though 
the state health department 
might set a higher loading limit, 
Modern Eartliline would have 
to comply with the committee's 
stipulations if the project is ap- 
proved). 

Because the committee ex- 
tended its hearing to July 20, the 
previously set deadline for the 
project to beyin, committee 
members discussed the need to 
change that deadline if they ap- 
prove the proposal.

Men Sentenced On 
Charves of Theft 
And Child Abuse 


Garrett County Circuit Court 
Judge Fred A. Thayer passed 
sentence last week on David 
Patrick Shaffer, 23, Mt. Lake 
Park, following a plea of guilty 
to charges of theft. 

According to the report, 
Shaffer removed a 1980 Chevro 
let pick-up truck from the park- 
ing lot of Garrett National Bank 
on February 25, and drove the 
vehicle from Maryland to 
Thomas County, Kansas, where 
he was arrested. Shaffer had 
purchased the vehicle, financ- 
ing it through the local bank, 
and had made one payment on 
the loan.

Citizens who spoke against

It 
was there that she met Lisa 
Thayer, a member of the Play- 
house organization. props co- 
ordinator and actress, who in- 
formed her of an open part in 
this week's play. Carolyn will 
play the part of Kate, the house- 
keeper 

Miss Callen has been employ- 
ed with the Carrett County 
Board « Education for three 
years, the duration of her 
residence in Garrett County. 
She works with elementary 
children at Grantsville. 
Fnendsville, Yoder and Route 
40 schools. Born in New Jersey 
and raised in Potomac, Carolyn 
holds a bachelor’s degree in fine 
arts and theatre, received in 
1974 from Wittenberg Uni- 
versity in Springfield, Ohio. Her 
teaching certificate was award- 
ed by the Maryland Institute of 
Art in Baltimore. She 1s a 
daughter of Eleanor L. and 
Edwin G. Collen, Potomac. 

Carolyn gained most of her 
acting experience in college. 
She stated that she could not 
choose between her two pri- 
many interests, art and theatre, 
and therefore developed a 
double major. During her four 
years at Wittenburg she per- 
formed in nine plays, including 


“Endgame, by Samuel 
Beckett, ‘“‘Suddenly Last 
Summer,’ by Tennessee 


Williams, and ‘House of Blue 
Leaves.” by John Guare. She 
directed a scene from “One 
Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest.” 
and a semi-cut version of ' The 
Indian Wants the Bronx,” and

plays. 
In addition to acting and 
directing, Miss Collen was very 


much involved with the 
theatrical areas of make-up, 
costumes, house managing. 
properties, lighting and sound 
with 13 plays, and she also spent 
many hours in the box office 
and ushering. 

Her favorite role in her 
theatrical experience was the 
part of Nag in “Endgame,” 
performed at Schiller College in 
Berlin, Germany. Carolyn 
spent one semester of her junior 
year at that school studying art 
and theatre. ‘It was exciting to 
be on stage in a foreign country, 
and very different. Beckett is 
one of my favorite playwrights, 
and the play was a challenge, 
very avant garde, abstract and 
unconventional,’’ Carolyn 
related 

The actress stated that the 
most challenging and different 
part played by her during her 
college years was the character 
Bunny in ‘House of Blue 
leaves.” ‘Bunny was a very 
robust, mouthy, high energy 
woman from the Bronx, and a 
lot of fun ‘to portray),"" she 
said. The part was a difficult 
one, however, as that character 
had monologues sometimes two 
pages lon,. 

Carolyn had some technical 
stage crew experience with the 
theatre at Winston Churchhill 
High School, mostly in the areas 
of costume and make-up. 

Unable to choose between her 
two major interests, she 
eventually found what she 
terms ‘‘the perfect com- 
bination” of art and theatre — 
puppetry. Carolyn was a 
member of the Wittenburg Pup- 
petry Guild, which perform- 
ed and wrote several plays. 
The group made marionettes 
and puppets for three of the 
plays. some of which made use 
of hand puppets, rod puppets 
and shadow puppets. 

Having made no plans for 
“hfe after college,” exemplify- 
ing her easy-going personality 
and spontaneous enthusiasm 
for new and different “artsy” 
things, Carolyn made her home 
In one of the country’s more 
cultural areas, Washington 
D.C. She worked briefly there 
with Doris McBride, helping 
with her puppet shows, and with 
Michael Cotter and the Blue Sky 
Theatre. 

The first summer after her 
graduation Miss Collen was 
asked to teach puppetry and 
acting in the Creative Summer 
School program at the Holton- 
Arms Schocl in Bethesda. Her 
first year there she directed 
eight puppet shows and dis- 
covered a new interest, that of 
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teaching, coupled with the cost 
of living, which led her back to 
school. 

Having attended the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, Mont- 
gomery College, American Ulu- 
versity and the Maryland In- 
stitute, she accumulated 18 
credits toward teaching, and 
received her certificate after 
student teaching at the Mary- 
land Institute. Carolyn applied 
for teaching positions in 
Virginia. Maryland and 
Connecticut, and landed a job in 
Garrett County. She had friends 
in this area, had visited the 
Mountaintop on occasion, and 
she liked it here, she said. ‘The 
country appeajed to me.” 

Carolyn has organized a 
number of craft shows in 
Garrett County, and has 
sponsored a booth in the 
Autumn Glory Festival since 
her arrival here three years 
azo. Items exhibited at her 
booths have included apple 
dolls, bread dough crafts and 
crocheted pouches. She was 
recently involved in organizing 
an Arts Guild for Garrett 
County’s professional and 
amateur artists and crafts- 
people, and she is currently 
working with three other county 
residents to initiate a puppetry 
company to go into schools and 
perforin in parks. 

A sensitive wonian with a 
pioneering spirit. Carolyn 
states that she “loves Garrett 
County because you can be the 
originator of new things—it s 
exciting. I can live the life style 
I like to live and do things that 
are important to me, like back 
to basic living and living off the 
land—that is interesting.’ Cur- 
rently she expresses 
enthusiasm in getting the Arts 
Guild and puppetry company 
started and working. In the 
area of crafts Miss Collen 1s 
also adept at embroidery, paint- 
ing and clay sculpture. 

She entered two sculptures in 
the Fine Arts Festival, helped 
paint scenery for the produc- 
tions featured that weekend, 
and held a puppetry workshop 
for children. The festival ‘got 
my theatre fever up again.” she 
said. That event ‘was very 
inspiring .. . I hadn't painted or 
done. theatre work in seven 
years, but since the festival I've 
painted three paintings.” In 
speaking of the theatre, she 
states, “I'd forgotten how much 
I loved it.” 

In other endeavors after 
college, Miss Collen did crew 
work for the New Playwrights 
Theatre in Washington, DC., 
and she appeared at the New 
Theatre Festival in Baltimore 
In 1975. That week-long festival 
featured nearly 25 theatre com- 
panies which performed and 
participated in workshops. 

Having taught at the Holton- 
Arms School for three 
summers, Carolyn has recently 
spent her summers as an arts 
and crafts director at an Out- 
door Education Camp in 
Oreypon. and she has worked 
with the Street 70 Arts Day 
Camp ‘a theatre company in 
Rockville) for two summers. 

It was through Carolyn that 
her friend, Norman Island, was 
introduced to the Garrett 
County Acting Company to play 
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a part in this week’s show

stand up? Norman Island, 
actor, Kenneth Piaskowski, 
novelist, and Rupert, poet, are 
one and the same, 38 years old 
and a son of Walter and Agnes 
Piaskowski. This colorful 
character has lived in Garrett 
County off and on for three 
years, having spent the past one 
and one-half years living in a 
secluded cabin working on a 
novel.

supermarkets across Maryland 
and Delaware by mid-August 
because of intense competition 
and financpal losses, the com- 
pany's chief executive said 
Tuesday.

4.30) employees would lose 
their jobs. 

“The decision was made 
necessary because of the 
region's continuing losses and 
the unlikelihood that it could 
become profitable in the near 
term given the Intense competl- 
tive situation existing ui the 
area,” said Gentry. 

The closing of the supermar- 
kets, 38 of which are in the 
metropolitan Baltimore area, 
will cost about 4,300 employezs 
their jobs, Gentry sald in a 


statement from company head- 
quarters in Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla.

Police Recruits 
To File Charges 
With EEOC 


BALTIMORE + UPI) — Three 
of the five black recruits who 
left. Baltunore County Police 
Academy after being told they 
had not met academic require- 
ments have filed charges 
against the county with the 
Equal Employment Opnor- 
tunity 
Commission, the county solici- 
tor said Tuesday. 

“Tt is a fact that three of the 
recruits in this year’s academy 
class have brought EEOC 
complaints against Baltimore 
County,” said Leonard Jacob- 
son. 

Jacobson said the charges 
were filed in the EEOC’s 
Baltimore office late last week. 

Stunley Muazaroff, the attor- 
ney for the three recruits, 
would not release the names of 
the three. 

‘The EEOC tries to resolve 
cases amicably through private 
settlement and confidentiality 
increases the possiblity of 
resolution,” said Mazaroff. 

He refused to specify charges 
filed by the trio and would say 
only that they dealt with 
various types of discrunination. 

~An EEOC decision is usually 
reached in several months, it is 
not done overnight,” Mazaroff 
said, “If the charges are not 
settled satisfactorily in’ the 
conciliatory process, either the 
EEOC or individual plaintiffs 
may press charges in federal 
court." 

Officials at the Baltimore 
office of the EROC declined to 
comment on the matter on 
#rounds that they were bound 
by federal law to keep the 
details confidential. 

David Fidler, a spokesman 
for the Baltimore County Police 
Department, said the depart- 
ment is continuing its investiga- 
tlon into charges of racial 
discrimination and cheating at 
the academy. 

The investigation, headed by 
Maj. Walter Coryell, began 
following an anonymous phone 
call to police on June 18 
charging black academy stu- 
dents had been the victuns of 
discrimination.

Pennsylvania Mines To Supply Coal, 


Ship To Germany Through Baltimore 


BALTIMORE (UPI) - A 
contract for production of coal 
in five Southwestern Pennsyl- 
vania coul mines will guarantee 
a steady flow of coal through a 
new $110 million Baltunore 
pler, a vice president of the 


nution’'s second-largest coal 
company said Tuesday. 

James F. Beddingfield, as- 
sistant vice president — for 


Consolidation Coal Company's 
Baltimore operation, said the 
contract should lead to the 
production of 12.5 million tons 
of coal valued at $000 million 
by the 1990s. 

The first} mine. producing 
about 2.5 million tons of coal 
each year, should be open by 
1984, he said. 

Consolidation, a subsidiary of 
Conoco Inc., formed a joint 
venture June 30 with Rheinis- 
che Braunkohlenwerke AG, a 
West German mining company. 
The contract entitles the West 
German firm to 24 percent of 
the coal mined, or in other 
words about 3 million tons a 
year when peak production is 
reached. 

The Baltimore pier, which 
will be built in the city’s Canton 


urea, is expected to be 
completed by the second 
quarter of 1983, Beddingfield 


said. 

Much of the 3 million tons 
will be exported through the 
Baltimore pier, said Bedding- 
field. who said he was unable to 
be more specific. 

The Consolidation pier is one 
of three new coal piers to be 
built at the port. The three 
plers are expected to boost the 
port's coal annual export 
capacity from 12 million tons to 
50 million during the next five 
years. 

Consolidation has mines in 
Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Virginia, Ohio, Illinois, North 
Dakota and Utah. Besides 
Baltimore, the firm exports 
coal through Vancouver, 
Columbia and Hampton Roads, 

a., Beddinyfield said. 

Consolidations’ new contract 
with the West German firm 
comes as many Furopean 
power plants and industries are 
converting from oil vo coal as 
their primary fuel source. 

It also comes as dozens of 
ships wait outside the Bal- 
tunore Harbor for the chance to 
take on coal at the city’s 
existulg export pliers.

‘How come we have to go to 
that old church again?” a teen- 
age son, summoning courage at 
last, demanded of his father 
With a withering look that the 
teenage son could not have mis- 
interpreted, the father replied: 
“Ell show you ‘how come’ if 
you want!"’ The son’s chin sank 
to his chest to hide his clenched 
lecth as he turned and walked 
away in defeat. The father also 
turned away, having prevailed 
once again, he put the question 
trom his mind. 


When Your Son Asks 

But the father’s ‘'victory’’ 
was actually a ‘‘defeat,”” for he 
missed a golden opportunity to 
help his son to understand and 
appreciate the reason behind the 
seemingly repetitive and mean- 
ingless ceremonies of their 
church life. He forgot—assum- 
ing that he once knew—that

Democracy’s 
os Cornerstone 


by David W. Hornbeck 
State Superintendent of 
Schools 

It is a well settled fact that the 
inost nnportant developmental 
years ina person's life are those 
from birth to six. Much learning 
takes place simply by living. 
Fach of us has seen this in our 
own children. Babies focus their 
eyes, learn to sit up, to crawl, to 
walk, to talk. For a few months 
it sometimes seems as though a 
miracle a day unfolds befure 
our eyes. 

By the time a child Is six he or 
she has been read to, talked to, 
and often has spent hours and 
hours looking at pictures, hear- 
ing words, playing with tovs. 
And, as with the nuracles of 
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baubyhood, that child is “ready” 
for school 

Unfortunately that scenario is 
not true for all children. If a 
child is frum a home without 
books and magazines; if a child 
grows up without conversation 
and the natural language 
development that follows; if 
there are not toys which teach 
motor Skills; then the children 
from those homes arrive at 
school at age five or six already 
behind. And they fall further 
and further behind. For many 
the result will be a lifetime of 
dependency — welfare, prison 
or other problems. Obviously, 
there is a very high correlation 
between these children and 
poverty.

We now have very strong 
evidence that there ts at least a 
partial solution to this terrible 
waste of human life. During this 
past year the results of an im- 
portant twelve year study of 
children in Michigan were 
released. The children started 
out in a condition of poverty and 
appeared to have low cognitive 
ability. They attended half-day 
early childhood education pro- 
grams. There was another 
group of similar children 
identified who did not partici- 
pate in pre-school programs. 
Several very significant find- 
ings resulted: 


1) The children who attended 
pre-school had higher achieve- 
ment test scores throughout 
their schooling experience. 
These were sustained gains, 
even hizher at the eighth grade 
than earlier. 

2) The pre-schuol youngsters 
demonstrated a sustained 
greater commitment to school 
ing. 


QUESTION: 





3) The children in the pre 
school groups needed special 
education services less often. 

4) The behavior of the pre 
school group was better, with 
their teenage delinquency rate 
being lower. 

These results are most en- 
couraying for several reasons. 
They demonstrate that pre- 
school programs produce long- 
term, not flash-in-the-pan 
results. Students who would 
otherwise likely fail can 
succeed, thus producing a 
greater chance of becoming 
productive, tax paying, 
satisfied, and happy adults. A 
modest investment in a pre- 
school effort avoids higher 
special education costs later 
and even higher costs of welfare 
or prison. 

In Maryland we now have 
fifty-one schools in nine sub- 
divisons which offer a program 
like the one in Michigan. There 
are 2,077 four year olds in those 
programs this year. Those 2,077 


children are going to have a 
better chance as a result. There 
are minimally another fifty 
schools across the state with 
similar numbers of children 
who should be engaged 1n such 
an effort but the funds simply 
do not exist to provide it. Un- 
fortunately our failure to pay 
now will result in a bigger bill 
later.

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Marylanders Rate Quality Of Life; 
Western Residents Most Satisfied 


Over 80 percent of Maryland 
residents rate the quality of 
hfe in the State as ‘good’ or 
“excellent”. This view ts not 
shared equally by all residents 
of the State, however Close to 
90 percent of the residents of 
Montgomery, Frederick and 
other more Western counties of 
the State rated the State 
quality of life as “yood’ or 
‘excellent’. Residents of 
Baltimore City and Prince 
George's County. on the other 
hand, expressed least en- 
thusiasm about Iife in the 
State. 

These results were found in 
the Maryland Poll. conducted 
between November uf 1980 and 
June of 1981. A total of more 
than 1,200 state residents took 
part in the poll which ts con- 
ducted by telephone by the 
Survey Research Center of the 
University of Marsland at 
College Park. The random- 
digit dial method is used to 
select telephune households 
into the sample to ensure that 
all State households with a 
telephone have an equal 
chance of being selected wto 


the sample. 

Respondents in the poll were 
asked whether they rated 
Maryland as an excellent, 
vood, fan. or poor place to 
hive. About a third (32%) rated 
tt as excellent and about half 
48%) rated it good: some 18%, 
rated it fair and 2.7% as poor 

“These figures put Maryland 
relatively high in terms of the 
perceived life quality of its 
State residents,” said Dr. John 
Robinson, director of the 
Center. “Exactly what it is 
that mukes people m the more 
Western counties more 
satisfied 1s something we hope 
to ascertain in future survey.” 

To some extent. Robinson 
found, the regional differences 
were due to racial, income, 
educational or age differences 
across these State regions in 
question; and these factors 
were also important predictors 
of perceived life quality. 

Higher income and white 
respondents rated life in the 
State higher than less affluent 
or black respondents. Older 
people and lifelong natives of 
the State also rated the State's 


hfe quality higher than 
averaye. Single people rated 
Ife in the State higher than 
those who were married. 
Nevertheless, the regional 
differences remained after 
these demographic factors 
were taken into account. 

‘The public’s rating of uther 
facets of life in the State were 
not nearly as positive,” 
Robinson noted. “Only 99 
percent of Marylanders rated 
the general quality of govert 
inent as ‘good’ or ‘excellent’ 
and only 33 percent rated the 
job the legislature in Annapolis 
was doing aS ‘good’ or ‘ex- 
cellent’. The public was a little 
more pusitive about the quality 
of public education in the 
State, with 46 percent ratung it 
‘good’ or ‘excellent’ * 

Ratings of the quality of 
State government were more 
constant across the State than 
were ratings of the quality of 
hfe. “Here again, however, 
residents of the Baltimore area 
tended to be somewhat less 
positive about government 
quality than residents of the 
rest of the State,’’ said 
Robinson. 

The question asked was, 
‘How would you rate 
Mar\land overall as a place to 
live: excellent, good, fair, or 
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poor?”, and the general! results 
were as follows. Excellent, 
32%; Good, 48%; Fair, 18%; 
and Poor, 2%.

LOSING WEIGHT

Maximum Benetits 
For Unemploved 
Are Increased 


The maximum benefits paid 
to unemployment insurance 
recipients have been increased 
to $140 per week, effective with 
claims filed after July 5, 1981, 
according to the Maryland 
Department of Human Re- 
sources. Benefits were in- 
creased because of a change in 
the Marland Unemployment 
Law, according to Frank 0. 
Heintz, Executive Director of 
the Employment Security Ad- 
ministration of the Department. 

Persons who filed for benefits 
before July 5, and who are re 
ceiving benefits under the old 
schedule of ber:2fits, will not be 
eligible for the increased bene- 
fits, according to the law. 

Previous to July 5. the weekly 
banefit amount ranged from a 

nimimum of $25 to a muximum 
of $120, Now benefits will range 
from a minimum of $25 to a 
maximum of $149. The weekly 
benefit amount for a clarmant is 
determined according to his 
earning before he became un- 
employed.

Intricate Neurosurgery 


A time bomb ticking in your 
head. That's what an 
aneurysm, or bubble, on un 
artery at the base of the brain 
amounts to and about one in 100 
people walk around with them. 

Neurosurgeons are the tech- 
meians who can defuse the 

bombs,” but in must cases 
they have to wait until there’s a 
first explosion because most 
aneurysms are symptoliiless 
until they rupture The inital 
episode is fatal in nearly half 
the cases. 

For most of the 60) percent 
who survive the first breakave 
in the weakened wall of an 
Intracranial artery, surgery 1s 
the obvious unswer. If its not 
done, chances of a “rebleed” 
ure about 30 percent in the first 
vear aid three percent a vear 
thereafter 

One of the leading centers for 
this complex, demanding 
surgery is the West) Virginia 
University Medical Center. 

The aneurvsin surgery team 
headed by John [. Fox does 
more of these operations than 
most other medical centers A 
typical neurosurgeon might 
handle four or five such cases a 
year. Dr. Fos did six ina recent 
week, although he notes that 
this was a coincidence and tht 
one every 10 days or two weeks 
is closer to his average. The 
success rate in such Jifficult, 
Intricate surgery correlates 
closely with experience. 

Fox studied with one of the 
world’s leading mucroneure- 
surgeons, Prof. MG. Yusargil 
of Zurich, Switzerland, and now 
Fox has won worldwide 
recamition of lis own. 

He flay presented papers at 
miore than 70 national and inter- 
national conferences and his lst 
of scholarly publications totals 
126 not including a three- 
volume ~Tntracranial 
Aneurysms” A Text and Athi.” 
Now in preparation 

“The rest of the neuro- 
surgical world recognizes John 
as one of tts op reople, said G. 
Robert Nugent, chairman of 
Neurosurgery in the WVU 
School of Medicine. * His work 
is superb and the mortality and 
morbidity rates are 

exceptionally low,” 

Aneurysm surgery is dif- 
ficult because of the small 
entrance area and the fact that 
making a channel to the site re- 
quires that sections of the brain 
be literally moved aside. The 
aneurysm Itself is net removed 
but instead a metal chp is 
squeezed across its base 

The operation takes about 
three hours plus another 9 
minutes to prepare the patient, 
including immobilizing the 
head with a pinion holder and 
mserting three pins into the 
skull. 

The slightest movement of 
the patient's head is maunified 
considerably under the surgical 
microscope,” Fox said. Micro 
surgery demands a precisely 
maintained position throuzh the 
entire operation. ° 

Almost all of the work ts done 
with the surgeon looking 
through a microscope that 1- 
luminates and magnifies the 
work area eight times Fox 
knows from experience that in- 
adequate sleep. unusual stress. 
or even a cup ‘f coffee before 
surgery will increase hand 
tremor — movement unnctice- 
able to the naked eve but clear- 
ly seen under the mucroscoupe 

Fox noted that the first 
deliber.te attack on a ruptured 
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intercramal aneurysm took 
place 50 vears ago, and as 
recently as 146 the mortality 
rute for the operation was 30 
percent. 

Improvement cume rapidty 
after nucrosurgery was intro 
duced 15 years ago and 
mortality for the operation now 
uverapes 5 percent. Fox has not 
lost an operated aneurysm 
Patient tn two vears. 

Few patients have any 
symptoms until the first 
‘bleed. thus surgery usually 
takes place after that episode. 
On rare occasions, aneurysms 
are discovered during CAT 
scans or ahglogranis done for 
other purposes. 


The typical patient nay be 
brought to the emergency room 
after suffering a sudden severe 
headache and then going into a 
coma,” Fox said. “Most are in 
the 40 to 60 ave range We doa 
spinal tap and a CAT sean to 
determine if and where the 
bleed occurred. The neuro 
radiologist perforins arterie 
yraphy to find af the 
hemorrhaye was caused by an 
aneurism or a blood vessel mal- 
formiution. 

Unless a large blood clot has 
formed that can be relieved bv 
Immediate surgery, the oper- 
ation is scheduled about two 
weeks later to allow the patient 
to be in optimum condition. 

“In past vears surgery was 
usually done immediately. but 
It eventually became clear that 
results were better if the 
operation were postponed for 4 
time.” Fox said 

Aneurysms occur most often 
inthe urea under the base of the 
brain where arteries are 
enveloped in spinal fluid, rather 
than in a solid supporting 

structure that would tend to 
prevent an artery wall from 
ballooning out 

The blood vessels involved 
averaue three-eizhths oof an 
inch in diameter, although the 
aneurysms are often larger 
than that. Some may reach a 
size where they press ayainst 
sensitive areas of the brain and 
Cause s\imptoms before they 
rupture. 

The surgical opening in the 
skull is wbeut two inches im 
width and the main working 
area is about two and a half 
mches under the surface. To 
reach that site, Fox drills away 
part of the socalled sphenoid 
wing of the skull in order to ab- 
tain the lowest and smoothest 
pathway to avoid raising the 
brain any more than necessary. 

‘You're working in an area 
right up into the brain stem and 


any injury there can be par- 
ticularly devastating,’” he 
noted. 

Fox said tnprovements in the 
surgery were made possible by 
better anesthetic techniques, 
life support systems and 
diagnostic tools, as well as the 
introduction of mucrosurgery. 
But the medical literature 
makes it clear that “the 
cardinal factors are the train- 
Ing, experience and expertise of 
the operating team which 
utilizes these new techniques.” 

Besides the many operations 
done here, Fox has been called 
to Hartford, Conn., and to 
Sweden and the Republic of 
China to perform aneurysm 
surgery. 

He has served as a visiting 
professor at the universities of 
Chicago, Florida and Ottawa: 
Johns Hopkins, Loyola of 
Chicago and Baylor uni- 
versities: New England 
Medica! Center, Boston; New- 
castle General Hospital, 
England: and Good Samaritan 
Medical Center in Portland, 
Ore. 

In addition to his surgery and 
scholarly work, Fox serves as a 
consultant tu the National In- 
stitutes of Health, the Peace 
Corps, the National Naval 
Medical Center and the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua. 

When he entered medical 
school, Fox was headed for a 
career in cardiology but after 
being introduced to neuri- 
surgery while a student at 
George Washington University 
medical school, he decided 
quickly that was his field. Work 
with intracranial aneurysms 
first drew his interest on visits 
to Walter Reed Army Hospital. 

After 10 vears in practice and 
teaching, he decided to yo to 
Zurich to study with Yasargil, 
the European leader in micro 
neurosurgery. ''] was in Vienna 
to give a paper when we got to 
know each other and I first 
considered working with him,” 
Fox recalled. 

Dr Nugent notes that a 
number of American surgeons 
have gone to Zurich to study 
with Yasurgil — “usually for a 
month or two, a few for up to six 
months. John took a whole year 
— while a full professor of 
neurosurgery at GW — to work 
with him and perfect his own 
techniques.” 

Nugent described Fox's forth- 
coming book on aneurysm sur- 
gery as “monumental — it will 
be the leading one in world hit- 
erature on this subject.” 

Nugent is a good judze. Be- 
fore bringing Fox here from 
Washington, D(.. six years 
avo, Nugent himself already 
had done outstanding work in 
cerebral aneurysm surgery.

Specialist Notes tlternatives For 


Dairy Farmers With Feed Surpluses 


With a healthy feed grain situ- 
ution in the state, Maryland 
dairy farmers have alter- 
natives which may not exist in 
some other areas for helping to 
ease the economic squeeze now 
facing the nation’s dairy in- 
dustry. 

So says Dr. John W. Wysong, 
Extension farm management 
specialist and professor of ag- 
ricultural economics at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland in College 
Park. 

Dairy farms in Maryland 
often produce most of the feed 
energy consumed by their cows, 
Dr. Wysong notes. Thus, they 
are in a good position to 
diversify by shifting from pro 
duction of surplus milk and 
dairy beef to off-farm cash 
sales of excess feed prains and 
oilseed crops. 

The booming Delmarva broil- 
er industry is an ever-in- 
creasing consumer of corn and 
soybean, the Extension

specialist pointed out. And 
Maryland farmers have ready 
access to the world export 
markets through the Port of 
Baltimore. 

During the 1970's and early 
1980's, Dr. Wysong commented, 
many Maryland dairy farmers 
found that cash returns per 
hour of labor and monetary 
returns to limited capital re- 
sources were higher from in- 
creased cash grain production 
than they would have been from 
higher total milk production 
when cows per worker and milk 
output per cow were already at 
high levels. 

Non-tillable pastureland with 
adequate water and shade can 
frequently be rented to 
neighboring dairv or beef cattle 
farmers, Dr. Wysong pointed 
out. This alternative can be 
especially appealing to older or 
part-time farmers who need or 
want to reduce their work 
schedules. 

Those farmers who feel that 
they are “strapped in" to their 
dairy enterprise will need to 
exalhine Ways to keep costs per 
unit of production law and de 
clining if they are to weather 
the approaching period of pre- 
dicted financial adversity. 

Where buildings, mulking 
parlor size or equipment may 
seem to limit total out-put, 
managers should seek changes 
in labér scheduling and low-cost 
housing and feeding additions to 
produce more meat and milk at 
a smuller cost per unit than 
formerly. 

Other opportunities for lower- 
Ing cost per unit of output in- 
clude breeding better cattle, 


using better-balanced feed 
tations and improving manage- 
ment of the overall farm 
business, Wyson concluded. 


Service Predicts 
Record Corn Crop 


Favorable weather this 
spring has provided Maryland 
corn the needed boost to pro- 
duce a record size grain harvest 
this year, if July 1 conditions 
continue throughout the grow- 
Ing season, according to the 
Maryland-Delaware Crop 
Reporting Service. For the first 
time on record the States 
average yield is forecast to 
reach 100 bushels per acre. The 
Crop Reporting Service says 
total production should reach 66 
million bushels, 12 percent over 
the previous record crop in 1979 
and 43 percent above the 1980 
drought-reduced crop 

Maryland farmers are also 
harvesting excellent small 
grain crops. Winter wheat pro 
duction in 1981 1s forecast at 5.48 
million bushels, the largest crop 
since 1974. Yields from the 
137,000 acres harvested are 
expected to average 40 bushels 
per acre, two bushels below the 
1971 record high average, but 
two bushels better than the 1980 
crop average. 

Barley yields, at 55 bushels 
per acre, equaling the 1969 high, 
ure forecast to produce 4.13 
million bushels from the 75,000 
acres for harvest. Up 13 percent 
from last years crops, the 1981 
production will be the best since 
1976. 

Oats are the only small grain 
forecast to produce a smaller 
crop than last year. With 
harvested acreage up slightly 
at 20,000 acres, yields are 
expected to drop five bushels 
below a year ago to 54 bushels 
per acre. Total production, 
amounting to 1.08 million 
bushels, declined four percent 
from the previous year. 

Rye yields are forecast at 30 
bushels per acre, joing 1976 
and 1978 at the top and three 
bushels above 1980. The 8,000 
acres for harvest equals a year

despite concern over supply 
Interruptions from California 
due to an insect problem, 
ample supples of Maryland- 
grown peaches and other fruits 
are now coming to market, 
according to an official of the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture. 

Sidney C. Miller, Chief uf the 
Department's Marketing 
Division, points out that “the 
staff of the Marketing Division 
stands ready to assist com- 
mercial buyers line up suurces 
of Maryland produced peaches. 
We know who the producers 
are and can help out in efforts 
to contact them.” 

He also sounded a note of 
caution for consumers 
regarding the widely 
publicized friut fly problem in 
California and its possible 
effect on supplies and prices of 
some fruits. 

While it ts true that Cali- 
fornia iS a major supplier of 
many fruits.’ Miller said. ‘it 
Is also true that many of these 
items are pyrown in cont 
Inercial quantity in Maryland 
and other states 

‘Tt is important that peaple 
don’t panic and that they 
weiph carefully their wholesale 
and retail buying decisions to 
examine total supply and 
‘source availability before 
being goaded into paying ultra 
high prices in a scramble to 
secure supplies.

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State Officials 
Abandon 560 
Relocation Plan 


The Maryland Department of 
Transportation, State Highway 
Adniunistration, recently 
announced its decision to 
abandon construction of a 
bridge bypass from south of 
Garrett Road to Maryland 
Route 560 at Tach Lann. The 
project, which apparently was 
the only new construction 
capital project considered by 
SHA for Garrett County in the 
next five vears, was initited 
for safety reasons tu bypass the 
ut-prade railroad crossing at 
Loch Lynn. 

At a Design Public Hearing 
held November 12, 1980, resi- 
dents of Loch Dynan received 
support from county officials 
in registering apposition to the 
closing of the railroad crossing 
to Jocal traffie. which was part 
of the original plan, noting that 
action would create an in- 
convenience for Town residents 
and would have a serious ad- 
verse effeet. oon the ‘Tuwn's 
businesses and ultimately its 
tax base. 

Due to that opposition, which 
required that the crossing re 
main open only to local traffie, 
and probably due to limited 
funds, state officials decided in- 
steud to construct varlous lie 
provements aut the ratlroad 
crossing, and to abandon plans 
for a bypass. 

The improvements, noted in a 
letter to Delegate DeCorsey FE. 
Bolden + R-Allegany-Garrett. 
are expected t include a Te- 
vised flashing lights econ- 
figuration, the addition of 
safety gates, and a “more 
comfortable crossing surface,” 
according to M.S. Caltrider, 
State Highway Admunistrator. 
Cattrider added that 
negotiation with the railroad is 
in process, and he has targeted 
& notice to proceed with con- 
struction for Fiscal Year 1982. 

Tim Dugan, Garrett County 
Planning Director, agreed to

The group plans to send 
about 50 niere letters ino an 
attempt lo pet soe action. 

She noted im the past. the 
response to requests for repairs 
had been that) ne roenes 
avallable One tenant has wait- 
ed over one vear to receive 
paint for her living reom, which 
has never been painted 

Diana Wawzinski, county 
hous coordinator, and ‘Tim 
Dugan, county planning 
director, who have been 
ussizned by the commussioners 
to help remedy the situation,

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Commissioners To File Appeal 


Of Health Permit For Sludge 


The Garrett County Com- 
nussioners have voted to file a 
formal appeal of an expected 
health department permit to a 
Philadelphia-based land 
reclamation firm for city sludge 
upplication at a mine site in 
Garrett County. 

The motion was made during 
the commissioners’ meeting 
Tuesday, the day after the State 
Land Reclamation Committee 
voted nine to two to approve the 
use of sludge in place of 
fertilizer to reclaim a 2f-acre 
mine site as a demonstration 
project. 

The muajor reason cited by the 
commissioners for the appeal 
was concern for the health and 
safety of county residents. 

The commissioners also 
pointed out’ that the health 
depurtinent used results — of 
sludpe sample analyses secured 
from Pennsylvania State Uni- 
versity, under contract with the 
reclamation firm, rather than 
from the University of Mary- 
land. the usual! informational 
source used by the health 
department. But the state 
health department apparently 
has decided to consider Mary- 
land data before Issuing 
pernut. 

The appeal, to be filed when 
the pertul is issdcu, is the see- 
ond action by the commis- 
sioners to halt the sludge 
demonstration project. 

At a special session on Fri- 
day, the commissioners unani- 
mously voted to reject the 
project application. saying 
their legal authority was given 
them in Article 43, Section 394-A 
of the Annotated Code of Mary- 
land. 

Under this law, the state 
health department must have 
the approval of the county 
commissioners before issuing a 
perimit for sludve or refuse 
disposal. 

Over 10) county residents, 
attending the special session, 
applauded the comunissioners’ 
decision as well as the 
announcement by Delegate De 
Corsey Bolden + K-Allegany, 
Garrett) that he opposed sludge 
application in the county and 
would support the commis- 
stoners’ action. 

[he egulity of the com- 
nussioners’ action has been 
questioned. A Departinent of 
Natural Resources attorney has 
said the commissioners have no 
legal basis for their action if all 
state ayvencies approve the 
project. The state health 
department has not yet issued 
its permit. 

The Land Reclamation Com- 
mittee’s vote on) Monday in- 
cluded the addition of a number 
of stipulations on the project, 
including drepping the appli- 
cation of 40 dry tons of sludge 
per acre tu 13 dry tons per acre.

Douglas Murray, the chief 
executive officer of Modern 
Larthline Companies, the land 
reclamation firm, said he ques- 
tioned whether the stipulations 
would allow the project to be 
econonucally feasible for his 
firm. 

The firin does expect to pro- 
ceed with the project within the 
tune limits established by the 
Land Reclamation Conumnittee 
which set August 15 as the last 
date to begin and Deceniber 31 
as the deadline to end. 

The conunittee meeting, Mon- 
day was continued from last 
Monday in order for the mem- 
bers to hear opinions from other 
specialists who studied sludge 
and who were not connected 
with Modern Earthline, 

Three specialists testified 
Monday: Dr. Rufus Chaney, 
sludge researcher, Dr. Del 
Fanning, agrononust; and Dr 
Ray Morgan, pollution 
economist. 

In his testimony, Dr. Chaney 
pomted out the problem of the 
heavy metals in the sludge from 
the Back River Treatment 
Plant, the sludge to be applied 
in Garrett County. But, he ex- 
plained, because of the mixture 
of metals in the sludve any 
potential ill effeets were can- 
celled oul, or, at ieast, com 
trollable through proper pH 
Inaintenance, food farming 
practices, and proper imoi- 
toring. 

Chaney's testimony largely 
showed that current knowiedye 
and his own researeh on siudge 
reveuled no health hazard. 

Other stipulations added 
the permut by the conunittee in- 
cluded: That the project. con- 
tinue under bond for at least 
five vears; that the bond be in- 
creased to $2,000 per acre; that 
the demonstration project's 
water run off be contained ina 
single pond; that the sludge be 
incorporated into the soil with

The motion to contract the 
services of C&G Glass carried 
with three affirmative votes. 
That firm will replace Gunite 
which has broken away outside 
of the tanks. 

2. Ward Hinebaugh and J.B. 
Munimna were present to dis- 
cuss the condition of a wall at 
Ward's Bar on Second Street. 
Hinebaugh informed Counvil 
that the wall is bulging out due 
to improper curb installation by 
the Town nearly 35 years ago. 
According to Hinebaugh and 
Mumma, the curb sits on top of 
the pavement, allowing water 
to run underneath the sidewalk 
and freeze, causing damage to 
the wall. 

Tom Janes, attorney for the 
council, noted that the street 
appears to be sinking as the 
wall is bulging out, and he add- 
ed that the cause seems to be re- 
lated to curb installation. 

According to the Town 
Charter, the Town 1s 
responsible for installing curbs 
and the citizen is responsible for 
the sidewalks. Repair of that 
wall was put out to bid in April, 
and Council received two bids 
for the work. The apparent low

bidder is Metheny Brothers, 
Kingwood.

Even though the county conumissioners ruled 
Friday that they are against sludge dumping in 
Garrett County, the crisis seems far from over. 
Modern Earthlines, the company which has the 
contract to haul this material, has indicated it wall 
“take this issue right to the mat.” which ts to be 
expected when one considers that this company 
stands to gain several hundred thousand dollars on 
the project. Modern Furthlines is expected to 
challenge the conumissioners’ authority to rule on 
the project by proclaimung themselves as a local 
health board. Although there may be some question 
as to whether this move by the conunissioners will 


hold up in court, 


this power has been

successfully before. A few years ago Allegany 
County commissioners utilized the same power 
when the sludge question arose in their county. 

It seems to us that, regardless of the number of 
committees and state government officials who rule 
in favor of the project, if the residents of Garrett 
County and the government of Garrett County du not 
Want to have any part of the project. then there 
should be no project. To allow a commercial 
enterprise, such as Modern Fiarthlines, to, in effect, 
usurp the power of a county government is out- 
rageous. [t makes a mockery of county authority 
and indicates some severe problems with the overall 


system of government

Sports is a carefully 
controlled commodity. The obvious link between television as a 
reporter of the strike, and television as a major profiteer from the 
sport, hasn't been commented on thus far. But it is too obvious to 
ivnore, and so these thoughts emerge. 

Television sells sports. Watch the shenanigans of the 
Pittsburgh stations as they compete for mass appeal in the 
marketplace. The pitch seems aimed at beer-swilling blue-collar 
workers. The sad thing 1s how the public continues to fall for the 
contrived argument, the canned invective. “Commentators” 
offer their insights on the game, or in this case, the absence of 
action in the ball parks. But the consumer is supposed to accept it 
all, with no more input than to say “give me an ‘I-C Light'.” 

It would be fun to be humorous about the strike. As in every 
dispute, there are compelling human interest stories. But, it is 
becoming difficult to watch the owners and players engage in 
their contest to the oohs and aahs of the assembled media. It 1s, 
after all is said and done, a game. The yame is not played with 


bats and balls, but with bucks. 


Oh, cynic. There is a green branch of hope after all. From 
around the country come reports of skyrocketing interest in Little 
J.cague and other amateur baseball. It is as if people are saying 

foul bali” tu the spectacle of greedy interests competing, not for 
the lovalty of the fan, but for his dullar. One could wish that the 
money saved from the unsold stadium seats would be spent on 
uniforms and equipment for thousands of amateur teams. 

What irony it would be. The business interests would emerge 
from their closed rooms to fave a generation of tans who've 
discovered the real thing, only to stup caring about the business of 


sport for sale.

All.” was one of her favorite 
parts plaved. The character de 
scribed by Debbie as a 
hardened biting woman from 
living years of hes.” in no way 
parallels the friendly, sensitive 
Nature of the actress. But the 
poise, confidence and _inteth- 
gence found in Verorea Is also 
evident in the 22-vear-old stu- 
dent from the University of New 
Mexico. 

Dressed for rehearsal in 
leotards and ballet shppers. 
Debbie approaches her first 
professional acting experience 
In a serious manner, vet 
exhibiting an air of calmness 
and welcominy passers-by with 
a knowing smile. 

She has long expressed an 
Interest In languages. particu- 
larly French and French 
culture. She is also adept in the 
field of music and is a member 
of a jazz rock band in 
Albuquerque. 

Having always debated be 
tween music afd theatre, 
Debbie savs she tends to lean toe 
ward acting, sighting more 
experience and confidence in 
that field from past endeavors. 
“But I enjoy musice just as 
much,” she said, ° and would 
like to make a career out of 
both.’ Debbie appears to be an 
achicver and a hard worker, 
having studied piano. voice, 
aeousti. and C.assical pultar, 
the French luuguuye and dance, 
in additiun to various aspects of 
the theatre. She has worked as a 
secretary and w-.itress through- 
out her years of college studies, 
including one year of music ata 
community college in Miami, 
Florida 

Debbie describes Miami as a 
“meiting pot with a diversity of 
cultures.’ She found it to be an 
“interesting place to pick up 
accents,” some of which she 
has used on stage. Her fasci- 
nation with the people of Mianu 
gave way to a greater love of 
the mountains she missed, how- 
ever, motivating Debbie to re 
turn to New Mexico in 1979 as a 
theatre major 

During that year Miss 
Martinez was understudy for 
production, concentrating on 
the technical aspects of the 
theatre A member of the uni- 
versity’s theatre yroup, she 
worked with lights and sound. 
The experience was good, she 
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sald. as she feels “an actress 
needs knowledge of all aspects 
of the theatre to be able to func- 
tion more confidently.” 

Debbie has displayed versa- 
tility and competence in the 
wide variety of characters she 
has portrayed on stage. In high 
school she portrayed a schizo 
phrenic housewife in a play 
written by a fellow student, en- 
titled --Circus."’ She played the 
part of Gloria Thorp, journalist, 
m ‘“‘Damned Yankees,’ a 
musical production put on by 
her high school theatre yroup. 

She has worked mostly with 
comedy, and finds the biggest 
challenge in that is concen- 
tration and trying to keep from 
laughing. Debbie said she likes 
to make people laugh, but also 
likes to get them interested ina 
story 

Last vear Miss Martinez 
appeared in the ‘Bald 
Soprano.” a “farce, based on 
absurdity.” she said, and she 
was the comic relief in ‘Street 
Scene,” a dramatic play. The 
Bald Soprano,” the same type 
of play as ‘Pool’s Paradise,” 
the opening production of the 
Garrett County Playhouse, was, 
in her words. ‘very challeng- 
Ing, involving exaggerated 
language and action, without 
having the intention of giving a 
message to the audience.” 

It was 11 that play that Debbie 
was first faced with having to 
portray some age. She was 
faced with that challenge here 
for last week's performance. 
“It is difficult for me to relate 
to.” she said, “but it can be 
done by watching older people . 
. . observing is the biggest part 
of acting... it’s all imitation.” 
In ‘Street Scene’ Debbie 
Played the part of *‘an old busy- 
body. and that play involved 
accents, one of her major 
Interests. 

Originally a French major 
who has studied that language 
four years. Miss Martinez 
appeured in a French play 
entitled “Le Tempes Sauvage” 
(The Savage Tines) last spring 
at the University of New 
Mexico. The writer. Anne 
Hebert. came from Parts to 
direct the production, and 
Debbie performed the lead role 
of I.uci, recited entirely in 
French. The drama deals witha 
family trying to break away 
from old habits, and the char- 
acter Luci is “closed in, but 
wanting to break out of a shell,” 
Debbie said 

Miss Martinez, who also 
speaks Spanish, states that 
“there is so much to pain, as an 
actress especially. instudying a 
different culture and 
language.’ adding that langu- 
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age study helps with diction. 

The actress states that she 
would like to study in the 
provinces of Canada, or pass- 
ibly in France, to fulfill desire 
to be in French productions. She 
noted that the provinces are 
“famous for a more intimate 
form of theatre,” which seems 
to be attractive to her 

“I might lke to go to San 
Francisco to attend the Amer- 
can Conservatory of Theatre 
and possibly get a master’s 
degree. I would also be happy 
working 8 to 5 and singing at 
night, but that would be the last 
alternative,” she said. Debbie 
Is accustomed to a heavy 
schedule, adding that she feels 
she has the stanuna for long 
working hours. “I like to keep 
moving ... it makes me feel 
more complete.” 

Debbie indicated that she has 
a supportive family and many 
friends in New Mexico, and 
leaving them to come to Garrett 
County to rely upon her own 
discipline has been difficult. 
Her voice coach, Gene Yell, 
chairman of the Garrett County 
Playhouse, asked her to join the 
company. Miss Martinez said 
she feels she has adjusted well 
to the new environment here, 
but 1s anxious to return to New 
Mexico sometime in early 
August to prepare for her senior 
year at the College of Fine Arts. 

Debbie enjoys “all aspects of 
the arts,” and she ts an accom- 
plished painter. She loves 
nature, hiking and outdoor 
sports, including tennis and 
jogging. Her major ambitions, 
however, seem firmly set on the 
stage, as revealed through the 
sparkle in her eyes when she 
speaks of the art of acting.

This will be 
followed by a second treatment 
of asphalt and 3/8" crushed 
stone, the SHA said. 

This work Is necessary due to 
deterioration and oxidation of 
the bitununous concrete ( black- 
top) pavement surface. 

Sealing prevents moisture 
penetration, the SHA says, and 
protects the roadway from the 
winter ‘‘freeze/thaw cycle” 
which causes the perennial pot- 
hole. Sealing the roadway will 
also allow State Highway Ad- 
ministration maintenance 
forces to provide better main- 
tenance service since the extent

of pothole repatrs will be 
lessened. 

This type of maintenance 
work should not be confused 
with or compared with 
permanent blacktop pavement 
overlays which are generally 
referred to as roadway re 
surfacing, according to SHA. 
Resurfacing 1s a capital im- 
provement and Is programmed 
and budgeted with capital funds 
allocated by the SHA Chief 
Engineer and Administrator. 
Surface treatment funds are 
taken from the district's yearly 
maintenance budget allocation 

Approximately 22 mules of 
roadway are included in this 
work in the three counties at a 
cost of $300.000. Maintenance 
crews from SHA's District 6 
(which ls comprised of the three 
counties) will perform the sur- 
face treatment 

Motorists are requested by 
the SHA to reduce speed in the 
work areas. There will be some 
loose stone and dust which can 
cause problems if the motorists 
fail to reduce speed.

Seeks Child Support Judgement 
Against Transsexual Woman 


WESTMINSTER, ‘Md. (UPI) 
— A county prosecutor Tuesday 
asked that a ‘ranssexual be 
held in contempt of court for 
not paying child support to two 
children she sired while she 
was a man. 

But Brenda Roberts. the 
former male, said she made the 
payment and would “hire a 
lawyer and appeal the case all 
the way.” 

The payment was due at the 
Carroll County state's attor- 
ney's office by 4 p.m. Friday 
and assistant state’s attorney 
Marcie Sweren said it was not 
in the office Tuesday. Ms. 
Roberts said she mailed the $40 
payment Friday. 

“IT sent the money even 
though I can't afford it. And 
I'm yoing to fight the order 
anyway. I sent the money so I 
wouldn't have to go to jail. 1 
don’t want to go to jail,” said 
Ms. Roberts. 33, of baltimore. 

Ms. Sweren said Ms. Roberts 
could face 4 maximum penalty 
of 179 days in jail if found in 
contempt of court. Ms, 
Rob3rts, divorced from 
her wife in 1974. was ordered 
two weeks ago to make child 


support payments of $40 4a week 
to her twohchildren, a son, 13, 
and a daughter, 10. 

A similar order was issued in 
1976 by a Baltimore County 
court, but Ms. Roberts paid 
only $225 of $3.800 in the case, 
prosecutors said. The Carroll 
County order is separate and 
does not affect the Baltimore 
County case, said Ms. Sweren, 
who is domestic relations chief 
in Carrall County.

Officer Who Shot, Killed Motorist 


Had Been Cleared Of Assault Charge 


MILLERSVILLE, Md. +UPI) 
— A police officer who shot and 
killed a motorist this week was 
cleared last year of a brutality 
charge und of an assault 
charge in 1977, police officials 
said Tuesday. 

The officer, David Hodge, 27, 
had been back on patrol duty 
for only a few months when the 
shooting occurred Monday. 

He had worked until recently 
in the police Bureau of 
Identification, where he was 
assigned following a January 
1980 ruling by an Anne Arundel 
County Cireuit Court overturn- 
ing a dhstrict court conviction 
on a police brutality charge. 

Capt. Curtis Nunn said that 
charge stemmed from a 
November, 1979 incident in 
which tHodye allegedly clubbed 
un 18-year-old with a flashlizht. 

Hodge was also found inno- 
cent in circuit) court of a 
criminal charge of assault in 
the shooting of a 16-year-old 
following a high-speed chase in 
July. 1977. 
a Nunn said Ilodge worked in 
the identification bureau “book- 
ing prisoners, processing crime 
scenes, lifting prints and taking 
photographs. But I don’t think 
he liked it down there, and he 
repeatedly asked to be put back 
on patrol work.” 

Nunn, who supervises the 
Bureau of Identification, said, 
“1 can't say why he was on the 
street. But 1] can say that some 
people in this department are 
asking that, too.” 

Police Chief Maxwell V. Frye 


Jr.. who ypranted Hodge's 
request for transfer three 
months ago, refused to say why 
he made that decision. 

Leroy Perry, 48, of Annapolis, 
was stopped early Monday 
along Ritchie Highway in 
Arnold for suspected drunk 
driving. Police said the man 
pot out of his car carrying a 
screwdriver and walked toward 
Hodge. 

Hodge apparently thought 
Perry had a weapon in his hand 
and fired two shots into Perry's 
chest. Nunn said. 

The victim’s wife, Shirley 
Perry, said her husband wus 
carrying the screwdriver so he 
could open his trunk and yet his 
auto registration when he was 
shot. 

Perry wus the father of three 
children und worked for the 
last 10 years as a janitor, first 
for Anne Arundel County, then 


for the state Employment 
Security Building. 
Hodye apparently left the 


scene of the shooting immedi- 
utely after the incident and 
didn't file a report for more 
than 12 hours, state's atgorney 
Warren Duckett said. 

Nunn said Hodge, 27, a six- 
sear veteran of the force, 
remains on leave with pay until 
an Investigation can be con- 
cluded. 

Frye said he has ussizned 
three high-ranking officers to 
investigate the case and to 
consider pressing possible 
criminal and adihinistrative 
charges.

The dam project is located in 
Garrett County and Mineral 
County, W.Va. at a point be- 
tween the villages of Barnuni 
und Shaw, Wo Va, and is de- 
siined to pruvide water quality 
control, water supply, reduction 
of flood damage and recreation. 
It will control a drainage area 
of 263 square miles, which Is 
approximately 20 percent of the 
North Branch Basin. 

Active long-terni storaye of 
94,700 acre-feet will be used for 
water quality, water supply and 
recreation, The available flood 


control storage of 36,200 acre 
feet will prevent about 46 per- 
cent of the average annual flood 
damages along the North 
Branch, according to Craig. 

The full recreation lake will 
have a surface area of 952 
acres, a shoreline of 13.6 miles 
and will extend upstream from 
the dam a distance of 5.5 miles 
measured along the streambed. 
The Jake will be about 2,600 feet 
wide at its widest point. For 
flood control, the lake will have 
a surface area of 1,184 acres 

The Phase III contractor, S.J. 
Groves and Sons Company, 
Shiremanstown, Pa., has com- 
pleted its $16.5 million contract 
to build the gated concrete spill- 
way and dike, Craig stated. 

The spillway structure con- 
tains 32.500 cubic vards of con- 
crete, is 210 feet wide and has 
five steel tainter pates, 32 feet 
high and 42 feet wide. The dike, 
which contains about 1 million 
cubi¢e yards of compacted earth 
and rockfill materials, is 90 feet 
high and 900 feet long. Other 
work which Groves has conm- 
pleted is an access road from 
Bethel to an overlook and 
parking areas on the Maryland 
side of the project and an access 
bridve across the relocated rail- 
road. 

S.J. Groves and Sons Com- 
pany has also recently com- 
pleted 4 $7.3 million contract to 
relocate about 3.3 miles of West 
Virginia State Route 46 around 
the reservior area, and to con- 
struct an access road, parking 
area, comfort station and bout 
launching ramp along Howell 
Run 

According to Craig, addition- 
al recreation facilities will be 
constructed during the next two 
years.

Planning, CAF MS points out, 
invalves doing same research 
Once you have carefully con- 
sidered and decided whether 
you prefer burial, cremation or 
bequeathal of your body or 
various of its parts, you should 
call on or telephone several 
funeral directors. Explain what 
you want, ask what they have to 
offer, and make comparisons. 

Do not hesitate to ask about 
costs, the association advises. If 
a particular firm offers only 
“complete funerals,” ask to see 
an itemized list of what ‘‘com- 
plete” includes. If simpler 
arrangements appeal to you, 
seek a funeral director who will 
be attentive to vour wishes. And 
if you feel uncomfortable with 
one director, do not be em- 
barrassed about seeking the 
services of another. 

It's often helpful, the as- 
sociation points out, to have 
someone with you when you 
make your arrangements. This 
companion could be an advisor 
or a close friend who can ask 
questions, clarify details, and 
generally lend support during 
what will probably be some- 
thing of an unsettling business. 

Check out cemeteries, too, the 
association suggests. Get lot 
prices, and ask about policies 
concerning markers, grave, 
liners, cost of perpetual care, 
ect. 

After you have done vour plan- 
ning and made your urrange- 
ments, commit them to paper 
either as a letter or on one of the 
special forms designed for this 
purpose. Send a copy to your 
next-of-kin or to the person who 
will be responsible for carrying 
out the arrangements. Keep the 
original in a place where it can 
be found quickly and easily. Do 
not secrete it away in a safe 
deposit box.

Drunk Driving 
Arrests In June 
Jump By 88% 


Maryland State Police report 
a dramatic jump in drunk driv- 
ing arrests for the second 
month in a row. A total of 971 
drunk drivers were arrested by 
Troopers during June. This is 
an 88 percent increase in drunk 
driving arrests when compared 
to the same month last year. 

During the first six months of 
this year 5,210 drivers have 
been arrested and charged by 
State Police for alcohol related 
violations.

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House Raffle: 
Hleeal In Most 
Areas Of State 


In response to numerous in- 
quiries regarding whether 
Maryland homeowners who are 
contemplating the sale of their 
houses by means of a raffle can 
do so legally, the Consumer 
Protection Division of the 
Marvland Attorney General's 
Office warns that most Marv- 
land jurisdictions forbid in- 
dividuals from profiting 
personally from a raffle. 

In addition, the Consumer 
Protection Division notes that 
under Marvland law, a raffle is 
a lottery. “Except for the Mary- 
land State Lottery and raffles 
conducted by specified charit- 
able, relinous, educational. 
fraternal and civic organi- 
zations, or volunteer fire 
companies in certain counties, 
lotteries are legal,’ said H 
Robert Ervin, Ir, cluef of the 
Consumer Protection Division. 
Buyers are particularly 
cautioned that any transfer of 
Teal estate by means of an 
illegal lottery is “void and of no 
effect." 

“The county-by-county laws 
that exempt organizations that 
conduct raffles fram the pro 
hibitions of the lottery law 
normally require that no in- 
dividual may benefit financially 
or receive any proceeds from 
the lottery for personal use or 
benefit,’ Erwin said. 

Consequently, “if part of the 
proceeds of the raffle of a home 
are kept by the homeowner, the 
ruffle would be illegal. even if it 
has been conducted by an 
exempted charitable or public 
service organization,” he sald. 

The consumer protection 
chef said his office has re- 
ceived numerous inquiries 
about the possible raffling off of 
homes following reports of an 
effort by a couple in Fairfas 
County, Virgina, to sell their 
$115.0 house by means of a 
$190-a-chance raffle being

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Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever 
Cases Reported 


A total of 36 cases of Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever 
(RMSF) have been reported in 
Maryland to date, the half-way 
point in the annual RMSF 
season which generally runs 
from May through September, 
the Department of Health and 
Mental Hyviene announced this 
week. This total compares with 
28 Rocky Mountain Spotted 
Fever cases reported at this 
time last year. 

RMSF is an acute disease 
caused by the bite of an infected 
tick and generally characteriz- 
ed by a sudden onset of 
symptoms, with moderate to 
severe fever (occasionally 104 
to 106 degrees), severe head- 
aches, chills, fatigue and 
generalized body aching and 
skin rash. The rash usually in- 
volves the palms of the hands 
and soles of the feet and 
progresses towards the trunk of 
the body during the course of

the disease. However, in some 
cases, no rash at all is observed 
by the patient. 

Last year there were 76 
reported cases of RMSF during 
the season, many confirmed by 
laboratory testing, said Dr. 
Joseph T. Horman, epidemio- 
logist with the Division of 
Communicable Diseases. Al- 
though one death was reported 
last year in Maryland, the 
national case fatality ratio for 
RMSF for the period 1975-1977 
was 5.2 deaths per 100 cases. 
This ratio has remained un- 
changed for the last decade des- 
pite the availabilty of effective 
antibiotics. 

Dr. Horman stressed that the 
di: ease can be fatal if not diag- 
nosed promptly and treated 
with an appropriate antibiotic. 
He added that a major danger 
with RMSF is a patient's delay 
in seeking medical consultation 
for any illness accompained by 
a high fever, headache and rash 
at this time of year, and in fail- 
ing to inform the physician of a 
recent tick bite or tick 
exposure. Studies show that al- 
though children account for the

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majority of the cases, fatalities 
from untreated cases tend to 
occur in adults above age 35. 
Dr. Horman also cautioned the 
public not to wait for the onset 
of a rash if other symptoms are 
present. 

Dogs infested with ticks, 
usually acquired from known 
tick-infested areas, were 
associated with 55 percent of 
the cases, Dr. Horman noted. 
He suggested that pet owners 
should keep their dogs from 
entering known infested areas 
or should inspect them for ticks 
before allowing them indoors if 
they have been ina possible tick 
infested area. 

Periodic and thorough check- 
ing for ticks on the body (every 


two to three hours) is the most 
effective preventive measure a 
parent can take to reduce risk 
of tick bites to themselves and 
their children, he said. 

Two RMSF cases are report- 
ed from Baltimore City; one 
from Anne Arundel; nine from 
Baltimore; four from Carroll; 
one from Caroline; four from 
Dorchester; two from Fred- 
erick; three from Harford; 
three from Prince Georges; one 
from Montgomery; one from 
Queen Anne; one from Talbot; 
three from Washington and one 
from Worcester. No deaths are 
reported to date.

Sometimes, despite all efforts 
to settle consumer disputes 
amicably, there are occasions 
when it seems the only thing left 
for an individual consumer to 
do is “tell it to the jude." 

Shortly before he left office, 
Maryland's Benjamin Civiletti, 
the former Attorney General of 
the United States, had the 
Justice Department prepare a 
brief, informative booklet bear- 
inv just that title. It is a handy 
guide to dealing with consumer 
complaints through the sinal 
claims courts, and vou can pet a 
free copy by sending a postcard 
with vour name and address to 
the Consumer Information 
Center, Dept. 6405. Puebla, 
Colorado 81009) (The small 
claims division of the District 
Court In vour area also will give 
you a brochure describing, how 
the court works, and the Mont- 
pomery County Office of Con- 
sumer Affairs also has pre- 
pared a booklet on the small 
claims cuurts there. Pro- 
cedures vary slightly from 
county to counts, but its a pood 
guide toa. 

Hach District Court in Mary- 
land has a small claims 
division. These courts handle 
disputes involving $500 or less. 
The General Assenibly has 
passed a law increasimy the 
limit to $1,000. beginning 
January 1, 1982.) There ure no 
Juries in’ these courts. only 
judues. The legal rules of pro- 
cedure are less formal, so its 
possible to represent Vourself 
without a lawyer calthough of 
vou have problems preparing 
vour case, or it is one involving 
personal injury or medical 
expenses, Vou may want to talk 
to an attorney.) 

If vou file a suit, vou become 
known as the “plainuff,” and 
the person or business you sue 
becomes the “defendant.” You 
can file a suit 41 person or by 
mail. There is a fee for filing 
suit and for formally notifying 
the defendant. 

When filling out the form for 
the suit, vou must use the 
correct name of the individual 
defendant or business. Some- 
times the name on the store- 
front is not the company’s 
‘Jezal name, as the Justice 
Department booklet notes. If 
you need information about a 
business’s name, you can get It 
from a licensing certificate that 
may be posted somewhere in- 
side the store or ona window, or 
from the appropriate state

licensing agency or the Better 
Business Bureau. 

It’s important to have docu- 
ments or concrete evidence to 
back up your case. Contracts or 
agreements, letters, bills, 
cancelled checks, warranties, 
receipts or written estimates 
ure crucial to presenting your 
side of the dispute. Photographs 
of damayed property or goods 
also can be helpful. Put. the 
material together neatly. 

To prepare for the trial, it 
might be wise to go to the Small 
Claims Court beforehand, just 
to see how cases are tried. 
When the date and time for your 
trial arrives, you — as the plain- 
tiff — will be asked to testify 
first and present vour evidence. 

‘Present your case thoraugh- 
ly but selectively. Don't expect 
the judge to listen to your life 
story or to read numerous docu- 
ments.” advises the Justice 
Department booklet. It's good 
advice. 

The defendant next: will be 
able to question you about your 
case. Don't argue, just answer 
the questions. 

Alter) vou have presented 
your evidence — including the 
testimony of witnesses. if vou 
have any -- the defendant has 
the right to present his side. 
This may include other docu- 
ments and witnesses, whom you 
may question 

If vou win the case, collecting 
whatever money vou may be 
entitled to receive often can be 
difficult, especially if the de 
fendant ran a fly-by-night" 
company or has since gone out 
of business. In peneral, the 
court will not act as a collection 


agency, the Justice Department 
notes. If the defendant fails to 
pay within a reasonable period 
of time, you should ask the 
court clerk about the separate 
legal procedures you may use to 
try to collect your money. 

Should you unfortunately be 
the defendant in a small claims 
suit, for goodness’ sake respond 
to the summons and show up tn 
court. Otherwise you probably 
will lose the case by default and 
be ordered to pay the plaintiff's 
claim. If there is a good reason 
why you can’t appear on the 
date for which the trial has been 
set, contact the court clerk im- 
mediately and ask for a post- 
Pponement until a day when you 
can appear. 

As either a plaintiff or a de 
fendant, you have the right to 
appeal the decision of the judge 
in Small Claims Court to the 
Circuit Court in your county. 
Then the whole procedure 
starts all over ayain. 

While the Small Claims 
Courts in Maryland serve a 
Vital function and do a goud job, 
it is always best — and less ex- 
pensive and time consuming — 
to try resolving your dispute 
without going to court. Believe 
It or not, the judyzes think the 
system is working well if they 
never get to see you at all.

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In response to the recent rise 
In incidents of serious child 
abuse, the Social Services Ad- 
minstratin of the Maryland 
Department of Human 
Resources hus issued a 
directive to local departments 
of social services throughout 
the state to begin an immediate 
review of their caseloads to 
identify cases in which the 
potential for family violence 
exists. 

According to Ruth Mussinga, 
executive director of the Social 
Services Administration, the 
nuniber of deaths attributed to 
probable child abuse has in- 
creased dramatically in recent 
weeks. In contrast with eight 
child abuse fatalities in Mary- 
land in 1980, five cluld fataliues 
in which abuse was a factor

were reported in a recent one- 
month period. In two of those 
deaths. child abuse was con- 
firmed as the probable cause. 
The remaining three cases are 
still under investigaton. 

In addition, during the first 
four months of 1981, incidents of 
suspected child abuse reported 
to the Central Registry at the 
Social Services Administration, 
rose by 3M over the same time 
period last year. 

“Unfortunately, in the 
coming months we expect a 
steady increase in domestic 
violence in general, and in child 
abuse in particular, due to 
family stress brought on by 
poor economic conditions,” Ms. 
Massinga commented. “The on-

When I was first on cam- 
era I thought I wis going to 
die of hyperventilation,” she 
says. “l wus frightened to 
death by the FCC (Federal 
Communications Commis- 
sion).

As a newscaster in San 
Diego and later a talk show 
host for “AM. Los Angeies,” 
Miss Purcell was well pre- 
pared for the on-camera 
Interviews that she does for 
the “Real People” series. But 
speaking in front of a studio 
audience was a different 
experience altogether 

“Tcan deal with a TV cam- 
era but if I have to look in the 
faces of the people I'm talking 
to thats when I get 
scared 

The moment of truth came 
while taping 4 game rhew, 
when she found the gallery 
filled with people Help came, 
however, in the form of veter- 
an game-show host Gene 
Rayburn. “Don't worry about 
it.. go out on stage and imag 
ine that everybody in the audi- 
ence is nude and you're the 
only one with clothes on,” he 
advised. 

“You have to laugh if you 
imagine the whole audience 
sitting there stark naked 
(and) you're the only one with 
clothes on” Miss Purcell says 
with a smile. “ti gives you 


that little extra bit of confi- 
dence, along with a sense of 
humor 

Although the next big step 
in her career was made more 
gradually, it resulted in her 
new contract with NBC. one 
that not only deals with acting 
but with producing, too 

‘TL hecame interested in 
being a producer from watch- 
ing the film crew,” she says 
“1 found out a lot of what was 
filmed depended on the ques 
tions | asked. I began to ask 
the producer more questions 
and as I became more techni- 
cally involved, he started 
standing back and letting me 
do it.

A total of 1.358 fire and 
rescue calls were handled by 
Garrett. Central Alarm, the 
county's emergency com- 
munication svstem, during the 
first half of 1981, according to 
a report released this week by 
Ind Livengood, chief dispatcher. 
Ihere were 19 requests for 
help from local rescue squads 
and 500 calls for assistance 
from fire departments. 

The numbers were down 
shyhtly from 1980 figures for 
the same period when a total 
of 1430 calls were handled, 878 
rescue calls and 509 fire calls.

Suit Filed tgaist Comm 


Claims Ad Valorem ‘Tay Mleeal 


The towns of Mt. Lake Park 
and Loch Lynn jointly filed suit 
against the Board of Garrett 
County Comumissioners July 15, 
claiming the ad valorem tax im- 
posed this fiscal year armount- 
ing to $.80 per $100 assessable 
value (to retire the debt. of 
sewer and water service pro 
vided by the Garrett County 
Sanitary Commission) is illegal 
and therefore not collectable or 
enforceable. 

The suit, filed on behalf of the 
towns by Russell B. Alexander 
and Charles H. Tressler. 
mayors of Mt. Lake Park and 
Loch Lynn, respectively, calls 
for a temporary restraiming 
order from Circuit Court Judge 
Fred A. Thayer to enjoin 
Arzella Parsons, County 
Treasurer and Tax Collector, 
from collecting any taxes under 
the “illegal and improperly 
adopted Ad Valorem tax,” 
pending a show cause hearing. 
The sult, prepared by Robert I. 
Watson. who is representing the 
towns, calls for an order to be 
issued, directing the comimis- 
sioners to show cuuse why the 
ad valorem taxes should not de 
set uside and declared ileal. 
uncollectable and unenforce- 
able. 

The suit claims that proper 
procedures were not followed, 
that no levy wes properly made, 
no Sanitary District was prop- 
erly adopted and approved by 
the poverning body of the 
county, and the certification 
procedure according to the 
Annotated Code of Maryland 
was not followed 

The petition specifically 
refers tu a “purported public 
hearing” on November 21, 1980, 

held in an apparent attempt to 
comply with the mandate of 
Article 25," tdealing with the 
imposition of certain ad 
valorem taxes) “but that the 
public hearing dealt with a 
resolution, attempting to 
authorize the issuance of 
$850,000 worth of Garrett 
County Samtary District, Inc.. 
water system bonds,” a resolu- 
tion the petitioners claim was 
adopted on October 29, 1980, and 
ratified by the commissioners 
on November 3, 1980 

The suit charges “that heer- 
Ing. and its advertising, did not 
meet the requirements of 
Article 25," as the hearing was 
held after the adoption and 
resolution of the ordinance and 
not 10 days before as provided 
by law. The chief complaints 
outhned in the petition deal with 
improper adoption and recerd- 
ing authorizing an ad valorem 
tax for any sewer or water 
district for Mt Take Park or 
Loch Lynn, and that the resi-

Delegate Bolden To Appeal Decision

Of Land Recamation Committee 


Delegate DeCorsey E. Bolden 
:R4sarrett, Allegany) has an- 
nounced his intention to appeal 
the State Land Reclamation 
Comnuttee's approval to issue a 
permit for the use of city sludge 
in the reclamation of a nune 
site. 

Bolden, who earlier this week 
said he is awaiting the arrival 
through mail of necessary docu- 
ments for his appeal, stated, 
“The residents of Garrett 
County have not been fullv 
yuaranteed that the proposed 
sludge is free of any foreign 
matter which might prove 
harmful to the environment, 
waters and streams of Garrett 
County.” 

Bolden said his appeal will go 
before the Natural Resources 
Review Board in mid-Sep- 
tember. 

In the meantime, Bolden or 
the comunissioners will attempt 
to obtain a temporary restrain- 
ing order from the court to 
prohibit the commencement of 
the sludge transportation and 
use, if necessary. 

The conunissioners are plan- 
ning to appeal the issuance of a 
state health department permit 
when tt is issued. Commissioner 
Ernest Gregg stated the letter 
appealing the decision will be 
sent as soon as the permit 1s 
Issued. 

The commissioners contend 


that as soon as they make their 
appeal, they will have the legal 
basis to obtain a court injune- 
tion to stop the sludge transpor-! 
tation. Gregg said, if necessary, 
they will send the county sheriff 
to the county line to enforce the 
injunction by stopping any 
trucks hauling sludge. 

Jack Turney, county 
attorney, indicated that 
although a court might grant an 
injunction on the basis of a 
pending appeal hearing, there 
is no certainty that the court 
would grant an injunction. 

Delegate Bolden said he 
hopes his and the commis- 
sioner's actions delay the land 
reclamation firm planning to 
haul the sludge so that the dead- 
line set by the land reclamation 
committee for beginning 
the project is not met. 

Bolden explained that if the 
project is stopped this year, he 
will have time to introduce 
legislation in the 1982 session of 
the Maryland General 
Assembly to cleurly grant the 
conunissioners the authority to 
accept or reject sludge disposal 
in the county. He noted other 
counties have had similar legis- 
lation passed 

The commissioners have 
taken actin as the county health 
board to reject the project, but 
questions have been raised over 
the legality of their action. 


Bridge Engineering, Solid Waste 
Contracts To Be Awarded Friday 


The Garrett County Board of 
Commissioners is expected to 
award an engineering bid for 
repuirs to Glendale Bridge and 
to settle on au county sohd 
waste system this) Friday 
during meetings in Board 
offices at the county court- 
house. 

The commissioners opened 
seven bids for engineering 
design work for repairs to 
Glendale Bridge, 9 which 
primarily needs its supportive 
bearings replaced.The bid 
amounts ranged from $4,200 to 
$19,950. 

Commissioner Ernest Gregg 
pointed out the importance to 
move quickly on the project, 
narticulary because only one 
month remauis until school 
begins. 

The Board of Education has 
indicated it will have to 
reroute buses which generally 
travel across the bridge 
because the weight limit has 
been decreased to six tons. 

Ihe commissioners expect 
the repairs to the bridve to 
allow them to raise the weight 
limit to 12 tuns. 

Once the engineering bid has 
been awarded and the design 
complete, actual repairs will 
be able to begin, the com- 
missioners note. They 
estimated repuirs would begin 
in October 
Herb MeCrobie, county roads 
engineer, and his staff will 
review the bids before Friday 
to varify that they comply with 
with bid specifications, 

After a brief discussion on 
several alternatives to the 
county solid waste system, 
the commissioners said they 
were not prepared to take 
action 

The 


commissioners stated 


they have eliminated several 
alternatives and now must 
decide between a compacter 
transfer system or to continue 
the present green box waste 
disposal systein or to continue 
dumpster sites and equipment. 

The compacter transfer 
system would involve 
replacing the 31 dumpster sites 
with five compacter station 
sites in the county. 

Each site would involved a 
permanent compacting unit 
with a 40-yard bex with the 
capacity of 50 green boxes. The 
county would purchase one 
truck to haul the boxes for 
emptying at the county's 
landfill sites.

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Second Impression 
Derriere Affair

It was a real cover-up. One newspaper had an artist sketcha 
pair of shorts over the offending hindquarters, while another 
refused the ad entirely. Yet another major metropolitan news- 
paper ran the ad, but with the top portion cropped so as to remove 
the young womian’s shapely seat. 

The ad was for the recent James Bond movie ‘For Your Eyes 
Only.” The artwork, so crass as to provoke the wrath of several 
publishers, was model Nancy Stafford, whose legs framed film 
star Roger Muore. The New York advertising agency was 
surprised at the controversy. The Massachusetts chapter of 
Morality in Media called the art “decivilizing.” The public, whose 
rights were being protected, hardly noticed. The test run of the ad 
before its release drew not one word of comment from the 
readers. 

The question isn't the merit of this ad. or the movie it 
publicizes. That is a matter of individual taste. That 1s precisely 
why it is impossible for anyone to label an ad, movie, book or 
whatever as offensive. 

I would not be attracted to any James Bond movie in the first 
place. Long ago 1 concluded that they were a waste of my time, 
inducing sleep during the opening credits. Obviously, individual 
taste often differs from that of the public at large. It is arrogant 
for any publisher who presumes to enjoy the freedom of the first 
amendment to deny that freedom to others. 

But, that is exactly what real freedom of speech means. 

That is the catch. It is entirely proper for a publication to 
refuse any material. for whatever reason, or none at all. At times, 
it may actually be necessary to take this action, in the case of a 
libelous statement. That is not the case here, in the question of the 
movie ad. 

There are many timnes when some advertising. or some other 
part of a newspaper, is offensive to the persons involved in 
printing it. But freedom of speech must be just that. free. It 
should be subject to maximum freedom and minimum restraint 
Any other policy, no matter how well-intended, is censorship. And 
censorship has no place in a free society 

Can there be perfect freedom of speech? Not precisely. The 
human judgment needed makes the choice about wtiat can and 
can't be printed or seen a fragile thing. It is a process as fraile as 
any other part of our way of life. 

Perhaps we need to be reminded occasionally, Our nation’s 
freedom is a rarity. The words of the constitution aren't worth the 
paper they're printed on— unless they are believed and lived each 
day. It was the colonial printer who spread such radical, offensive 
ideas as personal hberty and freedom of speech across this land 
some 200 years ago. What a shame that his descendants have 
forgotten what he learned.

As the cook-out season goes 
into high gear this summer 
cost-conscious Maryland 
consumers should be pleased 
to learn some of the findings in 
a recent federal Department of 
Agriculture Research 
Laboratory study that can help 
them save money when buying 
one of the least expensive and 
most popular forms of red 
meat: hamburger. 

Because many consumers 
believe that more costly lean 
and extra-lean ground beef is 
healthier to eat than cheaper, 
regular ground beef, many 
decide to spend the extra 
money. The Department of 
Agriculture found that the 
extra expenditure isn’t worth 
it. 

Regular ground beef, which 
is about 40 percent cheaper 
than lean ground beef. has 
about the same fat and 
cholesterol content as the more 
expensive meat once it is 
cooked, the study showed. 

There is about 25 to 30 
percent fat in regular ground 
beef before cooking, while lean 
ground beet has about 20 to 23 
percent fat in it. Extra lean 
ground beef has 15 to 19 per- 
cent fat, according to the 
Department of Agriculture. 

But when identical 3.5-ounce 
patties of extra-lean and 
regular ground beef are 
cooked, the fat content in them 
is reduced considerably and 
comes close to being equal. 

An extra-lean, cooked 3.0- 
ounce hamburger has 11 grams 
of fat and 34 grams of water. a 
3.50unce hamburger made of 
regular beef has 12 grams of 
fat and 33 grams of water. The 
extra gram of fat in the 
regular ground beef 
hamburger amounts to only 
nine calories, but the saving in 
cost per serving is about 5 
cents. And every nickel counts 
these days! There are about 
four servings per pound of 
bround beef, and most people 
eat the equivalent of two 
servings each time they have a 
hamburger, so the savings can 
mount up quickly while the 
extra calorie count remains 
minimal.

This June 30 marked the 75th 
anniversary of an important 
milestone in the history of 
consumer protection in the 
United States, and it was one 
in which a Marylander played 
a significant role. It was the 
birthday of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's meat 
inspection program, created in 
1906 largely because of the 
diligent investigative reporting 
of UptonSinclair, who was born 
in Baltimore in 1878. 

In 1906, Sinclair wrote a book 
called “The Jungle,” detailing 
the unsanitary conditions at 
the stockyards in Chicago, then 
the hub of the nation’s meat 
industry. 

President Theodore 
Roosevelt, like many other 
readers, was shocked by 
Sinclair’s book and called him 
to the White House to learn 
more about the problems 
revealed in it. Persuaded by 
Sinclair that federal action was 
required, T.K. got Congress to 
pass the Meat Inspection Act, 
one of the first major con-

sumer protection laws in the 
country, which provides for 
federal inspection of red meat 
products that are to be shippec 
interstate or overseas. 

The law requires that 
animals be examined before 
and after slaughter and that 
food be inspected for harmful 
additives. Sanitary controls for 
meat processing plants, and 
accurate labels on meat 


products, also are mandated 
by the law. 
Because of Sinclair's book 
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and the law that grew out of it, 
Americans can be sure thut 
government-inspected meat 15 
wholesome. That, along with 
the information on the cost of 
ground beef, is nice to know 
when you're planning those 
barbecues.

Researchers now believe this 
natural form of protective 
behavior may also be 
responsible for reduced 
erazing time.

SEE TO IT 

Do you know what one of the 
earhest “symptoms” of aying 
is? One that could well begin at 
the tender age of 20, or even 
earlier” 

You'll probably not be able to 
guess it, so I'll tell you: it’s loss 
of vision. 

If you're chuckling over “get- 
ting old at 20," don’t. So niany 
people let early, gradual loss of 
vision go unchecked that by the 
time they reach their older 
years they can't see at all—and 
that's no laughing matter. 

In fact, half the blind people 
in the United States are over 65. 
even thouzh the 65-plus age 
group constitutes eleven per- 
cent of the country’s population. 

Fortunately, these facts need 
not be as alarming as they 
appear. That's because they are 
an indication of a problem 
among older people which can 
be substantially prevented 
rather than an indication that 
blindness 1s inevitable for 
thousands and thousands of the 
nation’s elderly. 

As the National Society for 
the Prevention of Blindness has 
observed. ‘'The important point 
is that eve problems or failing 





vision in the older person can 
often be prevented and should 
not be shruygéd off as ‘the price 
of aging.’ Early detection lead- 
ing to prompt treatment, 
through regular professional 
eye examination, is as impor- 
tant at 75 as at five... Half of 
all cases of blindness can be 
prevented?" 

It is worth noting that regular 
eye check-ups are particularly 
important for the eiderly for a 
reason tliat goes even beyond 
attention to vision. The interior 
of the eve is a unique place in 
the body where the blood 
vessels can be seen in their 
natural state: thus, exami- 
nation of the eve can aid in de- 
tecting such diseases as 
diabetes, high blood pressure, 
hardening of the arteries and 
even some brain tumors. 

What are some of the most 
common age-related eye prob- 
lems”

Cataract is probably the best 
known eye problem among the 
elderly. Some physicians go so 
far as to say that everyone will 
pet cataracts if they live long 
enough. Like presbyopia, a 
Cataract affects the eye's lens, 
clouding it. rendering it 
mcreasingly opaque and there- 
by umpairing vision. 

Fortunately, fewer than five 
percent of all cataract cases re- 
quire surgery. For those that 
do, modern surgical techniques 
have made the operation far 
less traumatic than it used to 
be. In fact. recovering patients 
are usually up and walking 
within 24 to 48 hours. Only the 
eye from which the cataract 
was removed 1s covered. The 
other is allowed to reniain open 
and function normally. 

Glaucoma is a third thief of 
vision. Its symptoms include 


unexplained blurring of vision 
In one or both eyes, occasional 
headaches and the seeing of 
rainbow halos around bright 
lights. 
lies the 


Unhappily. and herein 
insidious threat of 


glaucoma, once symptoms have 
become noticeable, the disease 
has often progressed to a 
dangerous, sight-robbing stage. 

A definite finding of 
glaucoma can be made quickly 
and painlessly by an ophthal- 
mologist or optometrist with a 
tonometer, an instrument 
which measures the pressure 
exerted upon the eve by the 
fluid which fills it. (It is this 
higher-than-normal pressure 
that is responsible for damag- 
ing the optie nerve and causing 
loss of vision). Once diagnosed, 
glaucoma can usually be con- 
trolled indefinitely with medi- 
cation. 

There are, of course, other 
diseases or conditions that 
attack the aginy eye. Macular 
degeneration is one; detach- 
ment of the retina, another. 
Some can be treated. When 
treatment is not possible, 
certain aids te visicn—high- 
intensity lights, for instance, or 
mounted muagnifiers—can be of 
considerable help.

EEC Physicians 
Discuss Hasards 
Of Power Mowers 


The emergency room of a 
medical center is x good place 
to sharpen your perspective on 
power mower accidents, and 
how they can mangle and chew 
up the unwary. 

At West Virginia University 
Medical Center, the emergency 
department sees two or three 
such cases a week. On July 15 
alone the patients included: 

A 15-year-old Morgantown 
girl who lost part of two 
fingers. 

A 6-year-old Preston County 
boy whose head was badly cut 
by a rock thrown by a mower. 

A 26-year-old Gilmer County 
man transported to University 
Hospital where his toe was 
amputated. 

“When you talk about 
magnitude of injuries, these 
are terrible ones," said John S. 
Veach. medical director of the 
emervency department who 
treats many of the patients. 
“And there is often residual 
damage--impairment of 
walking, limits on exercise, 
permanent disfigurement.” 

Dr. Veach says the factor he 
finds most prevalent in power 
mower accident cases is that 
“almost invariably people 
seem to be undereducated 
about the hazards." 

“It's as if most of them 
would be surprised to know 
that the professionals—in in- 
dustry. medicine and safety- 
consider power mowers to be 
the most dangerous of all 
household equipment and 
appliances.” 

Veach said his experience 
with patients and study of the 
literature shows how important 
it is, for safety purposes, to 
keep lawn mower blades 
sharp. 

“When blades lose their edge 
the mower has to be operated 
at a hizher speed to get the job 
done. and that increases the 
danger both for missiles 
thrown by the blades and even 
for direct cuts. 

“The kinetic energy or force 
that hurls missiles or cuts 
throupl a shoe is related very 
directly to speed—and when the

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blade 1s sharp the speed can be 
lowered.” he said. 

Hills and slopes are 2 well- 
known hazard with mowers, 
but Veach points out a factor 
that would not occur to most 
operators. 

“When a foot slips as you’re 
cutting down a slope, it’s 
alnost a reflex action to pull 
the arm back often without 
letting go of the handle and 
pull the mower right back at 
the foot. 

“And don't forget that 
cutting grass releases small 
amounts of liquid even when 
the weather is dry, so the 
surface can easily be slippery 
even without rain or dew.” 

Having seen many children 
involved in such accidents, 
Veach feels strongly about 
children and mowers. 

*Pre-teens should not be 
allowed to operate these 
machines even though they 
receive instruction and are 
considered dependable in other 
respects. Nor should they ride 
with a parent on a riding 
mower or be allowed to play 
nearby when an adult is using 
a mower,” he said. 

Based on more than three 
years of experience dealing 
with such accidents, Dr. Veach 
offered these rules for safe 
operation: 

Educate yourself as to the 
hazards of mowers and teach 
your children 

Reep pre-techapels 
from the machines. 

Don't use a power-driven 
riding or walking mower 
unless it's essential. 

If possible, the machine 
should have hand controls so it 
can be turned off quickly. 

The blades should be kept 
sharp so the machine can 
operate at a slower setting 

Don't mow when the grass is 
wet or even quite damp. 

Wear protective footwear 
and cleats if mowing on 
hillsides 

Be aware of fire hazards, 
never fill the tank when the 
motor is on. 

Be especially wary of sloping 
ground 

Use a grass catcher when 
possible to reduce the danger 
of thrown rocks and other 
missiles. 

~A friend pointed out to me 
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that a three-and-a-half-pound 
blade at 3,500 rpm create 2.1 
foot-pounds of energy, about 
the same as a 2)-pound rock 
falling on you from a heiyht of 
100 feet.’ he said. ~A_ small 
object thrown by a power 
mower has three times the 
energy of a .357 magnum pistol 
which can put a bullet throuyh 
un engine block.”

Guard Union Head Protests Survey 
Calling For 10% Staff Cut At Jessup 


+ BALTIMORE .UPIl) — The 
president of the union repre- 
senting prison guards Tuesday 
criticized a corrections depart- 
ment survey calling for a 10 
percent reduction in the 
number of guards at the 
Mar\ land House of Corrections 
annex in Jessup. 

The annex, whichscurrently 
houses 394 inmates even though 
It is still under construction, 


was designed to hold 912 
prisoners, said) Ed Damas, 
president of Local 1678 of the 
Maryland State Employees 
Council $2 

The optimum number of 


guards for 512 inmates is 231, 
he said 

But state officials have asked 
the 4th U.S. Circuit Court of 

Appeals for permission to house 
two prisoners in cells built for 
one at the annex. 

The plan to ‘‘double-cell” 
inmates would push th3 prison 
population t9 at least 790, Davis 
said. That proposal, coupled 
with the survey’s suggestion to 
reduce the number of correc- 
tional officers by 23, would 
“create a durect threat to 
public safety.” 

“On the one hand, they (state 
officials; want to add more 
inmates. And on the other. they 
want to cut personnel,” he said 

“But steel and concrete don't 


keep inmates in jail. Line 
officers do” 
Davis sent a_ telegram 


Monday expressing his concern 
about the survey to Gov. Harry 
Hughes, Seccetary of Public 
Safety and Correctional Ser- 
vices Thomas Schmidt and 
Corrections Commissioner John 
Galley 


Davis said Tuesday none 
replied to the telegram. 

Neither Schmidt nor Galley 
were available for comment 
Tuesday. but u spokesman for 
Gov Harry Hughes confirmed 
the study recommended reas- 
signing guards. 

“Given the security at the 
new prison, the task force 
suggested the corrections offic- 
ers could be more effective 
used elsewhere,” said Hughes 
spokesman Lou Panos. “The 
force will not be reduced and 
nobody will be fired.” 

Davis said he learned “‘unof- 
ficially” that 12 of the 23 
guards would be moved to the 
Women's Correctional Institu- 
tion for Women at Jessup 
because there currently are 40 
guard positions vacant. 

“They want to rob Peter to 
pay Paul. They're going to cut 
staff here and move them 
there. That's  incongruitous 
tsic} to me.’ Davis said. 

Panos confirmed that the 
women’s fa ility was mentioned 
as a possible relocation for 
yuards. 

Davis said if officials confirm 
the survey's conclusion, that 
will be “the number one 
priority item on the agenda” 
when the union meets Aug. 10. 
He would not speculate what 
action the membership would 
take, but he offered some 
advice if the rank and file 
decides to picket. 

‘I know my guards don't 
make enough money to buy 
new shoes. So I suggest they 
get themn re-soled and re-heeled 
because they are going to be 
back on the street.”

decision on another has not 
been handed down. 

Prison officials ordered the 2] 
men to move out of the 
segrezation section last week in 
response to complaints that 
some inmates were being made

He went ashore and put out 
the fire with a bleach bottle he 
kept in the boat for bailing. As 
he ran along the bank, he 
tripped over a stump, injuring 
his left leg.

State’s Attorney Investigates 
Sanitation Department Payoffs 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A city 
parbae collector accepted a $2 
payment from a storekeeper 
five days after the state’s 
attorney’s office began an 
investigation of illegal pay- 
ments to sanitation workers, it 
was reported today. 

The News American said a 
reporter and a photographer 
saw the payoff in a Baltamore 
shop Monday. The storekeeper, 
Jean Long, said she has made 
regular twice-weekly payoffs of 
$2 since she bought the store 
three years ago. Under city law 
the service is supposed to be 
free. 

Ms. Long told the newspaper 
the payments were “black- 
mail." The News American 
inteviewed the garbage collec- 
tor and he said the payment 
was a “tip.” 

The state's attorney began an 
investigation of alleged illegal 
payments following a News 
American article last week that 
said 27 storekeepers made 
payments ranging from $2 a 
week tm $40 a month to garbage 
collectors. 

“They come into the store. I 
don't give it as a tip,” said Ms. 
long, who owns Norma Jean's 
Confectionary. 

“J give it for services 
rendered. If I wanted to tip I 
would tip what I would want to 
tip. Maybe they consider it a 
tip, but I don’t.” she said. 

The garbage collector, 
Kenneth Chester. told the 
newspaper he received money 
from the store regularly since 
1974. He denied ever asking for 
the money and said the legal 
amount of trash would be 
picked up even if the payment 
wasn't made. 

“She's the one who ap- 
proached us, we didn't ap 
proach her. She said. ‘I know 
we have more trash than we 
are supposed to. Come on in the 
store, I'll give you something.’ 
Then she gave us $2," Chester 
said. 





[Xdward Moore, head of the 
city sanitation department, said 
it is an accepted practice for 
collectors to pick up slightly 
more trash than allowed under 
the law. The law says four, 20- 
gallon containers may be 
picked up. 

The day the payment was 
made, the newspaper said, 
seven large garbage bags were 
picked up. 

Moore refused to comment on 
the incident at Norma Jean's. 
He said, however, he had sent 
two officials to the store 
Tuesday to question Ms. Long. 

“It was something that was 
started before I got here. I 
didn't think I should stop it 
because if I don't take it, 
someone else would go in and 
get it," said Chester, a 10-year 
veteran of the  santitation 
department. 


Two Are Charged 
In Jewelry Theft 


BEL AIR, Md. (UPI) — Two 
Baltimore men were charged 
Tuesday with trying to Steal a 
display case filled with jewels 
they apparently had hidden 
under a woman's coat, police 
said 

One of the men was also 
charged with concealing a case 
of dynamite in the trunk of his 
car, police said. 

Mark Serio, 31, and James 
Campbell, 25, apparently went 
intona Montgomery Ward store 
at the Hurford Mall at 6 p.m. 
Monday, stole a woman's coat 
in one department, went to the 
jewelry department, threw the 
coat over the jewelry and 
started for the door. 

They were wrestled to the 
ground by a security guard and 
arrested, police said. 

The case contained $4,200 in 
jewels. A searvh of the pair's 
car turned up a number of 
other allegedly stolen items and 
the dynamite. 
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Enterprise Zone Proposed 


Republican Leaders Tour Baltimore; 
Discuss Needs, Federal Assistance 


+BALTIMORE (UPI) — Key 
Republican leaders, including 
New York Congressman Jack 
Kemp, toured Baltimore Tues- 
day but left without making 
any promises concerning levels 
of federa! aid to the Democrat- 
ic stronghold. 

The Republicans did, howe- 
ver, pledge to establish ‘‘enter- 
prise zones” in Baltimore 
should the bill providing for 
such zones be enacted. Kemp is 
co-sponsoring the bill, which 
would exempt employers and 
employees from paying certain 
federal taxes in targeted 
depressed areas. 

“1 believe this legislation will 
pass and that Baltimore will 
begin an enterprise zone,” 
Kemp said. 

Under the Kemp plan, em- 
ployers would be exempted 
from certain capital gains 
taxes, while employees would 
pay less federal income taxes 
in an effort to attract invest- 
ment capital. State govern- 
ments would also be called 
upon to cut certain taxes, 
Kemp said. 

The enterprise zone plan 
would cost between $1 billion 
and $2 billion in federal 
revenues that would have 
otherwise gone to the govern- 
ment, Kemp said. He added 
that the program would pay for 
itself by eventually generating 
more jobs. 

“Every new jobs means less 
food stamps and less welfare,” 


Kemp said. 
Accompanying Kemp on the 
tour were Samuel Pierce, 


secretary of the Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, Rep. Marjorie S. Holt, R- 
Md., special presidential assist- 
ant J. Steven Rhodes and 
Baltimore Mayor William 
Donald Schaefer. 

The army of government 
officials and news media 
cruised through the city in a 
two-tiered, black-and-silver bus 
normally used to make trips to 
Atlantic City, N.J. 

One stop was the Park Circle 
Industrial Park, a high-unem- 
ployment area the city is trying 


to revitalize with the help of 
private capital. Both Kemp and 
Schaefer ayreed the boarded-up 
area would make an ideal 
enterprize zone, with Kemp 
pledging to follow through on 
that idea should his legislation 
pass. 

Mrs. Holt, who arranged the 
tour, and Schaefer, who has 
been seeking a visit by 
Republican leaders for some 
time, discounted the political 
implications of a Republican 
foray into a Democratic strong- 
hold. 

“We don’t want to make this 
into a Republican and Demo- 
cratic clash," Schaefer said 
after the tour. “We didn't talk 
politics at all. The bottom line 
is how do we help the city of 
Baltimore.” 

Absent from the tour were 
Reps. Barbara A. Mikulski and 
Parren J. Mitchell, both liberal 
Baltimore Democrats. An aide 
to Mrs. Holt, Michael Owen, 
said both elected officials were 
invited but that ‘scheduling 
problems’? prevented them 
from attending. 

Mitchell was unavailable for 
comment, but Mikulski aide 
Ginny Friedlander said her 
boss had not been invited. 

“But we're glad to have Mrs. 
Holt see the unemployed 
steelworkers and the people 
laid off (because of) the 
Republican administration,” 
Ms. Friedlander said. “11 she 
takes some of this in, perhaps 
she will realize the problems 
the city faces under the Reagan 
budget-cutting mania.” 

Schaefer said he was pleased 
with the Republican tour, 
saying, “I think we'll get our 
fair share after tours like this. 
Of course, all cities will get less 
because the GOP places great- 
er emphasis on private enter- 


prise.” 
Pierce agreed less money 
would be forthcoming from 


Washington but said he did not 
know whether Baltimore would 
get its ‘fair’ share. 

“I'm saying they will get 
money, but I don't know what 
fair share means,” he said. 


Zealous Fan Caught With Can; 
Gets Probation For Public Drinking 


BALTIMORE (UPI) — A 
District Court judge Tuesday 
sentenced William Grover 
‘Wild Bill" Hagy, the Bal- 
timore Orioles’ self-appointed 
cheerleader, to six months 
probation for carrying an open 
beer can. 

Hagy, 42, is a bearded, 
rotund man who uses his arms 
and legs to spell out the 
baseball team's name during 
Orioles baseball games. 

He appeared on_ national 
television during the 1979 World 
Series when he led he cheer 
from atop the Orioles’ dugout 
and has a cadre of beer- 
drinking buddies who root for 
the team from Memorial 
Stadium’s Section 34. 

But Hagy found out Monday 
that while it's acceptable to 
puzzle suds during a game, it is 
not proper to carry an open 
beer can on a City street. 

In fact, it’s against the law. 
He was arrested at 2:10 a.m. 
Monday in Fells Point, an area 
dotted with bars. 

Hagy was charged with 
carrying an open beer can, a 
niusdemeanor. Police said he 


was “uncooperative” during the 
booking process and refused for 
several hours to give his name 
or occupation. 

“IT had a few beers and just 
left the bar with what I had. 
The officer comtes up and says 
‘you're busted.’ I got to the 
station and was a_ little 
confused and inebriated. I just 
wanted to go to sleep,” he said. 
Police said a large crowd 
gathered and said Hagy, who 
was jailed overnight, taunted 
the officer making the arrest. 
District Judge Sol Lamdin 
found Hayy guilty and gave 
him six months probation 
before verdict, which means 
the incident will be erased from 
Hagy’s record if he does not get 
into any more trouble. He also 
was required to pay $15 court 
costs. 

Hagy, a cab driver, blamed 
the incident on the major 
leayue baseball strike. 

“I miss baseball dearly. It's 
a big part of my life. It’s a 
heck of a void to have to fill,” 
Hagy said Monday after he was 
released on his own recognizan- 
ce. 


Bankruptcy Judge Will Not Stop 
Pantry Pride Closing In August 


BALTIMORE (UPI) —- A 
ruling by a bankruptcy judge in 
New York will not stop the mid- 
August closing of Pantry Pride 
supermarkets, but will allow 
unions to file suit against the 
company for damages, a union 
attorney said Tuesday. 

Melvin Steinberg said Judge 
John Galgay Monday refused to 
prant the unions’ request for a 
temporary restraining order 
against the closing of 41 stores 
in the Baltimore sales region. 

The unions sought the re- 
straining order contending that 
Fuod Fair Inc. had broken a 
binding agreement to keep 
Pantry Pride open if employees 
took wage cuts totaling $16.5 
million over. the next two years. 

Federal Judge Joseph 
Howard iast week us Bal Gore 
ruled the unions would have to 
press their case before Judge 
Galgay in New York. On July 
17, Gulgay issued a restraining 
order prohibiting any third 


party from interfering with 
Food Fair Inc.'s liquidation 
plan. 

Galgay Monday modified his 
original restraining order to 
allow unions to pursue the issue 
of whether they had a binding 
agreement with Food Fair, 
Stenberg said. 

Steinberg said union attor- 
weys will decide Wednesday 
whether to take advantage of 
the modification and press for a 
temporary restaining order 
against the store closings in 
U.S. District Court in Bal- 
timore. 

“For all intents and purposes 
the closings of most of the 
stores 1s already done,” Stein- 
berg said

“My family has teased me 
ull my life, and my family is 
not one to be at a loss for 
words,’ smiled the 19-year-old 
Oakland native.

every play he has appeared in, 
as he highhe artedly plants an 
Image of a thundercloud 
hovering above his head His 
often sublime expression, 
however, seems to hide a per- 
sistent. invisible grin. 

The actor methodically 
brushes aside the taunting, but 
Wwell-ineaning. remarks tossed 
at hint by other members of 
the Gurrett County Playhouse 
Company, always keeping 10 
mind that, “if you're not 
teased, one of the company 
wembers is anad at you or 
doesn't like you.” And Jeff 
admits that he can be the 
object of bantering because, 
fortunately, he doesn’t take 
everything seriously or to 
heart. 

Colaw. a regular actor im the 
company and stave manager, 
explained in a recent interview 
that his acting experience 
began when he  * Was 
shanzhaied into doing the 
Jumor Class Play” at Southern 
Hih School in 1979. In “See 
low They Run’ by Phillip 
King, Jeff portraved Rev 
Arthur Haines, the same part 
he played in this year’s Play- 
house production of King’s 
‘Pools Paratise.”  Colaw 
emphatically stated) that the 
Jumor Class Play was “such a 
brilinant production” — he 
became hooked on the theatre 
from the start. 

It was with that play that 
Joff began “experiencing some 
drawbacks” in his career as un 
actor. drawbacks which 
apparently crop up from time 
to time, mostly involving the 
use of seeminyly inconvenent 
props. Colaw patiently ex- 
plained that Rev. Haines 
always get pushed around” 
din the literal sense: and he 
“pot a little too vigorous” in 
the school production, realizing 
in its midst that he had a 
raping hole in his pants. Jeff 
handled the situation well, 
fimshing out the part while 
standing behind stave props 
and eventually sitting down, “1 
have never been allowed to 
forget that.” he added. 

“Something always goes 
wrong, even with bit) parts,” 
the actor reminisced. Jeff, was 
piven the name “Stick” by the 
Playhouse acting company last 
sumuner following an incident 
in one nitht’s production of 
“Murder and Company.” In 
the world of the theatre 
“stick” means 4 person who 
poes on stage and doesn't say 
anything. Colaw pood- 
naturedly recalled when he 
was backstape during, that 
performance and he cued the 
entire cust to Come in at the 
wrong time. Although the 
audience never — noticed, 
several lines were cut out. 
“Tye never been allowed to 
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forget that either,” he added. 

Jetf said he “loves it when 
someone inmesses up a4 line’” or 
when something goes wrong. 
Hie spoke of the intial panic, 
after which time “it’s your 
responsibility to get out of it.” 
Ile seems to view that type of 
dilemma as a challenge. 

Culaw has done a_ limited 
amount of plays, the majority 
of them written by Phillip 
King. He likes King, he said. 
as he loves the British sense of 
humor. One of Jeff's favorite 
parts was the purt of the boss 
in “Big, Bud Mouse.’’ per- 
formed by the semor class at 
Southern Hiyzth School mn 1980 
Jeff said he loved that part. 
because he “lke bempy able to 
boss people around.” That 1s 
one character wluch rubbed off 
on him, he said, noting that 
months after playing that role 
he still bossing people 
urowd. 

The roles he has played “are 
really strange,”’ the actor 
reflected. He “portrays the 
juvemle most of the time, or 
the oblivious mastermind,” 
and often ~a bepzar for the 
bottle.” Jeff. said they are 

tice, friendly parts, but I'm 
always in my own little 
world.’ Colaw added that he 
often has to ‘play dumb.” 
something he jokingly  in- 
dicated he is used to, as he 
ofter: did it in high school. 

Jeff has found in his 
theatrical career that “actors 
are weird people, and the more 
acting experience they have, 
the weirder they become.” 
Althou:.h he didn't elaborate on 
his definition of “weird”, Jeff 
attributes this trait to the fact 
that ~ you're not yourself for 
hours ut a time.” Some 
characters have rubbed off on 
him. he said. and he oc- 
castonalls finds himself 
reciting jines from a play long 
after the performance.

when all actors must learn 
their lines for the next play.

Colaw stated he would like to 
continue with acting. but he is

It is one thing to refrain 
from being unjust to a family 
member, neighbor or friend, 
and something ehe to retrain 
from taking advantage of some- 
one who seems permissible fair 
game” 

Dor He Is Poor 

Furthermore, the law is con 
cerned, not only with outright 
oppression, but.the more subt- 
le kinds ot injustice. Tor ex- 
ample: “you shall give him his 
hire on the day he earns it, be- 
lore the sun goes down (for he 
is poor, and sets his heart upon 
it); lest he cry against you to the 
Lord, and it be sin im you" (24: 
14). Because he is weak and you 
are strong, it is unjust to take 
advantage of him or to stand by 
and permit someone else to do 
su. His sin! 

Bul you can’t legislate morati- 
ty, can you? Apparently Deut- 
eronomy thought so: ‘When 
you gather the grapes of your 
vineyard, you shail not gican it 
afterward, it shall be for the so- 
journer, the fatherless and the 
widow" (24:21).

“Four-H Riding for Exceptional 
equestrians tFREE) began 
Its pilot. program July 17 to 
teach handicapped citizens in 
Garrett County to mde horses. 
The program was started by a 
group of interested adults and 
children under the auspices of 
the Garrett County 4-H Pro 
gram. According to project 
voordinators, the program is 
designed to provide a recre- 
ational and educational 
experience for the riders, as 
well as a rewarding experience 
for the adults and 4-1] vol- 
unteers involved in helping the 
handicapped riders. 

The program was initially 
financed through private do- 
nations, 4-H scholarships and 
the donation of pomes by Mrs. 
Tom Lake of Washington, D.C. 
and Deuble “G"’ Ranch, 
McHenry. The ponies were sold 
through the Garrett County 
Horsemen's Association on May 
26, along with various articles 
nf tack donated by individual 
horsemen of the county 

The money generated by the 
sale, coupled with a contri- 
bution from the Garrett Organi- 
zation for the Handicapped, was 
used to send riding instructors 
to classes in New York and to 
purchase insurance and special 
equipment for the program 

Joan (Glotfelty) Sussman is 
head instructor for the pro- 
tram. A native of Garrett 
County, Mrs. Sussman is exper- 
1enced in both the equestrian 
arts and working with handi- 
capped persons, having been 
employed with the Appalachian 
Adult Activities Center in Oak- 
land for the past year.

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein reports that 
State sales tax revenues for 
June 1981 exceeded the 
eslimute for the month. “That's 
only the second time since 
December 1980 that sales tax 
revenues have exceeded the 
monthly estumate,”” he said, 
“and it's the first time in the 
same period that all major 
sources of sales and use tax 
revenue have posted increases 
over the same month of the 
previous year.” 

Sales tax revenue for June 
1980 totaled $65,157,728, a 9% 
pain over the $59,778,229 collect- 
ed for the same month of 1980.

WATER SAFETY 

To be fun and fulfilling, water 
recreation must be free of 
mishaps. The following re- 
nmunders will help make your 
water recreation activities 
safer' 

*Learn to swim or at least to 
float well enough to survive in 
water See that all able-bodied 
children learn to swun 

*Stay out of deep water If you 
are not a good swimmer. You 
could wear personal flotation 
device when you are in, or near 
the water 

*Watch your step on docks, 
hattks, at poolside and such to 
avoid slipping or falling into the 
water. Many drowning victims 
did not intend to go into the 
water. 

*Do not pern:ic children to 0 
swimming without adult super- 
vision, preferably someone who 
Is an able swirruner anu could 
rescue a child in trouble. It's 
best that adults nut go swim- 
ming alone with no one else 
nearby. If something happened 
such as a diving mishap or 
sudden illness. there would be 
uo one on hand to help 

*If your pond is used for 
recreation, have rescue equip 
ment handy including a fle 
tation device, rope and a long 
pole. Inner-tubes and beach 
balls will also serve. but they 
must be fully inflated, sume- 
thing you cannot rely on if 
they're left at the swimming 
site. It is best to have a device 
made of buoyant material that 
doesnt need to be filled with air. 

*If someone is in trouble in 
the water, throw them anything 
that floats, such as a spare tire, 
beach ball, picnic cooler, jug or 
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chunk of wood. The important 
thing 1s that the object floats. 

*Learn first aid. including 
rescue breathing techniques. 

*Learn and follow safe boat- 
ing rules if you own or ride ina 
boat. Muke sure your craft is 
seaworthy. Do not overload it. 
Avoid unnecessary moving 
about in the boat. Never leave 
shore without 2 personal flo 
tation device «PFD) for each 
person aboard. Ask children 
and non-swimmers to wear 
their PFD in a boat. 

*tuke drinking and driving, 
drinking & boating, or fishing. 
have resulted in the deaths of 
many people, often from falling 
overboard. Save the liquor for 
later.

Constant scratching could mean your pet dog has acquired lice 
or fleas. It is important that you rid your dog of these unwelcome 
pests, as they can cause skin infections or skin disease, says the 
Maryland Veterinary Medical Association. 
Your dog can pick up lice from contaminated areas or from 
other infested anunals. Bites from lice can cause serious skin in- 


fections. 


The treatment used must kill the adult Lee as well as their eggs, 
which cling to the animal's hair. Often it will be necessary to 
destroy the pet's bedding or other personal belongings. Check 
with your veterinarian for the best method of treatment for your 


pet. 


Fleas are acquired when your pet associates with infested 
animals or enters a contaminated area. Fleas can cause skin 
disease and also spread tapeworms, as they act as an in- 
termediate host for internal parasites 

Dogs require careful grooming and the maintenance of sanitary 
living conditions if they are to remain relatively free of lice and 
fleas.

THE NEW AGRICL EP TURAD TRANSFER TAN 


by James Burles 


Amniong the batch of new laws 
which became effective July 1, 
W981, is one that ty very ine 
portant lo anv bods busy iy, sell- 
Im, or otherwise enraved in 
transferring Jand. this 
particular law creates the Ap- 
ricultural Transfer Vax to re- 
place the Agricultural Develop- 
ment Tas which ts being phased 
out 

An Agricultural Transfer Tax 
will be unposed on any docu- 
nient conveying froma one owner 
to another, title to real properts 
which was assessed since 
1977/78 and afterward> on the 
basis of agricultural use. But no 
transfer win will be due if 
property taxes have been paid 
on the basis of a nen-ap- 
ricultural use assessment for 
five, Consecutive Sears, or if the 
land bem transferred is stull 
subject ta the provistons 
povernuy the developinent Lax 

The rate of the transfer tux Is 
o'%) when the Jund is assessed 
bused on its ayricultural use at 
the time of transfer. or 44.. or 
less. when the land bemg trats- 
ferred is no longer assessed on 
the basis of an agricultural use 
at the time of transfer The rate 
dinnnished bs une percentave 
point efor example to 3, ta 
oF, tu l, tob'—s for each vear 
that taxes were paid oom the 
basis of a nom-axricultural use 
upsessinent. The basis of the tix 
Is the actual consideration paid, 
less the value of any structures 


or ether miprovements. and 
any portions af the curvered 
land not elwible for an ap: 
nicultural assessinent 

An agricultural transfer tis 
can be forestalled if the buyer 
files a Declaration of Intent, 
which siniply states that) the 
buver intends to keep the land 
in agricultural use for at least 
five, consecutive, taxable 
vears. If the buver fatls to ad- 
here to the conditions expressed 
in the Declaration of Intent, 
then the transfer lax becomes 
payable In that case. the rate 
of the transfer tax does not 
lessen unt) property taxes, 
based ona non-agmeultural use. 
have been paid for five years 

The tax is not imposed when 
the land ts transferred for the 
residential use of a member of 
the owners immediate family 
In such situations. the 
exemption is limited te a@ parcel 
noo larger thet the minimum 
Zoning: size for residential use 

The Agricultrual Transfer 
Tax is cal ulated by the Depart- 
ment of Assessments and Tax- 
ation and is payable at the time 
the property transfer takes 
place Apart from the buyer or 
the seller. any realtor who lists 
# property should immediately 
find out if the property is 
snbject to the tax. Under the 
law. the seller of the property is 
required to inform the buver in 
writing that the land being seld 
thay be subject to the Ap- 
meultural Fransfer Tax 9 Any

Milk Prodietion 
Statistics Noted 


Mik production in Marvland 
fell seasonably lower in June. 
but continued above the pre 
vious year’s level for the eahth 
consecutive month Output 
during June totaled 133 million 
pounds, announced the Mary- 
land-Delaware Crop Reporting 
Service, nearly six percent 
above the June 1980 level. Pro- 
duction per cow averaged 1,090 
pounds for the month, 36 
pounds per day, compared with 
1,030 pounds per cow a year 
ayo. Output per cow dropped 6 
pounds per day below May 1981. 
Milk cow numbers on farts 
during June were 1,QMt lower at 
122,000 head, the same as last 
vear. 

Grains fed to Maryland dairy 
herds on July 1 averaged 15.0 
pounds per cow, down from the 
15. pounds fed a year earlier, 
but equal to the April 1, 1981 
averaze. The grain fed was 
valued at $1.19 per cwt. $1.35 
higher than @ year ayo, but 0 
cents below the value on April 1 
this vear.

Loans Available 
On Wheat Crops 


Stuart (Peterson. acting 
Chairperson of the Marvland 
State Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Committee, 
said that loans are available on 
1981 wheat “The interest rate 
is 142. percent,” he said. 


The loan rate for Maryland's 
wheat crop ts $3.19 per bushel 
This rate is based on the 
national average loan rate for 
wheat, which is $3.20) per 
bushel 

The ASCS  prain loan 
program provides operating. 
cash and allows farmers to 
hold their crop off the market 
and benefit from price in- 
creases that often come after 
harvest. Although the program 
does not guarantee par- 
ticipating tarmers a profit, it 
does guarantee a minimuni 
price, Peterson said 


He said farmers can take out 
loans on their wheat stored in 
an approved warehouse or on 
the farm 

By placing grain under loan, 
farmers Increase their 
marketing options and help 
strengthen crop prices. “The 
loans give farmers an op- 
portumts to plan their 
management strategy and sell 
when the price is right.” the 
ASCS official said 

Maryland yrain producers 
placed over 28,000 bushels of 
wheat under price support loan 
during 1980. 

Toans on 1981-crop wheat 
will be available to farmers 
through March 31, 1982. Loans 
mature on demand but no later 
than the last day of the ninth 
month following the month the 
luan is disbursed. 


eed Alen Given 
On Seabby Wheat 


Heavs scab infestations in 
some Marvland wheatfields 
this vear could cause animal 
health problems when too 
much scabbs wheat is fed to 
livestock. 

Ihis warning comes from 
Dr. Robert C. Hammond, 
Extension veterinarian and 
veterinary science department 
chairman at the University of 
Mars land 

Dr. Hammond explained that 
wheat scab is caused by a 
fungus which produces 
Fusarium mold. Toxins from 
this mold entering an animal's 
blood system can prevent the 
production of antibodies, 
rendering the animal 
susceptible to a wide range of 
diseases Horses and swine are 
particularly sensitive. 

Unlike toxins produced by 
some other molds, the 
Fusarium toxins are not 
carcinogenic; that is, they do 
not produce eancer, he said. 


And there is virtually no 


danger to humans from 
carryover in the milk or meat 
from animals which have 
consunied these toxins. 
Animals suffer little or no ill- 
effect from feed rations con- 
taining Fusarium toxins with a 
concentration of less than one 
part per millon. ¢This would 
be equivalent to one drop. of 
vermouth in 80 fifths of gin.) 
But concentrations of only 2 
te oa parts per million have 
been shown to mbhibit antibods 
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production, aceording to 
Hamunond 

Marvland farmers who want 
an idea of the level of 
Fusarium: toxins in their 
livestock feed should contact 
their county Extension 
agricultural agent for in- 
formation on submitting 
samples for analysis by the 
botany department's plant 
clinic or the state chemist’s 
office, both located at the 
University of Maryland in 
College Park 


Wheat Crop Beset 


By Disease Trio 

Maryland's soft red winter 
wheat crop has been hit by a 
triple whamniy of fungus dis- 
ease problems this year, 
according to a release from the 
University of Maryland. The 
situation has adversely affected 
both grain quality and yields. 

The culprits are scab, 
powdery mildew and Septoria 
glume blotch. These three dis- 
eases are not uniformly serious 
in any one area of the state, 
notes Dr David J. Sammons 
small grain research worker 
and assistant professor of 
agronomy at the University of 
Maryland. And they affect the 
wheat crop in different ways. 

Their invasion was aided by 
an insidious combination of 
weather factors this spring and 
siuimer, Dr. Sammons says. 
This pattern included a cool. 
wet period when the wheat 
grain heads were forming. It 
was followed by hot, humid con- 
ditions during much of the ttme 
when the heads were filling out 

Heavy rains over the Fourth 
of July holiday weekend were a 
final blow to sume fields of un- 
harvested wheat, particularly 
in western Maryland 

Scab has been receiving the 
most publicity this summer be- 
cause It affects the heads of the 
wheat plant, causing light- 
weight “scabbv" grain which 
brings discounts in the market- 
place 

But powdery mildew is really 
a more serious disease. Dr. 
Sammons believes. because it 
xenerally kills or weakens 
wheat plants so that yields are 
greatly reduced. The weakened 
plants are also susceptible to 
lodging and later-occurring dis- 
Cases, such aS scab. 

Septoria glume blotch is often 
confused with seab, Dr 


Sammons commented, since its 
symptoms are similar to ~ old” 
scab; 1.e., the grain heads are 
smaller than normal and 
appear dark in color. 

The geographical area mast 
affected by scab this year in the 
Mid-Atlantic region includes 
southern Pennsylvania and 
most of the counties in Mary- 
land's Piedmont area. stretch- 
ing westward along the Mason- 
Dixon Line from Cecil to Fred- 
erick county. 

Scab infestation has been the 
worst in memory for some 
isolated wheatfields in the 
northern tier of counties, Dr. 
Sammons reports. 

But, over-all, the Maryland 
Agricultural Experiment 
Station research worker doesn't 
think that the scab problem is 
really any worse now than it 
was in 1980 or anytime in the 
last five years. 

Powdery mildew is the dis- 
ease that is more prevalent this 
year in Maryland wheatfields 
than he has ever seen, Dr. 
Sammons conunented. Losses 
were especially severe in the 
central section of the Eastern 
Shore, including University of 
Maryland research plots at the 
Wve Institute in Queen Annes 
county. 

Nearly all varieties of wheat 
currently being grown in Mary- 
land are susceptible to powders 
mildew. Dr. Sammons noted 
And some of the newer 
varieties, including Hart. 
appear to be even more vulner- 
able than their older cousins. 
Fortunately, good genctic 
resistance to mildew is avail- 
able in some newly released 
wheat varieties that are not vet 
readily available to farmers. 

However, there appears to be 
no genetic resistance to seab in 
sight for wheat plants. And no 
recommended fungicide treat- 
ments are currently available 
The best defense against scab ts 
a yood stand of vigorous wheat 
plants, Dr. Saninions believes 

For fariners who have not yet 
harvested their wheat, he offers 
these tips for avoiding scab dis- 
counts in the marketplace: 

--Open combine fan inlets 
wider than normal to blow away 
most of the lightweight scabby 
grain; 

—Avoid harvesting “pyreasy- 
looking” or blackish areas in a 
field. These spots are an in- 
dication of the localized nature 
of most scab infestations

Engineering Bid 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners have awarded a 
Baltimore firm the contract for 
an engineering design for 
repair work to Glendale Bridge 

Duffey. Montgomery and 
Associates was the low bidder 
for the project with a bid of 
$3700. The firm was among 
seven bids opened which ranged 
as high as $19,950. 

Actual repair work to the 
bridye is to be done by county 
roads department employees. 

The commissioners expect 
the repairs to the bridge to 
allow them to raise the weight 
limit to 12 tons. Currently, the 
weipht linut is at six tons. 

The major repair work to the 
bridve is the replaceinent of 
supportive bearings.

Sanitary Commission Bills 


Mt. Lake Park For Services 


The town of Mt. Lake Park 
last week received a_ bill 
amounting to $52,000 from the 
Garrett County Sanitary 
District, Inc. for sewerage 
services, particularly costs of 
operation and maintenance of 
the Trout Run Treatment 
Facility. for two separate 
periods, July 1, 1980 to June 30, 
1981, and July 1. 198) to June 
30, 1982. The town 1s being 
billed for the services provided 
at a figure of $26.000 per year 
on the basis of a previous 
ayreement, as no agreement 
has been reached between the 
town and the sanitary district 
since the last paviment for the 
year ending June 30, 1980. 

The sanitary district has 
advised the town that if ex- 
penses exceed the amount for 
which the town if billed, ad- 
ditional fees will be levied. The 
district 1s requesting payment 
within 30 days. The billing was 
a result of a motion that was 
made and passed at the July 21 
mecting of the sanitary 
commission. 

Various disputes and some 
agreements concerning 
operating costs have taken 
place between Loch Lynn and 
Mt. Lake Park and the 
sanitary district since the 
Trout Run Facility was 
completed and placed into 
operation about August 1979. A 
judgement was issued in May, 
1978 in favor of the sanitary 
district and against Mt. Lake 
Park charging that money was 
due the sanitary district for 
construction and operating custs 
in connection with sewage

disposal and treatment ser- 
vices provided. Mt. Lake Park 
entered an appeal which was 
dismissed when an out-of-court 
settlement was reached, at a 
charge lower than what the 
court had ordered. The amount 
due according to the 
apreement, was $104,709.33 for 
the initial operating period 
throuyl June 30, 1979. 
Following the payment of 
that amount a _ second 
ayreement was reached for the 
per'od of July 1, 1979 to June 
30, 1980. setting the year's fee 
at $26.000 to be paid in monthly 
installments. That amount was 
paid at the end of the year in 
one lump sum with a check 
dated June 30, 1980, however 
the sanitary district 
bookkeeper did not receive the 
check until September 5, 1980. 
The ayreement also called 
for the establishment of a Kate 
Review Committee composed of 
representatives from the 
sanitary district, Mt. Lake 
Park and Loch Lynn. Some 
correspondence relating to this 
establishment can be found in 
the sanitary district files, 
however it appears that no

Board Hires 
Attorney To Heip 
Fight Sludge 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners have hired Warren 
Rich, an attorney who special- 
izes in environmental matters, 
as co-counselor in their fight 
ugainst the use of city sludge at 
a strip mine site near Grants- 
ville. 

Rich, who has been hailed the 
best environmental! attorney in 
Maryland, will assist the com- 
missioners, and attorney Jack 
Turney in an appeal of a permit 
expected to be issued by the 
state health department as well 
as explore other legal actions 
the commissioners might take 
to stop the use of the sludve. 

Rich has served as an assis- 
tant attorney general m_ the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources, but now has 
a private practice. 

Rich ran against Stephen 
Sachs for Attorney General in 
the 1978 Maryland election. 

County health officials report 
they expect the state health 
department to issue its permit 
this week. 

The main item which has pre- 
vented the permit issuance lias 
been the loading rate per acre 
of sludge from the Back River 
Treatment Plant in Baltimore 
City which contains heavy 
metals, according to a local 
health official. 

The county health depart- 
ment and the State Land Recla- 
mation Committee both stipu- 
lated the loading rate should be 
13 dry tons per acre, but state 
officials have been considering 
a higher rate of 35 dry tons per 
acre. 

State health officials have ex- 
plained the higher rate to be 
based on analysis of the soil at 
the Grantsville site provided by 
Pennsylvania State University, 
rather than by the University of 
Maryland. 

County health officials note 
that even according to the 
guidelines set by the Pennsyl- 
vania Department of Environ- 
mental! Resources, the loading 
rate should be no higher than 
13.5 tons per acre for land in- 
tended for agricultural use.

Coal Operators File Tax Action 


Against Allegany, 


Eleven coal companies in 
Allegany and Garrett counties 
filed an equity suit Thursday in 
the Allegany Circuit Court seek- 
ing a court order to exclude 
them from paying personal 
property taxes on their equip- 
ment. 

The coal companies filed the 
suit against the county commis- 
sioners of Allegany and Garrett 
counties as well as Francis G. 
Philpot, Allegany County 
treasurer, and Arzella T. 
Parsons, Garrett County 
treasurer. 

They point out that a biil 
passed in the 1981 General 
assembly session imposing a 
severance tax of 35 cents per 
ton of surface mined coal begin- 
ning July 1 (to increase five 
cents after one year), simul- 
taneously releases the coal 
operators from payment of a 
personal property tax on equip- 
ment. 

A second count in the suit 
questions the constitutionality 
of the legislation which estab- 
lishes the severance tax and 
seeks a court order declaring 
the act unconstitutional. 

The companies which joined 
as plaintiffs in the equity suit in- 
cluded Winner Brothers Coal 
Company, Inc.; Buffalo Coal 
Company; Roger IL. Brashear 
and Darlene Brashear, trading 
as Brashear Coal Mine; Delta 
Mining, Inc.; Tower Resources, 
Inc.; Evans Coal Co.; T.G.&C. 


Garrett Counties 


Coal Company; Beener Coal 
Co.; Wilhelm Coal Co.; Alle- 
gany Mining Corp.; and Oak- 
land Coal Co. 

County Attorney Jack 
Turney, who is working with 
Allegany’s Attorney Paul 
Barnett, described the suit as 
somewhat friendly. He ex- 
plained the intent of the suit is 
to clarify the bill which did not 
clearly address the personal 
property tax question. 

The commissioners have 
stated that the personal prop- 
erty tax bills mailed out in July 
actually tax the coal operators 
for the previous calendar year 
rather than the current fiscal 
year. Based on the commis- 
sioners’ and their attorneys’ 
interpretation, they directed 
Treasurer Arzella Parsons to 
mail out the personal property 
tax bills after July 1. 

Matthew Skidmore, president 
of the Maryland Coal Associ- 
ation, said the coal operators do 
not agree with the commis- 
sioners and, therefore, took the 
legal action seeking a court 
judgment in the matter. 

Skidmore said he believed the 
commissioners had over- 
stepped their bounds in trying 
to collect a personal property 
tax 

Attorneys Barneft and 
Turney must file an answer to 
the charges in the suit by 
August 18. Afterwards, a hear- 
ing date will be set. 


Garrett County Roads Department 
Administrative Engineer Resigns 


The Garrett County Commis- 
sioners have received and 
accepted the resignation of 
Herb McCrobie, administrative 
engineer of the Garrett County 
Roads Department. 


McCrobie, who has served as 
administrative engineer since 
1976, noted the pressure of his 
job as the main reason for his 
resignation. In his resignation 
letter, he explained, “the pres- 
sures of recent years have af- 
fected my family, my person 
and probably my health.” 


His resignation took effect 
Monday. 

The cunynissioners have re- 
quested Kenneth Metheny, 
chief engineer of the roads 
department, to serve as interim 
administrative engineer.

Soon To Be Operational 


Crime in Garrett County 
ucreased 13'§ during the first 
three months of 1981, ac- 
cording to fitures compiled vy 
the Maryland State Police 
Crune Offenses Index. Because 
of this increase, the Crime 
Watch League of Garrett 
County and its Crime Solvers 
program are currently being 
vstablished to aid official law 
enforcement agencies in 
solving those crunes. 

At a special meeting Wed- 
nesday. a group of business 
persons and law enforcement 
officials determined the need 
for such an orgunization, apd 
begun planning sessions to 
meet that need 

Crime Solvers is a program 
desizned to enlist the gid of the 
community in helping Garrett 
County law enforcement of- 
ficials solve various crimes 
Citizens who aid in this 
proyram ure elizible for cash 
rewards of up to $1,000. The 
program, since its inception in 
1976. has spread throughout the 
United States, and community 
citizens have been responsible 
for assisting in solving crimes 
such as rape, murder, 
burglary. drug trafficking, and 
uther major offenses. 

In the four years of its 
txistenee, more than 6,000 
telomes have been solved us a 
result of joint cooperation 
between citizens and law en- 
forcement officials. More than 
2.0% defendants have come to 
trial, with a conviction rate of 
99.4%. In addition to the ef- 
fective prosecution rate. Crune 
Solvers has led to the recovery 
of $195 million in stolen 
property and narcotics. 

Each week, a selected un- 
solved crime is reported in 
detail on the local radio 
stations, and hghhyhted in the 
local newspaper. This 1s 
publicized as the “Crumie of the 
Week”. Citizens are then urged 


The non-profit, tax-exempt 
program is adnunistered by a 
board of directors comprised 
of business persons and in- 
terested citizens with counsel 
from the Maryland State 
Police, the states attorney 
office, the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Department, and the 
Oakland Pulice Department. 
The informants remaim anony- 
mous through a system of code 
numbers, and the board 
determines the amount of the 
reward.

If it is entirely proper for 
publishers to refuse any 
muterial for whatever reason, 
or none at all, how can they be 
called arrogant for doing so? 


Freedom of the press and- 


freedom of speech are very 
similar but they are not neces- 
sarily the same; that’s why 
they were stated separately in 
the constitution. The first 
amendment does not guarantee 
freedom TO the press. 

If freedum of the press is to 
continue. publishers must have 
the authority to determine what 
ts and is not suitable for their 
publication. They should not 
feel compelled to print material 
that is offensive to them and 
may be to their readers. I doubt 
that the colonial printers who 
championed the concept of a 
free press, granted much news 
or advertising space to those 
who were loval to the British. 

Of course, when exercising 
the right to refuse material for 
publication because of its 
content, it Is the responsibility 
of publishers, editors and 
advertising personnel to be con- 
sistent and impartial. Whether 
or not the material is ac- 
ceptible should be determined 
by its content. The person 
submitting the material should 
not be the reason for accepting 
or rejecting it. 

If the publisher's right to 
determine the content of his 
publication ts given up, or taken 
away, the unique characterts- 
tics of the publication will be 
lust; reducing it to a wishy- 
washy. spineless piece of 
nothing. fit for little more than 
to be used to start a fire.

Some county subscribers of 
cable television will be offered 
changes in programming and 
improved service and reception 
in the near future, according to 
Pledges hy representatives of 
Cablentertainment of West 
Virginia-Operating Partner- 
ship, a specialty firm which will 
take over the service area of 
Bettervision Systems, Inc., a 
subsidiary of Midwest Steel. 
The firm anticipates the closing 
of the transfer tomorrow, and it 
pledges improved public rela- 
tions, additional satellite 
service where possible, 
improved customer service and 
paid television, an option 
offered to the individual sub- 
scriber 

Cablentertainment will serve 
three separate systems in Gar- 
rett County. The Oakland 
system also enicompasses Mt 
ake Park, Loch Lynn and Deer 
Park; the Kitznuller system in- 
cludes service for Elk Garden, 
W.Va.. and the Gormania, 
W.Va. system also serves 
Gorman and Bayard, W Va. 

The firmn has stated that basic 
monthly premiums will remain 
at the current $8, and any in- 
creases in the monthly charge 
would have to be approved by 
individual town councils follow- 
Ing a presentation of the 
reasons for 4 proposed in- 
crease. 

In the area of paid television, 
a 24-hour movie channel al- 
ready exists in Kitznuller and 
Cablentertainment will not 
consider the possibility of 
changing that station until 
Home Box Office begins 24-hour 
viewing sometime next year. 

Home Box Office and 
‘Cinemax” are expected to be 
launched in the Oakland 
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But without the ability to las out a large 
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system, which has about 2,300 
basic subscribers, by the 
second week of November, ac- 
cording to Jean Paiva, Director 
of Marketing Ms. Paiva stated 
that the company will explore 
the possibility of offering a 
lower package installation fee 
with paid television. tu 
encourage viewers to try the 
service and to make tt easier for 
subscribers to take advantage 
of it. Paid television will not be 
available for the Gorman area‘s 
246 subscribers until the 
company can determine 
whether the surrounding area’s 
current or future subscribers 
can support that ty pe of service. 

Cablentertainment will ex- 
plore the possibility of bringiny 
Baltimore stations to the county 
through a feasibility study. Ms 
Paiva stated that Uie company 
ls Investigating the nucrowave 
avalliabilities for that service. 
If Baltimore television is 
offered, the cust to provide that 
viewing would be passed on to 
the user, and that change would 
have to be approved by town 
councils. The Oakland system 
currently offers two Maryland 
channels, channel 10 out of 
Hagerstown and channel 3b, 
viewed by cable subscribers on 
channel 8. which is the Mary- 
land Public Broadcast System 

Cablentertainment 

reportedly has plans to update 
entire systems here, including 
the possible elimination of some 
network affiliate stations which 
Cause repetition in program- 
ming on the area‘s channels 
The company must first 
determine which stations have 
to be carried, according to a 
Federal Communication Comi- 
mission (FCC) “must carry” 
law, which states that any 
station broadcast in the general 
viewing area shall be included 
in the channel system. If some 
current channels can be elimi- 
nated the company will look at 
alternative channels and solicit 
public opinion as to the types of 
programmuny desired. The paid 
television will not elutunate any 
channels as it will be offered on 
mid-band and will be an 
optional service. Ms. Paiva 
added that papular stations in 
Garrett County, such as chan- 
nels out of Pittsburgh, Pa.. will 
not be eliminated if the com- 
munity wants it continued 
“We've got to sell what the 
people want,"’ she said. 

Cablentertanunent plans to 
extend service to some 
systems, and immediate plans 
are to build toward Crellin. Ms. 
Paiva stated there is nothing in 
the plans this year to extend 
service to the Deep Creek Lake 
area, because it is too far from 
the existing plant and the com- 
pany has not fully explored the 
number of possible subscribers 
in that area. However, the com- 
pany does intend to survey that 
area and contact year-round 
residents there. 

Bettervision tus been negoti- 
ating the release of its franchise 
holdings since January of this 
year All town franchise agree- 
ments have been approved and 
signed, the last agreement 
closed at a recent joint town 
council meeting with Loch Lynn 
and Mt. Luke Park.

The subject is not one likely to excite readers, either: 
#rammar, spelling, and punctuation, the boring subjects most of 


us only tolerated in school. 
Here are my nominees for 


the worst examples of careless 


language to afflict the public eye here on the scenic niountaintop. 
First place goes to the town of Oakland. Upon entering the city 
parking lot from Route 39, this unposing message, without benefit 
of conuma or period, greets the traveler: “Ail day parking please 
to rear of lot by order Police Department.” The same literary 
style graces the Liberty Street lot, announcing that for each hour, 
or any portion “there of,’’ the patron must pay a specified fee. 
And by the way, “inter-section” isn't a hyphenated word as the 
sign at the top of Center Street proclaims. 

The grammatical offense causing the most damage isn’t in 
Oakland, though. The sign at the top of the hill, near the Route 42 
intersection with U.S. 219 in McHenry welcomes the tourist to 
“Marvlands Best Kept Secret,” which is Deep Creek Lake. It 
could be debated if the beauty of Garrett County is really invisible 
to the rest of the state. Our carelessness is quite visible. A public 
plea to insert the niissing apostrophe is in order 

While on the subject of punctuation, perhaps the Oakland-Mt. 
Lake Lions could remove the quotation marks from their 

chicken” barbecue banner before the fair starts this year. They 


are not a way of emphasizing a 


word or phrase. The Lions Club 


chicken Is excellent, so their advertising should reflect that fine 


quality. 


Now, who does he think he is—this guy who tells everybody 
else about their mistakes, as if he doesn’t make any hunself? 
Indeed he does. But good spelling and punctuation, and taking the 
time to write carefully shouldn't be just for people with perfec- 
tionists’ worries. A recent study done for the American News- 
paper Publishers Association indicates a remarkable decline in 
literacy skills. People today consider reading to be more work 
than pleasure, this report says. In advising the ANPA members 
how to fight this trend, the study suggests that any barriers to 
clear, concise language be removed Readers will not tolerate 
any extra effort involved in reading. Thev just stop reading. Then 


the message is lost. 


As a county, and a tourist area, let's take the time to put our 
best foot forward in our public conumunication tuols. The stakes 


are #reater than we realize.
